Chief Minister (Shri A. J. John) : 

(a). Integration of the services has not been effected as 
yet; : 

(b) Does notarise: itis hoped that the Secretariat inte- 
gration would be finished within a few weeks ; 

(c) As early as possible. It is hoped to complete it in more 
departments in afew months. The work involved is delicate and 
difficult. a, 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know how long it will take? 

Shri A.J. John: Within a few weeks it would be completed. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether any princi- 
ples have been accepted by Government. 

Shri A. j.John:. Yes; proceedings have been published by 
Government. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Are they the principles accepted 
inthe G. O. published in 1950 or in the one published in April 
1952? . 

Shri A.J. John: Some modifications have been effected in 
the G. O, of April 1952.. . ; : . 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Is there any proposal to change 
the principles enunciated in 1952? 

Shri A. J. John: Not at present. 

Shri P.S. Nataraja Pillai: Is the integration of the Excise 
Department being done ? 

Shri A.J. John: That is not completed. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Is it still pending with the 
Government ? . 

Shyvi A. J. John: Yes. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether the combined 
seniority list of the Travancore-Cochin personnel is to be pre- 
pared on the principles enunciated in the 1950 G. O.? 

Shri A. J. John: 1950 and 1951 taken together. . 

Shri K. V. Krishnankutti Warrier: Have the Governmen 
passed final orders on this question more than once ? 

Shri A.J. John: Government have issued three proceedings 
one in 1950, another in 1951 and another in 1952. 

ShriK. V. Krishnankutti Warrier: What were the reasons for 
this change of orders ? 

Shri A. J. John: “When difficulties arise in the matter of the 
implementation of integration proposals, the Government will 
reconsider the matter. 

Shri K. V. Krishnankutti Warrier : “May I know whether there 
have been any suggestions and representations from the N. G. O, 
Associations concerned ? : 

Shri A.J. John: That is also taken into consideration. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: May I know whether Government will 
be prepared to leave the matter to a committee elected by this 
House from among the members of this House ? ; . 

ShriA.J. John: At present Government do not feel it necese 
sary to refer the matter to a committee. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Do the Governmentfeel that they will 
at any time, be able to settle this question satisfactorily ? 

Shri A.J. John: “Most certainly. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Are the Government aware that there 
is alot of opposition to the, proposals of the Government from 
the N. G. Os’ Association ? : . 


Shri A.J. John: There is some opposition from the services 
of both Travancore and Cochin. 

Shri A, Thanu Pillai: What are the difficulties facing the 
Government in solving this very material problem ? 

Shri A.J. John: There are ever so many difficulties. They 
are mentioned in the G. O. dated 2-7-1950. 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: May I know from the Hon. Minister 
the latest date on which we can see the completion of the inte- 
gration of the services of Trayancore-Cochin ? us 
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Shyi A. J. John: Ihave already answered that question, that 
the matter will be completed within a few weeks. 


Shri A, Thanu Pillai: A few weeks may be two or 22 weeks. 
Now that the Government have taken over two and a half years 
aver this very important matter, and are not prepared to refer the 
matter toa committee, I wish to know the latest date by which 
this important issue will have been settled. 

Shri A.J. John: Within a few weeks. That is all what I can 
say at present. 

Shri N. Rajagopalan Nair: Have the lump sums provided for 
the unification of pay-scales been spent at any time? 


Shri A.J. John: Yes; with regard to certain departments, the 


sums have been utilized, say, in regard to the Medical Department,

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STATEMENT BY THE MINISTER FOR FINANCE 
REGARDING THE BUDGET FOR 1952—53, 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : 
Sir, 


TY would like to make a short statement explaining some of 
the salient features of the Budget and the important changes 
that have been made in it.- The Budget Do2zuments for 1952-53 
were formally presented during the last session of the Assembl,, 
even though only a Vote on Account for the first 4 months 
of the year was taken under Article 203 of the Constitution, 
In my speech presenting the Budget, I promised to review the 
Budget presented before this Assembly and to make such revi- 
sion as is considered nezessary before approaching the House 
to vote on the demands for the year as a whole. Accordingly, 
a detailed review of the Revenue and Expenditure was under- 
taken. 

The Budget is usually prepared on the basis of the figures 
for the first ¥ to 10m nths of a year and is generaily completed 
before the commencement of the financial year for which it 
is prepared. As the review was taken up after the commence- 
ment of tie current financial year, and after obtaining the 
provisional accounts for 1251-52, it has been possible to review 
the expenditure and revenue estimates, based on the actuals, 
Accordingly, the revenue estimutes under some major heads 
which were urd2r-estimated based on the then available data 
have been suitably mcdified. Additional provisions considered 
‘absolutely necessary for certain nation-building activities are 
proposed to be moved as supplementary demands as advised 
py the Central Government instead of revising the Budget 
documents already presented. 


The Memorandum on Demands for Grants for expenditure 
now presented to you details the procedure adopted on the lises 
indicated by the Finance Department of the Government of 
India. Hitherto the hon. Members were asked to vote’ only 
the net expenditure involved under each demand. As this 
may not give a correct idea of the total volume of transactions 
involved a new procedure has been prescribed by the Govern- 
ment of India, according to which the demands for grants will 
be for the gross. expenditure excluding all credits and recoveries, 
which have hitherto been taken as deduction from the demands, 
The effect of this procedure willbe to increase the amounts of 
demands under the various items, but .the hon. Members 
will note that it will not involve any inereise in the actual net 
expenditure, as accounting will continue to take the recoveries 
in reduction of expenditure even though the gross expenditure 
is voted by the Legislature. Otherwise both the receipts and 
expenditure will be unnecessarily exaggerated exhibiting inflated 
figures on both sides. As this is an important change that has 
been made since presenting the Budget, 1 have taken this oppor- 
tunity to explain it, . : 
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: REGARDING THE BwuoGET, 


Supplementary Grants. In cases where additional amounts 
were absolutely required, as a result of the review made, 
supplementary demands are proposed to be moved and a state- 
ment of the supplementary demands js given as Annexure III 
- to the Memorandum on Demands for Grants. Full details 
showing the purpose of such supplementary demands are given 
in the statement of supplementary demands which will be 
distributed to the hon. Members. However, I shall ‘touch 
upon a few of the important items where comparatively large 
amounts have been asked for. 


Under ‘18—Other Revenue Expenditure’, it is proposed 
to ask for Rs. 9 lakhs as additional grant. This is mostly for 
Grow More Food and Minor Irrigation Works which are very 
essential and cannot be put off. 


Under ‘Election’ an additional grant of Rs. 5 lakhs is asked 
for. This is in connection with the revision of Electoral Rolls 
for which directions have been received from the Election 
Commissioner rather late. A moiety of this amount is recover~ 
able from the Government of India. 


Even though our Education expenditure has been steadily 
increasing, it has been found that certain items of expenditure 
which were omitted to be included in the budget or which 
require some enhancement could not be avoided, and hence, 
an additional grant of Rs. 14 lakhs is asked for. 


Similarly under ‘Civil Works’ the budget has provided 
the‘highest amount ever budgeted for under thishead. Areview 
of the important items of work which have to be.taken up 
immediately, however, revealed the absolute necessity for 
additional funds, details of which are given in the statement 
of Supplementary Demands. The details furnished will clearly 
show the anxiety of the Government to provide more and more 
amenities to the people and to spend as much money as possible 
on nation-building activities. 


Under ‘Capital’ also, more amounts have been provided 
for-industrial development, Electricity and State Trading. 


_ Annexure IV attached to the Memorandum on Demands 
for Grants exhibits the final budgetary’ position. I am happy 
to say that in spite of very heavy increase in most of the items 
of expenditure for nation-building schemes, including Commu- 
nity Projects, our budgetary position is very encouraging. The 
‘hon. Members who have been reading the budgetary position 
offother States would agree with me that our programme of 
expenditure “is in no way behind any one of the States, but 
that in several respects we have forged ahead. Yet our final 
deficit is the smallest. This is due to the fact that our revenue 
collections have been -steadily progressing in spite of several 
very adverse circumstances. 


Since presenting the Budget in March 1952, the Finance’ 
Commission regarding whom I have made‘ reference in my 
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Budget Speech, visited the State. The Government had detailed 
discussions with them on the various topics covered by their 
enquiry and the Memorandum forwarded to the Commission _ 
in advanee. A supplementary Memorandum emphasising some 
of the salient features of our requests and other important 
matters was also submitted. Government hope that the Commis- 
sion will give their most anxious consideration to our requests 
and make appropriate recommendations to-the President.

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APPENDIX.

PRESS NOTE. 


The relations between the managements and labourers in 
plantations in the Peermade area were strained for some time, 
In the Pasumalai Estate the labourers demanded that the one 
Edangali of cereals per week given free to non-working children 
should be entirely given in the form of rice. The Superintendent 
of Pasumalai Estate did not accede to the request. 


Matters came toa head on the 22nd April when the labourers 
went in a body to the Superintendent’s office and demanded the 
issue of rice or price of rice. They sat on the doorstep of the 
Superintendent’s office and refused to go till the demand was 
granted. More labourers joined in the demonstration and kept 
the Superintendent and his staff in wrongful confinement from 
8-30 a. m. till 2-30 p.m. refusing to let them go out even for a few 


minutes. 


_ On information received, a Head Constable and two Consta- 
bles reached the Estate soon after 2-30 p.m. They ‘rescued’ the 
Superintendent and took him to his house. On returning to 
rescue the clerks, the policemen found that the crowd was pelting 
stones on the office building causing serious damage. The crowd 
also assaulted the policemen and took away their turbans and 
lathies—one of the turbans was burnt. The policemen escaped 
to the Vandiperiyar Outpost. 


On telegraphic requisition, the Sub Inspector of Police ac- — 
companied by the Taluk First Class Magistrate, 1 Head Consta- 
ble and 12 Constables (of whom 8 were armed) proceeded to the 
Estate. They found an unruly crowd of about 1,000 labourers 
armed with aruvals, sticks and stones which rushed on the Police 
Van and began pelting stones. The Magistrate declared it to be 
an unlawful assembly and asked the crowd to disperse. The Sub - 
Inspector warned the crowd in Tamil and Malayalam that force 
would be used if the crowd did not disperse, The warning had 

-no effect, The throwing of stones was continued with more 
force. With the concurrence of the Magistrate, the Sub Inspector 
ordered a lathi charge which was ineffective. The crowd became 
even more violent; stone throwing increased. Some members of 
the crowd closed in on the police.and attempted to wrench the 

. Weapons. The bayonet of a Constable was torn away with the 
’ seabbard and belt. The Sub Inspector_and 6 Constables sustained 
injuries. : 

Seeing that the situation was beyond control and apprehend- 
ing serious injury to the Police party and the possibility of the 
arms being snatched away, the Magistrate after due warning 
ordered the opening of fire.

Shri P.S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I think practically this is the 
first Budget Session under the new Constitution. That being the 
case Sir, Ithink I may be excused if I may make one or two 
general statements on that. Sir, the Travancoreans stood for an 
United India. They had to fight against the misguided aspira- 
tions of an administrator for an independent Travancore. They 
stood for a common Indian nationality. We had to face real 
peril in those days of unsettlement. In 1947 when the British 
decided to quit India and to surrender the sovereignty to the 
people, the Travancoreans rose to a man and said that the 
sovereignty should rest with the people of the State. Not only that 
but we wanted Travancore to be an integral part of India. We 
were able to achieve that. Now as a citizen of India it should be 
the endeavour of everyone of usto strive hard to evolve a com- 
mon nationality so that we may live in this world as a proud 
nation. 


Sir, this discussion is to talk something about the Budget. It 
isa little difficult for me to enter into that-task, because ona 
previous occasion the hon. Minister for Finance said that the dis~ 
cussion that takes place on the Budget is more or less convention- 
ality. The Finance Minister will give some estimates, revised 
estimates and actuals, and certain allocations according to the 
needs and conveniences of the Government. Although the mem- 
bers may point out some vatiations here and there they are all 
mere conventional fault findings according to the Finance Minis- 
ter. That attitude will not help the discussion of the Budget. . 
After hearing that statement, I was a little bit anxious to see how 
my hon. friend would come again before the House and give a lead 
to this House as to how the Budgei is to be approached and re- 
viewed. I was trying to the best of my ability to. follow the 
speech made by my hon. friend yesterday. But unfortu- 
nately, I must confess Sir, that that statement did not convey 
any new idea on the methods of Budget discussion nor did 
it conform to the old tradition of giving exact figures. My friend 
has taken up the position that after all this discussion over the 
Budget is only a conventionality. 

Then Sir, the one thing that surprised me was the provisional 
actuals for 1951-52. Under the head ‘Principal Heads of Revenue’ 
we had really an excess of 50 lakhs though in the Budget speech 
made by my hon. friend the variation under revenue is only of 
the order of Rs. 36 lakhs. I would invite the attention of my 
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friend to the Financial statement on page 6, where we find under 
the Principal Heads of Revenue an increase of 54°21 lakhs, 
Perhaps while dealing in crores my friend thought that a deduc- 
tion of some 19 lakhs is a matter of smallvalue. The Revised Eeti- 
mate presented for 1951-52 was for 942 lakhs. The excess ig 
nearly one crore and 23 lakhs in receipts alone. I do not know 
Sir, after eight months’ calculation how this wide disparity could 
oeceur. In the Agricultural Income Tax alone the excess is about 
98 lakhs. Inthe receipts under Motor Vehicles Act the increase 
is 30 lakhs and in the Sales Tax the increase is 45 lakhs. SoIam 
forced to come to the conclusion and I hope you will agree, that in 
making this estimate nocare was taken. Itis only as my friend 
has said, a kind of conventional habit of putting some figures in 
‘ the receipt column to meet the necessity ofa Budget, Another 
disparity that I found is in the receipt from industries. Even in 
the revised estimate there is difference of minus one lakh and 32 
thousand. The actual receipt comes to plus 18 lakhs and 59 
thousand. Sir, that is a matter which we cannot understand. 
These are all very important matters which the Finance Minister 
should have explained to the House so that people like me who do 
-not understand the matter may know it. The estimated receipt - 
of 59 lakhs of rupees from industries comes down to 49°73 lakhs. 
We have invested crores of rupees'in thése industries andthe 
people of this country have a rightto know whether these indus- 
tries are properly managed and receipts properly accounted. This 
is one aspect as far as the receipts are concerned. As far as the 
expenditure side is concerned the reyised estimate exceeded the 
budget estimate by 64 lakhs. Now we have not been given any 
figure for expenditure -according to the provisional actuals for. 
951-52. 
Mr. Speaker: Order, order. The Member may continue 
aftr lunch.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I was pointing out how 
these budget figures are unreliable. I am not going into 
the details, but I wish to point out one more figure. On 
page 6 of the Financial Statement given previously in March, 
under the revised estimate column for receipts under Industries 
and Supplies, the sum is Rs. 6.59. lakhs, which itself is 
Rs. 1,32,000 less than the estimate. Now, Sir, on page 14 of - 
the New Memorandum, under Industries and Supplies, the 
figure is Rs. 41.73, that is, Rs. 18.59 lakhs less than the revised 
estimate. Is there any possibility of explaining that, I do not 
know. I would now refer tothe Memo also given along with 
the budget. On page 37 of the Memo, it is said: ‘The de- 
crease in the revised estimate is mainly on aceount of less 
receipts from the Ceramic concerns, Rubber Factory, etc”, 
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The estimate in the revised statement itself was Rs. 59 lakhs. 
The actual expenditure has gone down to Rs. 41 lakhs. During 
the course of the four months, there has been a loss of nearly 
Rs. 18 lakhs, in running these Industries. That proposition seems 
to me to be very surprising. 


On the question of the variation of the revised estimate 
and expenditure also, I would like to point out that the normal 
expenditure itself has increased by Rs. 64 lakhs, and expendi- 
ture on capital works has decreased by Rs. 154 lakhs. We 
provided Rs. 654 lakhs for capital works, but the actual expendi- 
ture came only to Rs. 500 lakhs. That is mentioned in the 
Finance Minister’s speech and the reason given by the hon. 
Finance Minister is: “Under Irrigation and Electricity, the 
savings are due to the delay in works on account of non- 
receipt of machinery, tools and plant, ete.” But, Sir, I was 
curious to know whether it was really due to the non-receipt 
of machinery. At page 311 of the budget, you will find no 
provision for tools and plant, under Capital Outlay on Irrigation. 
At page 3822, under Hydro-Electric Schemes, there is a provision 
only for Rs. 40,000 in the revised estimate, and in the budget 
estimate only Rs. 4 lakhs-was provided. The lapse of funds 
under these items was to the tune of more than Rs. 17 lakhs. 
What I am at is that when hon. Members who are in charge of 
administration are dealing with the budget and when they 
have absolute control over the finances of the Government, 
itis in the interests of every body concerned, to see; that 
the full facts are placed before the House, and the opinion of the 
Members taken. As Ipreviously referred to, our actual receipts 
to have decreased, and as no revised actual expenditure has 
been shown, naturally the cash balances should increase. We 
do not know to what extent that cash balance has increased 
I am not going into the details of the budget estimate for the 
coming year. That will be done by my hon, friends on this 
side of the House. 


One other important factor which I shall now dwell upon 
is food production and grow more food campaign. We have 
received asloan’from the Government of India from 1949 
to 1951, Rs. 38.75 lakhs and as grant, a sum of Rs. 116.01 lakhs. 
Taken together, it comes to Rs, 154.76 lakhs. We have incurred 
a liability or a debt of Rs. 200 lakhs for Peechi Scheme. Thus, 
in all, we have spent on grow more food campaign somewhere 
about Rs. 34 crores. That is in addition to the expenditure in- 
curred from the State Revenue. So, in the last three years, Sir, 
we have incurred expenditure on grow more food schemes, 
inclusive of capital irrigation, nearly Rs. five to six crores, and 
not less than Rs. 2 crores must have been from the Revenues 
of the State. That is only an estimate; I have not made exact 
calculations. Thus Rs. 5 crores have been spent on grow more 
food campaign in the country during the last three years. 
I would request this House and the Government to institute an 
enquiry to ascertain where we are, to know how this money 
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has been spent, and what effect it had on the food production 
in this country. .What is the good.of our spending money end- 

‘ Jessly on schemes which do not actually benefit the country, and 
do not increase the production in the country? We have at any 
rate been given this aid by the Government of India, because 
of the peculiar circumstances in which we are. But I have my 
own doubt, whether the money so far set apart and spent on 
those schemes, has produced’ results which we expect out of 
them. I have heard so many stories about it. I am ‘not going 
into the details, but I wish to put it seriously to the House to 
consider whether it is not time to get down a very efficient 
accountant-engineer who will be able to go through these figures 
and analyse and assess how far the expenditure has been useful 
for increasing the productivity in this country and given bene- 
fit to the people. 

In the same way, I have only to refer to the industrial under- 
takings of the Government. I have already pointed out that 
industrial receipts are going down. We have invested a good 
amount in industrial undertakings. We have inwested, if my 
memory is correct, nearly Rs. 5 crores on shares in industrial 
undertakings. This budget also contains figures to the tune of 
Rs. 67 lakhs to be invested in certain industrial schemes. They 
have given that in the schedule. So, from year to year, we are 
investing a good amount on industrial undertakings. I wish 

. to know —I have been trying to get at some information, and 
have sent-in an interpellation and when it is answered we will! 
be able to know more accurately—-what is the value of the shares 
Government have in all the companies in which they have invested 
money? ‘Where do we stand really? Are we getting any return 
on the money invested? We have invested lakhs and lakhs in 
those companies and some of them are said to be on the brink 
of a crash. Obviously the Government have invested money 
in those companies to patronise them. Even now, this budget . 
contains nearly a crore of rupees to finance industrial concerns. 
That is another source of corruption under the cover of indus- 
trial development in this country. The Government have at 
their disposal a good lot of money for taking shres, the finance 


industrial undertakings and patronise as they please. But who |. - 


is. benefited by that, I ask. This year’s budget provides a sum 
for the Sri Chitra Mill.. The argument may be advanced that 
we are providing this sum for the mills to give work for our 
labourers. If that be the case,-that mill ought to be taken over 
and run by Government. There is no meaning in advancing 
money to Alagappa Textiles or Chitra Mills. (Speaker’s Bell) 
I know the Government will make the plea that they are encour- 
aging industries in this country and to provide work for labour. 
With these words, I close. . . 

_ ° Shri Ambat Eachara Menon: I-thank the Finance Minister 
onthe dexterity he has shown in parcelling out the surplus 
amount in rateable proportion to allthe items in. the mother 
budget. There is a defect in having no surplus amount as it 
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should be found impossible to allot, if necessary urgent works be 
brought to the notice of the Government. To quote one example 
the erstwhile Cochin State. had an irrigation project in hand, of 
which only a reservoir was constructed when the integration came. 
It was not looked into, since then, asin everything else. By 
spending four or five lakhs of rupees, drought can be made a 
thing of the past in Chittur,and more than 500 acres of single 
crop lands may be made double crop lands, and at least 300 acres 
into one crop land, thus producing a lakh of paras of paddy more 
than what is produced now. Since there is no surplus, I would 
earnestly request the Government to allot a moiety of it now 
fromm the amount set apart for irrigation, and begin the work, and 
meet the balance by a Demand later. It is said that no grain of 
paddy is shown as having increased by spending lakhs of money 
under the grow more food campaign in these parts, but this will 
give immediate response within a year~—not like the other 
schemes now. 


A word about the heartless, callous indifference of the officers 
in the execution of the work in hand. A College is being built 
in Chittur. The work began three years back, and is to be com- 
pleted this year but only a third of the work is finished. It is not 
entirely due to the neglect of the contractor. For some time he 
was given no cement. I had to go there and get the cement 
through the Chief Secretary, from Tinnevelly. In this connect- 
ion, I may say that the cement produced here is not even suffi- 
cient for P. W. D. works. The Government insists on the pecple 
of Chittur buying Travancore cement ata higher. price, even 
higher than that of Madukara price which if not superior is sure- . " 
ly not inferior. This the Government should consider. Again the 
work was at a stand still for want of iron rods. The rods are got 
down either from Calcutta or from Mysore. Those from Calcutta 
come by ship at Cochin. It could very well be stocked at Cochin 
and distributed to various places; instead of that it is taken to 
Trivandrum and stocked. 


- Another example from Chittur is in the textile department. 
The yarn for Chittur is taken to Trichur and from there to 
Chittur. Even when the yarn comes from Coimbatore which is 
only 25 miles to Chittur, the yarn is taken to Trichur about 80 
miles away and then to Chittur another 45 miles. And the trans- 
port charges have to be borne by the weavers. What a wastel 
These are two examples from Chittur. Similar wastages will 
surely be seen in every taluk and in every department. 

A word about control and I shall have done. There is no 
use sitting ruminating at headquarters. You must go to places 
where the control has been removed, make enquiries and see for 
yourself, the position of the people who were living under ration 
till then. ; 

Go to the outskirts of the Municipality of Pollachi. You can 
see gunnies of paddy and rice stocked in the verandas of houses 
and the people happy. I called some time back a meeting at 
the market place of Chittur where about 500 people attended, IJ 
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explained to them that if control is removed there is every pos- 
sibility of the price shooting up. Their unanimous opinion was 
that I was mistaken and that if control was removed they could 
get paddy from where it could be found and if the price is raised 
by a small amount it will not be worth considering the quality 
and quantity of the stuff. 


So there is no use of theorising. The practical condition 
should be faced. If the Government think that there is diffi- 
culty they would do well to remove it from Chittur which is 
bounded on all sides by decontrolled areas taking the analogy 
from the fact that Chittur was brought under prohibition owing 
to its position amidst prohibited areas. Further it is there only 
to corrupt the morale of the public by the numerous employers 
under it who are utterly dishonest. The ration shops are now 
deserted for they get rice from the neighbouring State. The 
Cabinet would do well to seriously consider the same and remove 
the control from Chittur at least. Chittur can afford tu stand 
security for its success. The Government have been pleased to 
’ answer to a question that they have issued orders to see that no 
chaff is purchased and they also have averred that there is report 
of having chaff in the paddy, 

This mode of dealing with the “malcontents would not do, 
Unless and until you cleanse that augeanstable, the Secretariat, 
of corruption and lethargy a Government for the people is 
non-est.

Chief Minister (Shri A. J. John): (a) to(c). A Committee has 
been constituted for the purpose and the tentative proposals sub- 
mitted by the Committee are being carefully examined by Gov- 
ernment. No final decision has been taken in the matter. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: . May I know the date of appoint- 
ment of the Committee ? 

1 pm A. J. John}: The Committee was appointed in August 
951. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know when the Committee 
submitted proposals ? ; 


Shri A. J. John: Towards the close of March 1952. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I know whether the Govern- 
ment has even now come to any definite conclusion on the matter 
of the backward classes? What are the criteria by which these 
backward classes are given appointments ? 

Shri A.J. John: That will depend upon the provisions of 
Article 16 (4) of the Constitution. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: What are the factors that are 
being taken into consideration by Government in fixing up these 
backward, classes as far as representation in services is con- 
cerned ?

Shri A. J. John: The Commission has not decided that ques- 
tion. They are interviewing candidates and upon the results of 
the viva voce examination they select candidates for appoint- 
ment. ; 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: So, the question whether a particular 
applicant belongs to the backward class or not has not been con- - 
sidered in respect of any recruitment. . Am I to understand: it 
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Shri A, J. John: Yes.

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GENERAL DISCUSSION OF THE BUDGET—(contd.) 


My. Speaker: We will now resume the General Discussion 
on the Budget. Mr. Kesavan Nair. 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Sir, let me congratulate 
the Finance Minister on the boldness he has exhibited in presen- 
ting a deficit Budget. WLast March we were told that we could 
legitimately expect a surplus to the extent of 4 lakhs. We were 
alsotold that the minimum experiditure that we have to bear, 
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would come to nearly 16 crores and 26 lakhs. Accordingly 
the revenues were worked up and it was anticipated that there 
is going to be a revenue to the extent of 16 crores and 30 lakhs 
Rupees. This, according to the Finance Minister, was the 
“Jargest revenue” that could ‘possibly be expected in the 
annals of the State. That the Finance Minister himself was not 
sanguine ‘as to whether he would be able to realise such an 
amount would be apparent from his speech itself. I would invite 
the attention of the House to the most relevant sentence in ‘that 
speech. This is what he says: 


“This estimate is based on the high level of prices prevailing at the 
time of framittg the budget. However, asa result of the sudden 
fall in prices and the slump that is now setting in, itis likely 
that the anticipations under some of the principal heads of 


yevenue like Excise duties, Forest, Sales Tax, Stamps 6ic., may 
be affected.” 


That shows that he was not quite sanguine. I for my part 
was sure, positively sure, that the Finance Minister was not going 
to realise the amount of 16 crores 30 lakhs that he anticipated. 
The day before yesterday we heard the Finance Minister revising 
his opinions presumably after the Budget was sent to the Centre. 
I heard the leader of the opposition stating yesterday that it was 
not very complimentary for us to send our Budgets to the Centre. 
Not even during the British Administration, if my memory is 
correct, was the Budget of the Travancore State sent to the British 
Government. Leaving that apart, let us see how far the Finance 
Minister would ‘be justified in expecting this 16 ¢rores and 30. 
lakhs of Rupees. I am not unaware of the fact that he has no 
alternative other than to expect this income because the Budget 


has to be balanced with the expected expenditure to the extent of - 
16 crores 26 lakhs. . 


Now, the chief items of income that are expected ave 

(1) Sales Tax, (2) State Excise, (3) Land Revenue, (4) Agri- 
cultural Income Tax, (5) Stamps and (6) Forest. I may at 
the very outset state that as a result of integration, we would 
have it as’ “Federal Financial Integration”’—a very high term, all 
the inelastic subjects which would bring us limited revenues, have 
been set apart for us and all the elastic. revenues have been taken 
by the Centre. I would come to that at a later stage. So, un- 
fortunately we cannot possibly expect the amounts that are ex- 
pected by the Finance Minister for reasons which I am going to 
detail below. An amount of 2 crores 56 lakhs ig expected under 
Sales Tax. We heard the Finance Minister say that this amount 
was arrived at after making a calculation of the prices that were 
prevalent then. We also heard the Finance Minister stating that 
the slump has set in now. The one inevitable inference one has 
. to draw is that the purchasing power of the people must have dimi- 
nished. The prices of commodities have gone down and transac- 
“tions will be on the decrease, So necessarily income under Sales 
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Tax, mustdiminish. There is also another difficulty that embarras- 
ses us. Article 286 of the Constitution imposes a restriction on Sales 
Tax, on things that are sent from one State to another. Sub- 
clause 3 of that article imposes a further restriction on the reali- 
sation of Sales Tax on essential commodities. I may also submit 
to the House, that I have been told that a bill, further restricting 
our right to impose Sales Tax on essential Commodities is under 
contemplation by the Centre. If not, I stand corrected. Iam now 
informed that some judicial decision is under contemplation and 
so one could not positively say what the result of that decision . 
would be. Ido not discuss that any further. The principle that 
has to be kept in view being, that in view of the decrease in the 
price of commodities, we are not going to realise the income 
under Sales Tax as anticipated. The next item is State Excise. 
We are anticipating an income of Rs. 2 crores 65 lakhs. If we 
are going to implement the decision of the party in power, that is, 
if we are not going to raise prohibition, I submit, our realisation 
under Excise duties would be few and far between. The amounts 
that are expected are under the items, purchase of liquor, impo- 
sition of duty on liquor, rental on shops etc., ete. If prohibition — 
is our creed, we are not going to realise that amount of 2 crores 
65 lakhs. The third item is Land Revenue. Land Revenue was 
the most vital question that was engaging the attention of the 
Rulers of the erstwhile Travancore State. We found that direct 
imposition of land tax was a retrograde measure. Some time 
back very good reform was made by the imposition of basic tax 
by which the condition of the peasant was ameliorated. Basic 
tax to the extent of 4 cash was imposed to acent. Then we were 
able to realise an amount to the tune of Rs. 27 lakhs. Subse- 
quently I presume, in pursuance of the Report by Sri Krishna- 
machari, land tax was raised from 4 cash to 7 cash per cent 
of land. 

Now we are at our wit’s end to find out funds. I presume 
that Sri Krishnamachari’s report was accepted.. The ultimate 
result was that taxation was raised by 75 per cent.i.e. from 4 
cash to7 cash, Our peasants could not be taxed any further,” 
It is a cardinal principle of Public Finance that no enlightened 
state should run its administration by the imposition of addi- 
tional land taxes, 


The next. item is taxes on Agricultural Income. There is 
not such deviation made here. A sum of Rs. 15 lakhs is antici- 
pated in the budget that was presented yesterday, over and above 
the Rs, 70 lakhs anticipated in March. I,do not propose to say 
anything on the present excess anticipation of Rs. 15 lakhs. 
My position is that the earlier anticipation of Rs. 70 lakhs itself is 
not going to be realised. The Finance Minister himself admitted 
that the slump has set in, and that the figures were arrived at 
when commodity prices were at their highest, These facts justify 
the inference that we are not going to realise these anticipations. 
Let us examine the prices of commodities. Yesterday an answer 
was given on the floor of the House that the prices of all commo- 
flities have gone down, and that it is a matter which has to be 
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settled by world market conditions, and that this Government 
has sent representations to the Indian Government. These are 
broad facts which one cannot deny. The price of pepper has 
gone down considerably, that of cocoanut has gone down by 50 
per cent; the price of ginger and other commodities that were 
produced by us has all gone down. When that is so, transac- 
tions. will decrease and the purchasing power of the people will 
diminish and the inevitable consequence will be that we will 
not realise the sum anticipated by the Finance Minister under 
* Agricultural Income Tax”, 

The third item is Stamps. Some of my lawyer friends here 
know how far the litigant public have now been suffering. AJ 
forms of taxation on Stamps have been devised and in my 
opinion, it would be cruel to tax them any further andto expect 
further revenues out of this source. 

My last point is about Forests. The Finance Minister ex- 
pects Rs. 2,65,00,000 under that item. I find that there isa great 
deal of disafforestation going on. Ineed hardly point out the 
‘fact that this disafforestation has been a scandal which has been 
engaging public attention for a long time past. The forests are 
our capital assets. It has been the policy of our rulers to con- 
. serve our forests and not to destroy them. To lay hands on this ° 
capital asset year by year would have a most disastrous effect. 
I would call this “slaughter felling”. The policy of the erst- 
. while rulers was to replenish the trees you cut by planting new 
trees. But if we go to the northern parts of this State, we find 
that this “slaughter felling” has been going on indiscriminately. 
I would appeal to the Government, in my personal capacity, not 
to continue this slaughter felling and not to expect any more ’ 
revenue out of disafforestation. 


T do not propose to deal with other items. Therefore: when 
all is said and done, we find that we are not able to realise funds 
to meet our inevitable expenditure, our obligatory expenditure, 

.the expenditure which is the irreducible minimum for nation. 
building purposes and for our administration. Day before yester- 
day, the Finance Minister was saying that over and above the 
sum anticipated earlier, we have incurredan additional expen- 
diture of Rs. 67 and odd lakhs. Our budget has thus become a 
deficit budget. And we have to meet our obligations. We have 
torun the admmistration. Whatis the remedy? There are only 
two sources which can help us, God Almighty and the Centre. 
Certainly God is not going ‘to help any Government which has 
been indiscreet, He is not going to help the Finance Minister, 
more so because the erstwhile ministers were not prudent in 
their transactions. 

Now let us see what the attitude of the Centre towards us is. 
We have made provision for Rs. 16.30 crores as revenue. Before 
the integration, the Travancore State was getting 40 per cent. of 
their revenue from the subjects that have now been surrendered 
to the Centre. Thus by the integration, we have lost 40 per cent, 
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of our former revenues. Iam not concerned with the ex-gratia 
grants, and the beggarly gifts from the Centre: What do they 
give us in return for these surrendered elastic subjects? They 
give us Rs. 280 lakhs. This Rs, 280 lakhs works to 18 per cent. 
of our revenue. Therefore, after taking away from us 40 per 
cent. of our revenue, they are giving us 18 per cent. in return. 
lam putting this to the House so that we may see the enormous" 
loss that we are incurring. I appeal to all parties. Let us for 
get our differences, and let us face a problem which is common 
to all of us. Let us not allow our energies to be frittered away on 
things of no consequence. Where are we? We have to make 
82 per cent. of our revenues and all the elastic items of revenues 
have’ been taken away by the Centre andin return they have 
given us only 18 per cent. Where are we to find this 82 per cent. 
_ from the inelastic sources left to us? I tell you we are not going 
to reach the figures anticipated by the Finance Minister out of 
these inelastic sources. 


Now I am asking, is there any moral obligation on the part of 
the Centre to help us? Isay there is. There are several sec- 
tions in the Constitution which would help us. Probably the 
Centre might turn round and say that we are controlled by our 
agreement with the Centre. I heard some hon. Member 
asking whether there was any agreement. On going through the 
books I believe there is some agreement and that agreement 
must have been very disastrous to the welfare of the State. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: May I state that there is 
an agreement called the Federal Financial Agreement which was 
once referred to on the floor of the House ? 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: So no citation is neces- 
sary. Was not the Finance Minister a party toit? Here is a 
sentence from the Krishnamachari Report: 


“We were first inclined to recommend that as in the case of other Indian 
States and Unions the integration of federal finance in Travancoze 
and Cochin should be effective ouly from the Ist April 1950, by 
which date the new Constitution of India would, in all probability, 
have come into force, In the course of our final discussions with the 
the Governments of Travancore and Cochin, however, it became 
clear thatin view of the financial difficulties which the two States 
would initially have to encounter as a consequence of their merger 
into a Union, it would on the whole be beneficial to them to agree 
to federal financial integration with effect from the 17th August 
1949 (the date of commencement of their next financial year.........’1 

There can be no doubt that the erstwhile ministers had en- 
tered into an agreement which has disastrous consequences. 
That agreement imposes fetters on us so that we cannot make 
claim to certain things which are allowed by the Constitution. 
We are in a different position from the Provinces. The Provin- 
ces never had the rights that we had such as the right to get 
income tax. Mysore never had the right to impose excise duties, 
Madhya Bharat had not, Therefore it is misleading to say tha, 
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Travancore-Cochin stands on the same footing as other States, 
Perhaps if we now go to the Centre, they will ask us to be con. 
tented with the provisions of our agreement. May he, but all 
the same there should be justice, equity and good conscience oy 
this part. We lawyers know how we are entitled to put in re. 
view petitions and convince Presiding Officers for reviewing our 
cases. Likewise there is no harm in going and convincing the 
Centre that whoever was responsible for the agreement was 
being misled or had honestly misunderstood the position. There 
are several sections in the Constitution which help us. Before 
the integration, we had the right to levy.Sea Customs Export 
duties and internal customs. These have now been surrendered 
to the Centre. There isno State which had both these rights, 
Hence no other State stands to lose by the integration as we are, 
We ere essentially a maritime country (Speaker’s Bell). I crave 
your indulgence for five minutes more, Sir. Immediately before 
the integration, we were levying export duty at the rate of Rs, 15 
per candy on pepper. After the integration, the duty was raised 
to 40 per cent. “advalorem.” This was ata time when the 
price of pepper was rising to nearly Rs. 3,000 per candy. Con- 
sequently, on that single head alone they were able to realise 
nearly 34 to 4 crores of rupees. Is not this a big loss of revenue 
due to us due tothe agreement ? Therefore I appeal that we 
should stand together to review this agreement. 


There, the hon. Member Shri T. V. Thomas pointed out 
that he and his party represented the people. I am agreed on 
that, We are all representing the subjects of Travancore-Cochin 
and it is our fundamental duty and fundamental right to see that 
every pie that is due tous in justice, equity and good conscience, 
is realised. The Centre has to be approached on this matter. 
Tam sure the Centre knows the difficulties of our people; be- 
cause they themselves fought and won freedom. We must forget 
our differences. We must unite and stand like one man and with 
one voice tell the Centre—“‘It is impossible for us to function, it 
is impossible'for the State to go on with the: step-motherly treat- 
ment. Do not treat us ona par with other States, because we 
have lost several of our revenues. Our former Ministers might 
have erred.” “To err is human, but to forgive is divine’—you 
can approach the Centre in that manner and let us not ignore 
these facts. 

There is one more very important thing that I should like to 
place before the hon. Members here, and that is about our 
monazite which is our pride, and which is the wealth of Travan- 
core. You could not conceive of its value. It fetches a very high 
value in the world market. During Sir C. P.’s time frantic ate 
tempts were made to get at this monazite and it was ineffective. 
On going through the budget figures, it is now found that mona- 
zite is charged at the rate of Rs. 330 per ton. But I may say that 
it would fetch more than £400 or 500 per ton; who is to take this 
big gain? . This difference is staggering ? I submit that this also 
is a matter that has to be brought to the Centre’s notice. (Bell.) 


& 
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Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, the hon. Mr. Kesavan 
Nair paid a compliment to the hon. Finance Minister for boldness 
in presenting the present budget. I too will agree in a certain 
sense that he deserves this compliment because he certainly 
should have been a bold man to have come with a budget like 
this, especially in the light of the wigging that his party gotin the 
general elections. At any rate, we on this side are not prepared 
to appreciate this sort of boldness. My friend, ‘the hon. Member 
for Perumbavoor, who spoke before me stated that in a certain 
sense this budget is nothing but another modified form of demand 
for carrying on the day to day administration of the State. That 
is a fact. Those fundamental problems which I take it, is the 
duty of the administrators to solve, are still there. What has the 
Government attempted to do in regard to the solution of those 
problems ? That is the major question before the House to 
consider at this stage. ; 


Sir, yesterday to a question asked by my friend Mr. C, 
Achyutha Menoniregarding the number of lepers in the State, the 
Public Health Minister was pleased to state that the figure stood 
somewhere at 50,000. To another question asked by the hon. 

’ Mr. Gangadharan regarding the number of beggarsin the State, 
luckily for us, the Minister for Local Self-Government was not 
in a position to oblige us with ananswer. Iam sure if only he 
had taken the pains to collect the figures and had condescended to 
place them before the House, that would certainly have been a 
staggering figure. Add to this those who are sick, those who are 
capable of doing work but for want of work are now wasting their 
time, old people and children. Think of the overall picture of 
all such sections of society which constitute the majority. I ask 
the hon. Ministers of the Treasury Bench—what solace, what 
consolation could they find in the budget that is presented before 
the House. No doubt, Sir, the hon. Minister may point out 
that specially because of the efforts of the Government a lump 
sum provision of Rs. 2,50,000 has been provided for leprosy 
relief. I personally am against such making of a lump sum 
provision because when once this House sanctions it, it is up to 
the Heads of Departments to squander away the sums so sanc- 
tioned by this House, without regard to the necessities. Yet, 
making allowance for that, page 968 of the budget would show 
that only asum of Rs. 5,000 orso has been provided for leprosy 
relief as such inthe hospitals... There is also a grant for the 
treatment of poor patients which is Rs. 7,500, That is significant, 
Rs. 7,500 for treatment of poor; Sir, I could very well appreciate 
the Finance Mixister and compliment him--to borrow an idiomatic 
phcaseit only he had been ina position tocatch the bull by the 
horn i.e grapple the necessity and rise up to the occasion. If he 
had then sought our co-operation for those bold steps, we on this 
side would have been only too glad to extend our hand of co- 
operation. But to perpetuate this sort of society, this sort -of 
iniquity, this sort of hardship and injustice by budgets like this 
we on this side of the opposition are certainly not prepared to 
co-operate. But, Sir, the solution of these fundamental problems

is a big thing. The big things requires a big heart and a big brain 
and ifthe Treasury Bench could not solve any of these problems, 
Iam not inclined to chastise them forthat. Let things go. But 
what justification is there for the Treasury Bench in their failure 
to do those elementary, absolutely nece:-ary things for the 
eradication of bribery, corruption, nepotism and favouritism which 
are rampant in the services of the State today and whichdo not 
require any imagination or bigness ofheart or brain? Instance, 
after instance come tomy recollection of petitions against police 
officers for bribery, put in, not months before but years before, 
where C. I. D. Officers have conducted enquiries and reports 
submitted; but with no action taken. I do not know, 
Sir, how the House would view it when I say, that in 
one particular instance from Mulloorkara where some of 
the 200 persons approached me and wanted to put in a petition 
against a field officer there for corruption andI put it to them, 
“Unless you yourselves subscribe your signatures to the petition, 
I for one am not going to enter into the affair” and when they 
did enter their signature, the petition was sent up with a cover- 
ing letter. Could you imagine when I say, that very same petition 
was handed over to the very same officer for enquiry? The peti- 
tion was then taken over to me and he put ittome: “Well, Sir, 
what shall Ido? and I said, “I am not competent to advise you.” 
These things, at any rate, could have been looked into by the 
Government. They have not done so. IT amprepared even to 
condone these omissions and commissions on the part of Govern= 
ment, but what will you think of instances. where poor Govern~ 
ment servants who subsist on pittance of Rs. 25 a month or so 
come and make complaints of not getting their pay for months, 
I wonder is there a Government going on? Shall we be justified 
in saying that there is a Government here? Itis no euphemism 
or platitude in which I am indulging. If the hon. Minister 
wants totake note of what I say, I would give a concrete instance. 
It is a case of a woman sub-jail warder at Wadakkancherry who 
did not receive her pay for about three months. She approached 
the Sub-Magistrate there for some sort of pecuniary aid which 
he was in the habit of giving for such contingencies. She came 
and complained to me ; and I wrote a letter to the then Chief 
Secretary. Of course, he had the courtesy to reply to the effect 
that he was going to look intothe maiter but there he stopped ; 
and nothing was heard of then. Now,Iam sorry Idid not bring 
here a letter that has bean sent to me by one of the men who 
happened to retire from Government service a couple of months 
before and who is still not getting a pie of the amount which was 
due to him. It would have been worth the while, and interesting 
for this House to read that letter here, and hear the tone and 
tempo thereof. Unfortunately, I had not brought it along with me. 


Now, Sir, if these little things could not be looked into, if 
this Government are not capable of obliging the people in regard 
to these small, little matters,—little though they are, they -go a 
great way for subsistence—I ask, is there any good in our dis- 
eussing things here? I am glad the Minister said at the time’ of 
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presentation of the budget and during his reply that it was all 
a piece of conventional formality and that these formalities are 
like conventional formalities which we find in the structural 
composition of classical poetry. I would say it will not be out’ of 
‘place if we characterize it as a classical farce. (Opposition ap. 
plause.) Only thing is it is a farce which bleeds the people 
rather than give them any enjoyment. - 


In regard to one of the points mooted by the hon. Mr. 
Kesavan Nair, that is, in regard to our co-operation in the matter 
of putting up a united fight against the Central Government, it 
_is strange that this wisdom has dawned upon his party only now. 
The Treasury Bench did not have the courtesy to ask for the co- 
operation of the Opposition Members just before they met the 
Finance Commission. I know what the hon. Finance 
Minister has in mind now tosay. Itis true that a letter had been 
sent up to my leader which was received only the day before the 
meeting. I could only putit: it was only another example of 
the classical formality. Iheard from Mr. Achyutha Menon that 
no such letter had been sent up to the leader of the United Front, 
Mr. T. V. Thomas. Let all that go. Now, we could assure you, Sir, 
that on these matters, there will be absolutely no difference bet- 
ween you and us, but you. have only todo one. thing. You have 
to do the right thing at the right time, and seek our co-operation. 
I would conclude my speech by only making one statement to 
the Ministers. In all constructive things, in anything which is 
for the real good of the people, however revolutionary it may be, 
and whatever the consequences it may entail, if you require the 
co-operation of the opposition, or at any rate this side of the op- 
position, i. e. the Socialist Party—I promise to give you that but - 
with the condition precedent that it should be for the good of the 
people, for the real good of the people. I have done. 
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Shri M. M. Abdul Khader: Sir, Irise to denounce this bud- 
get; Idenounce this budget not because on its accounting aspect 
it shows a deficit. We know the traditional idea of surplus bud- 
gets as the sine qua non of economic stability has long become 
obsolete with Finance Ministers like ours. Our Finance Minister 
ean also in the traditional way of Congress Government hold 
forth this deficit against all popular clamour for doing popular 
betterment. Sir, if we are to start from the tremendous economic 
requirements of the people, if we are to start from the enormity 
of the economic demands of the State, then this budget is ever so 
disappointing as the predecessor budgets of the Congress Govern- 
ment. We are not surprised at this because we on this side know 
what interests the party in power subserves not only here but. in 
the all-India set up as well. Of course, the Finance Minister last 
time told us that he has modelled his budget on the previous 
years, simply because he had not the time to prepare a budget 
which would do credit to himself as well asto his party. But 
now we are told that the budget he has framed had not received 

-the consent of the Central Government, This is the state of 
affairs to which the party in power’ has reduced this country, 


Perhaps it has occurred now to the Finance Minister all too 
late that the difference between Part A and Part B States in the 
Constitution of India is very different from what he as a Congress- 
man had persuaded himself to believe. In this context,in the context 
of our relationship with the Centre, I may most unreservedly join 
with my friend of the Socialist Party in endorsing the suggestion 
made by the friend on the Congress side that we should all co- 

‘operate to face the Centre in respect of financial integration, 
But, at the same time, he should also ask his party men, the 
leaders of his party to remember how shabhily the members -of 
the Opposition were treated when the Finance Commission 
Visited this State. Perhaps they thought that if the members of 
the Opposition were to. meet them, if comrade T..V, Thomas er 
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eomrade Govindan Nair were to meet them, the dirty linen of 
the Congress Party would be exposed and the surrender that 
they have made of the economic interests of this State would be 
exposed and that the freedom for budgeting which these people 
have bartered away would come to public light. And now, to the 
Finance Minister and the members of the Congress Party, who 
are so profuse in their claims that they are building a Welfare 
State, I ask, is there a progressive system of taxation envisaged 
in thisbudget; how much does Agricultural Income Tax yield ? 
According to the budget estimates it amounts to only Rs, 70 lakhs. 
In a country like ours, we know that Agricultural Income Tax 
could be made to yield much more than this. Have we. got here 
Estate Duty or Death Duties which are all considered even hy 
classical capitalistic economists as progressive ways of taxation, 
Certainly not. If the Finance Minister were to proceed like this, 
we on this side of the House know that he will very soon go the 
way he went, when he brought certain reforms in the Education 
system which certain sections of the people considered to be 
tampering with their close preserves. In the budget estimates 
under Stamps, my friend from the Congress party himself 
pointed out that there is an excess estimate of about Rs. 5 lakhs, 
and that such an increase in taxation would be a heavy burden 
on the litigant public, but I approach the problem from a different 
angle. What are the data on which thisis based. That there 
would be more civil suits, more mortgages and more sales by the - 
middle classes of their properties; that the middle classes in this 
State are in the direct economic plight, that they are heading to- 
wards bankruptcy—are not these the assumptions? It is a 
shame on the Congress party that they should try to cash on the 
ruin that is threatening the middle classes, instead of devising 
ways and means of preventing that ruin. But, Sir, the middle 
elasses are wide awake. They will soon overwhelm not only the 
Finance Minister, but his party as well. 


On a glance on the list of assets and liabiities, I find that use- 
ful funds such as the Irrigation Fund, the Postwar Services Re- 
construction Fund, the Revenue Reserve Fund, the Grow More. 
Food Fund, and so on, have not received any further allotment 
this year. On the contrary. the Postwar Reconstruction Fund 
actually loses about Rs, 70 lakhs. 


Sir, under the head Assets Producing Revenue, we find share 
capital in industrial concerns=—Rs. 534 lakhs. Just below that 
again, I find under Other Heads Shares in industrial.concerns 
the amount of Rs. 102 lakhs. Are these shares amounting to 
more than a crore of rupees merely shares in companies in the 
process of being wound up? Hon. Members must be aware that 
such companies as the FACT and FIT are on their last legs: 
These shares worth nearly three crores and invested in such 
companies are, of course, in the first catagory. : 


Looking at the budget estimates not only of this year, but 


gf the previous years, one would be convinced how false and 
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misleading, how very unimaginative are the calculations made 
by the Finance Ministers, The budget estimate for, 1950-51 
showed a deficit of Rs. 36 lakhs and under the revised estimates, 
there was a surplus of Rs. 125 lakhs, the difference being 
Rs. 150 lakhs. Again in 1951-52 under the original estimates, 
there was a deficit of Rs, 4°11 lakhs and under the revised esti- 
mates the amount was Rs, i149'64 lakhs, the difference being 
thus nearly 140 lakhs. This budget underwent a transformation 
from a surplus budget to a deficit one and what further trans- 
formation it will again undergo, I do not venture to predict. 


The Finance Minister and the members of the Government 
party are prolific in their clamour about the funds set apart for 
what they call the nation-building activities. A perusal of 
part Il of the budget would show that all these schemes, or 
almost all of them, are merely continuations of the old schemes 
and whatever new schemes there are, are merely such trifles 
as building a compound wall tosome small Government office. 
The friend who spoke before me tried to. meet the arguments 
of Comrade Atchyutha Menon stating that the obligatory ex- 
penses would include the allowances made to the Rajpramukh. 
But besides these allowances granted to the Rajpramukh the 
establishment and other charges take more than 30 per cent of 
the revenues. Certainly this is not the way the party is going 
to build a welfare state in this country. 

Then again, Sir, see how the natural resources of our 
country are being harnessed by this Congress Government. 
The agricultural wealth of the country remains untapped. I do 
not propose to go into that question in detail. 

I would like to say a word about the appointments in 
Government services. In regard to the promotions in the 
Government service, nepotism and favouritism are the order 
of the day. We are here presided over by persons who cannot 
see beyond, who cannot conceive beyond the Marthoma Commu- 
nity, the Catholic Community, the Nair Community. And in 
this clash of communal loyalties of the ministers, invariably it 
is the officers cf. the minority communities who have neither 
voice nor representation in the Government, who suffer. The 
Muslim community in this State is an instance in point. The 
Muslim officers here have been robbed of their rights of promo- 
tions. Whenever a Minister wants to fill a post, whether it is 
the High Court or the Magisterial services or the Registration 
Department, this is the plight in which many of the officers 
belonging to the Muslim community find themselves. I hope, 
Sir, that this appeal of mine will not be mere waste of breath. 


Before I conclude, I must raise my voice of protest against 
Police zoolum that.has been enacted in Alwaye and the insens- 
ate brutish butchery that has taken place in Pasumalai. If 
these are the ways in which the ministers are going to meet the 
problems of the people, if van-loads of the Police are going to 
be sent to the colleges against students clamouring for cheaper 
education, we on this side of the House cannot but denouncg 
that policy. *

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My. Speaker: On the last day of the days allotted for pass« 
ing the budget, at5p.m,, I have to put to the House every 
question necessary to dispose of all the outstanding Demands. 
The programme has been fixed in consultation with the Leader 
of the House who agreed with the suggestion made by the Leader 
‘of the Opposition. Therefore there isno need for any further 
discussion on that matter. 


(3P. M.J 
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ShriE, P. Varghese: Sir, I do not know whether I should 
congratulate the Finance Minister on producing this budget. 
He has done his duty as Finance Minister, that is all. Itis 
not quite correct to say that he has not placed before the House 
a revised budget. Last time he placed a surplus budget and 
this time a deficit budget. There is nothing to be congratulated 
or condemned in this. What we should know is whether the 
money collected from the people, every unit of it, is spent for 
purposes set apart inthe budget and properly utilised for the 
benefit of the public. It is there that we have to keep an ever 
vigilant eye. The hon. Member who spoke before me has dealt 
with some of the defects in the budget. 


Sir, I wish to point out only some of the outstanding defects 
in the budget. It is said that large amounts have been set apart 
for nation building purposes. That is true. Most of the de- 
mands are for nation-building purposes. I find practically that 
all the amount that is spent is-for nation-building purposes. 
Today, Sir, another set of accounts are placed and the amount, 
set apart for this purpose is a little less. Now, the question is 
whether we are benefited by it. There has been, for example, 
the Grow More Food Campaign. Have they been able to pro- 
duce one grain more, I ask. Has there been any’ substantial 
inerease in the production of food in spite of spending all these 
moneys? Money must be spent for this purpose, but what 
happend was that it was not properly spent. 


.There are other defects also in the budget. Thatis where ~ 
we have to keep an ever vigilant eye. Unless the money collect- 
ed in the name of the people and for the good of the people is 
spent properly, though the budget proposed is a deficit one, | 
there is nothing .to commend. The real thing is that the hon. 
Ministers should see that the money that is asked for certain 
purposes is really utilised honestly and sincerely for that pur- 
pose. It is not enough'to get. the demands passed and then to 
feel safe and secure for another year. That is not the way in 
which a budget ought to be viewed. : 


Sir, now I come to another point. One thing that stands in 
the way of progress in this country and which is rooted deep is, 
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I must say, communalism. I thought I will not see much of it 
when the national Government of the Republic of India is in full 
swing, and our old Government has undergone a change. But I 
find that in every file, and in every order of the Government 
there is that cloven hoof of communalism. : It is in the rank and 
file of the officials. If the Ministers themselves can rise above 
this, then only they can root out this evil of communalism. 
Otherwise there is no hope for our country. 


Sir, I would like to pvint out one other fact, viz., the delay in 
the disposal of files by the Ministers. There are many matters 
that go to Ministers in appeals. The hon. Finance Minister 
said the other day that he can dispose of files from 5 minutes to 
afew hours. I know, Sir, that many of these Ministers can dis- 
pose of files in 5 minutes. But somehow or other it does not 
happen. Passing orders after the purpose of the prayer is over 
is like finding out medicine after the patient isdead. Take for 
example the case of an officer who is under. suspension {for a 
certain period and he appeals to Government against the suspen- 
sion order. He may be suspended for afew months. Well, the 
file remains in the Secretariat and after the period of the suspen- 
sion is over the file begins to move. When the order is passed 
the period of suspension is-over. There is no point in passing an 
order like this. I ask, why not dispose of itin time? Why can’t’ 
the Ministers see that this is done at the proper time? The peti- 
tioner is eager to get a final order from the Government. We as 
Advocates are not aggrieved if the order is not favourable to us. 
But what we want is that the order should come in time. Other- 
wise it would be a case of justice delayed, and hence justice 
denied, . This is a trick played on the petitioner who seeks redress 
of his grievance. This is a kind of dishonesty. Immediate reports 
. are called for from the head of the Department concerned by the 

Ministers. But they do not care whether they receive the reports 
in proper time. Ican quote instances of such lapses and give 
names of officers responsible for such delays. They never report 
till the purpose is over. In fact they circumvent the petitioner. 
That is a thing which should be avoided. 


There is another question which has been brought to the 
notice of the House during the interpellations and on other 
oceasions, That is the question of integration of the Services. 
There is a complaint that the integration is being delayed. If we 
delay it more, there is the likelihood ofthe matter becoming more 
complicated. I read a report said to have been made by the 
Ex-Chief Secretary that even Almighty God may not be able to 
effect a Satisfactory integration. You have allowed interests to 
play upon and strings to be pulled from all directions, so much so 
the Ministers find themselves between the horns of a dilemma. 
You cannot please every one. And the thing has tobe done. 
Let us integrate and let the complaint be over. It may benefit 
some and affect some other adversely. But we have todoit. If 
the fear of doing that keeps the matter pending, there will be 
novend to such: postponement, . 
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Then, there is another question coming before us. It is the 
Community Project. Well, Sir, one hon’ble Member requested 
the Chief Minister to acquaint the House of the details.of this 
project. But we are still in the dark as regards the various 
details of the work. Though they may not be sums from our 
consolidated funds, still they are sums which have been donated 
or given tous by others for the benefit of the citizens of this 
State. We want to know the state of affairs so far as this project 
is concerned. Strictly speaking, we do not know the details re- 
garding this project. We do not know what is the nature of the 
work that is going to be done except what we have seen from the 
newspapers. That is not the way in which this House should be 
treated. This Houseshould be taken into confidence. It is the 
right of every Member of this House to know how the state of 
affairs are being conducted. We are not the old legislators. Now 
we are representatives of the people of an independent republic, 
So we have got the responsibility to see that the administration 
is carried on well, that every pie that comes to us, either by way 
of tax collected or by way of donations from elsewhere, is spent 
well and usefully. So, it would have been in the fitness of things 
if the hon. the Chief Minister had thought it proper to place 
all details before us. As we understand it—and ¥ speak from the 
information gathered from the papers—there are two centres 
selected for this work. Well, my constituency comes within the 
scheme, and I am glad. But, there are places that need develop- 

' ment more than those selected. There are other places in the 
State which suffer intensely and this sort of community project 
work which would benefit the people could have been extended 
to those areas as well. The hon. Minister might turn round 
and say that they have instructions from the Centre. I think 
instructions as regards places could not have come from the 
Centre. The Ministers could have apprised them of the places 
that need relief. In any case, they could have prevailed on the 
Centre to leave the selection of areas to the local Government. 


_Now, Jet us hope anyhow that this project will not be like 
the Village Uplift Project we have had in the past. It wasa 
waste of money. We know how in some centres Village Uplift 
work was carried on. It was-a case of swindling in some in- 
stances, if I may use the word. ; 


They had committees and associations and they got a lot of 
grant. But nothing was done. The work was a failure. It was a4 
sheer waste of money. If that money had been used in some 
other direction our people would have been more benefited. So, 
the Government should see that the Community Project should 
not be a mere hoax. It should really benefit at least those places 
where it is going to be worked out. Already there appears to be 
lot of rumour about the appointments made in this connection. I 
will come to that subject later on when Ihave to deal with it in . 
another aspect. I believe that the hon. Minister will hereafter 
see that they donot give room for any such coniplaint on such 
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small matters. What does it matter whether A or B is appointed 
toaplace? Why should they make it appear that there were 
extranedus considerations in making an appointment? Let us at 
least. now turn a new leaf and be straight and correct and do 
things according to the dictates of our conscience. In such 
matters there is now a lot of scandal, that such and such a man 
was appointed because he had some interested person or had 
some body to put ina word for him and so on, These areall 
small matters. Why should they take up these things from the 
Public Service Commission? The Public Service-Commission 
could have selected the proper men, after having their qualifi- 
calions fixed. Atleast the rumour could have been prevented. 
So, Isay; the Ministers themselves are courting trouble sometimes 
unnecessarily. Itis a practice inherited from the past. But it 
is time that we gave up that heritage. Like Caeser’s wife, the 
Ministers must be above suspicion. We on this side of the House 
or in the back benches might err, because we have sometimes to 
be responsive to all sorts of requests from the people. But 
Ministers should certainly be above allsuch influences. Other- 
wise, our country is not going to progress and we are not going 
to prosper in spite of all these grants and all these works. 


Shri Alexander Manuel Simon: Sir, when a Budget is pre- 
sented, usually it raises certain expectations in the minds of the 
people, both among the common man and the rich man. The 
common man thinks that the Budget will bring in some relief to 
him. Itisa sort of wishful thinking he indulges in. The rich 
man also expects that perhaps there might be some new taxation. 
But here, what you find is that it neither fulfils the expectation 
of the rich nor the poor man. It merely serves to maintain the 
status quo. There is one feature which deserves notice. Though 
we have not gone far ahead with any new schemes, we have not 
gone worse. That is the only relief to the common man. Sir, it 
ought to have been possible to give some kind of relief for the 
poor and to make up any deficit resulting thereby by taxing the 
rich. Otherwise, there will be nothing progressive. 


Yesterday, some of my hon. friends referred to, the 
question of distribution of land. It isa matter on which some 
relief has to be given. Of course, Itake this opportunity to refer 
to the land policy of the Government with regard to Maniam 
karam because I know it isnot-so simple as it looks. The main 
difficulty that is felt by the ryots is that the man who tills the 
soil practically gets nothing. Though he may labour much, he is 
not allowed to take the profit. There have been many agitations, 
and many representations made for the abolition of Maniamkaram 
but so far absolutely nothing has been done. I do not think that 
the Government are incompetent to tackle the situation. Probably 
they think that under the terms and conditions laid down regard~- 
ing the tenure of Maniamkaram land, they are unable to tackle 
the question. It is true that because of the peculiar tenure of the 
land, the question appears difficult. But, all the same, I would 
like to remind the House that the people are a sovereign body and 
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should be able to do justice to'this problem. As against the right 
of the people there are the terms and conditions laid down once 
upon atime. And it is the duty of the Government to find out a 
way to settle this difficult landtenure. The people should not be 
made to suffer. I appeal «to the hon. Members, that they 
may take a serious view of the matter. And I also appeal to the 
Government that this matter should not be prolonged. The more 
we allow it to be postponed, the greater will be the trouble con- 
fronting us. 


Then, I come totwotaxes of recent origin. The Sales Tax is 
one and Tobacco tax is another. The Go'vernment say that 
these taxes were necessitated by the introduction of Prohibition. 
The one peculiar feature is that in both these taxes, the common 
man is affected. The Tobacco tax is one of the heavy taxes. 
Here, a man has to pay almost four to six annas in a rupee. 
Similarly sales tax being taxed at several points is also one of the 
heavy taxes. - 


These, two taxes, are of a very heavy nature and 
is being levied in the name of prohibition. Because the 
Revenue from prohibition has to be cut off, as a substitute, 
these two taxes have been imposed. If we want to get rid of 
these two taxes, the naturaiimplication is, we will have to review 
our prohibition policy. What has it done? How far is it justi- 
fiable? Can we carry on with itany more? If we can abolish 
it we shall be able to offer some relief. That is what we haveto 
consider. For instance, the day before yesterday, on Monday, 
“The Hindu” has. published a news-report on the Nyogi Com- 
mittee’s report on prohibition. That report says that we are 
pursuing a phantom. It further adds that if we continue our 
prohibition in the way we are doing, it is like the Will o’wisp, 
and will lead us to disaster and ruin. This report can be foun 
in the issue of “The Hindu” for Monday the 30th June. Half of 
our State is under prvhibition; that is, one half of the State is 
wet and the other halfis dry. Why do we stopthere? We have 
come half way, but we have stopped; simply because our convic- 
tions have become weaker or have failed. If our convictions are 
-as strong as they were when we originally started the prohibition 
policy, -we should have gone on to complete the policy, but on the 
other hand, we have stopped; we have begun to hesitate. After 
_all, what we have done is a half-measure. It is no good. That is 
what I think of the policy. In one half of our State, for a certain 
action, a man is free according to law, while in the other half 
he is being prosecuted. Is it possible to continue this measure 
for any length of time? For a very slight crime or for any ac- 
tion committed towards proKibition in the dry area, the man is 
persecuted and prosecuted. In the next adjoining wet area, he 
goes free. Allsorts of things are happening around in the border 
area. Why this discrimination, I ask. In one State, one half is 
treated differently from the other half, simply because one half 
is a prohibition area and the other is not, of 
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This morning, some reference was made about some incident 
in a hotel where a liquor licence had been granted in dry area 
wheresome people were involved because of the abuse of the 
licence granted. Thisis not, however,a solitary instance. Right 
through in the dry area there are distillation centres. We have 
heard very many stories about America where prohibition as an 
experiment was a failure. Where they have failed, are we to 
succeed ? Well, it is a question worth while considering. There- 
fore, what I say is that, having undertaken prohibition, if we 
hesitate anjd do not proceed further in the course of implementing 
the policy, it is no good at all. If prohibition can be removed, the 
revenue coming out of it can well go to the exchequer. There- 
fore, there would be a cléar chance for the reduction of the two 
taxes, namely, tobacco and sales tax. Either they can be remov- 
ed wholesale or a reduction can be given. We cannot have all 
these three things together. , 


Coming to some of the projects, we all expect that in the 
south, the Perunchani scheme is to be completed in a couple of 
months. The other day, the hon. Minister for P. W. D., myself 
and a few other Members of the Legislature have had the occa- 
sion to see it, and we were convinced that it may be completed in 
a couple of months. The capacity of the Perunchani Dam is 
two-thirds of the quantity that the Kodayar Dam can hold. The 
water storage capacity has considerably increased and we must 
consider how that water can be diverted and used. One of the pro- 
posed channels is the Pattanam kal. Within two months’ time, 
unless the kal is ready for diverting the water, the purpose of 
the dam will be defeated. A good amount of money has been 
spent on the project. So, I would say that the attention of Gov-. 
ernment should be immediately directed towards the construction 
of the canal. The canal should be made ready for irrigation 
purposes, simultaneously with the completion of the dam, if pos- 
sible. 


I now come to another subject, in which Iam very much in- 
terested. It is the fishing industry. A provision of Rs. 30,000 is 
made in the budget, for this industry. That is a mere pittance, 
just.sutiicient to carry on the administration with regard to cer- 
tain officials, such as a Superintendent and a few inspectors and 
to maintain a few yards in the State. Here, what we have got is 
a coastline of nearly 200 miles and a backwater coastline of 
nearly 100 miles. All along these 300 miles, fisherfolk are living 
in large numbers. If I remember aright, I say thatthe population 
engaged in fishing Industry is greater than that is occupied in 
either coir or weaving industry. Talking of fish industry, Iam 
led to think that the Government has done a great injuStice to 
the industry. A huge amount has been spent for food campaign 
in the name of the grow more food schemes. But the fact that 
next to agriculture products fish forms the most important item 
of food has been forgotten. It should be remembered that a 
great percentage of our population depends on fish as one of the 
most important items of food in our State. Yet, there is only a 
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small provision of Rs. 30,000 made for the fish industry. What is 
that for, except to pay some officers and menials ? 


The fishermen are using the old primitive methods of fishing: 
But I would not advocate the latest methods, because. the modern 
methods of commercial fishing will not be conducive to the 
growth of the population that is engaged inthe industry. There- 
fore, while advocating latest methods of fishing, we should only 
goin for such methods which will associate the fishing labour 
with the fishing industry. In other words, mechanization of in- 
digenous fishing craft is one of the methods which can be adopted: 
with good result. 


Along with the deep-sea fishing, cold storage has to be in-, 
troduced so that the fish caught in the season time can be 
preserved. But no provision has been made in the budget for 
this item. I hope the Government will attend to this also. 


Before I conclude, I wish to refer to co-operative societies. 
Co-operative societies, particularly in this State of Travancore- 
Cochin, is just an ornament.. Though six lakhs of rupees are 
spent on them,.Government do not trust them to do any work. 
For instance wher*the distribution of yarn to the weavers was 
asked to be handed over to the Sree Moolam Centrai Co-operative 
Society the request was refused. That isa glaring instance where 
co-operative society had not been encouraged. Another instance 
is in respect of the working of the calendering plant. Plants 
worth over Rs. 50,000 have been ordered.. A textile, technologi- 
calexpert has been’sent from Trivandrum. and he went over to 
Bombay, took the money, and is supposed to have bought a plant. 
The plant has not yet arrived, and the society has to suffer the 
loss. The expert is still in service and the Government have not 
helped the society to get back the amount he had received. Is 
this the way of dealing with a co-operative society 2? Should they . 
not help it 2. 


One word about transport. Overloading is a common thing 
which we hear very often, and the hon. Minister concerned has 
given us very often great assurances that hereafter it would not 
happen. The plea is that no buses are available because body- 
building is going on. This is an age-old explanation. Years have 
. passed, and the neighbouring States have come to a position 

where they have done away with overcrowding. Therefore these 
explanations will: never hold good hereafter: Time and years 
have passed by which time, this defect could have been mended. 
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Mr. Speaker: That is a cap which may fit anybody. 
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Mr. Speaker : Thisisa very generalised statement.

STATEMENT BY THE SPEAKER REGARDING ELECTIONS 
TO CERTAIN (ESTIMATES COMMITTEE, Ete.) 


Mr. Speaker: Before proceeding to the business on the 
agenda. [have to make a statement regarding the elections to be 
conducted by this House to certain committees. 

Under Rule 53 of the Assembly Rules an Estimates Com- 
mittee, and under Rule 54a Public Accounts Committee have to 
be constituted for the current financial year. The House has to 
elect six members to each of these committees excluding the 
Finance Minister who is the Chairman of both the Committees. 

. Under the Library Rules, the House has to elect five members 
to the Library Advisory Committee. 

Government have requested that six members of this House 
may be elected to the Standing Advisory Committee for Works 
and Communications, and one member to the Ex-South Indian 
Railway Local Advisory Committee. 

These elections will be conducted according to the principle 
of proportional representation by means of the single transfera- 
ble vote.

' Nominations to be filed Before 2p. m. on 14th July 
before the Secretary. 1952. 
Scrutiny of nominations Will be held in the Spea- 


ker’s Chamber in the even-~ 
ing of 14th July, after the 
House adjourns for the day.

In this connection let me draw the attention of the House to 
the fact that the Estimates Committee and the Public Accounts 
Committee are both statutory committees. They are committees 
of the Legislature, responsible to this House and are expected 'to 
present their reports to this House. It is a matter for regret that 
although both the Estimates Committee and the Public Accounts 
Committee were constituted and, as I understand, were functioz- 
ing during the last Assembly, no report, so far as I know, was

presented to that House. I am afraid it may have been due toa 
lack of proper appreciation of the functions of these committees, 
We have to remember that in a parliamentary system of Govern. 
ment like ours, where the legislature as a sovereign body is ulti- 
mately responsible to the people,the executive constitutes the 
agency through whom the legislature has to discharge that res~ 
ponsibility, The executive is responsible to this House and 
has, therefore, to be guided and controlled by this House. It is 
this work that the legislature is expected to perform mainly 
through its financial committees which would maintain constant 
contact between the House and the Government. Let me there- 
fore, give, for the benefit of the hon. Members, especially 
of those who may be functioning as Members of these committees, 
what I have tried to learn about the work that is expected of 
these committees, more particularly of the Estimates Committee 
which I find is more effective in controlling public expenditure. 


The functions of these committees and their procedural part 
are broadly outlined in Rules 53 and 55. The committees can 
also frame their own rules for their work. As the hon. 
Members will find, the Public Accounts Committee is intended to 
hold a sort of post mortem examination of the accounts of the 
State, but the work of the Estimates Committee is more onerous 
and important as it has to deal with current expenditure, that is, 
the estimates that are proposed by Government and to suggest 
economies in money, time and energy. An efficient examination 
by the estimates Committee of departmental estimates will create 
consciousness in governmental machinery that there is some one 
who will scrutinise what is proposed. This will be a great check 
on the executive and will lead to general efficiency of the admi- 
nistration. In order to be able to have.such an examination of 
departmental estimates the Estimates Committee néed not try to 
cover the whole field of administration ina year. I find that in 
the United Kingdom it takes about five years for the Estimates 
Committee to cover the whole range of governmental administra- 
tion. The Committee may, therefore, select a few departments 
each year, try to do some intensive work and have its impress on 
the policies and expenditure of Government. The rules also 
provide for the appointment of sub committees in order to facili- 
tate close study by division of work. After going in detail into 
the proposed estimates of the departments selected for study and 
after takirig such evidence as they may desire, the committee will 
make a report which will also form the basis on which proposals 
for expenditure in future should be framed. While working 
within the framework of the policy laid down by Government 
and ‘this House, the Estimates Committee’s business is to see that 
only the minimum expenditure is incurred for the purpose of 
fulfilling the objectives of Government. ; 


For the proper functioning of these two committees, viz., the 
Public Accounts Committee and the Estimates Committee, the 
Secretary to the Legislature will be the Secretary to these Com- 
mittees and their Convener, 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Ona point of order. Thatisid rela- 
tion to committees that are not statutory committees or com-~- 
mittees of this Legislature. I wish to know whether simply 
because Government wants this House to elect Members to com~ 
mittees, constituted by them, this House should accede to their 
request. ‘I can understand on a motion by aMember, may be m& - 
Minister, this House may elect a committee for specific purposes, 
but simply because the Government wants certain committees to 
be formed and asks this House to elect Members, we should do so, 
is a matter in which I have my own doubts. Should we respond 
in a case of this kind ? 


Mr, Speaker: That is a matter which the House is com- 
petent to consider. There is a proposal from the Government to 
elect a few Members to the Works Committee and I, though there 
was a demand, rather a grievance, ventilated before this House 
that the representatives of this House are not able to have con- 
sultations when important matters are considered and decided. 
Government took the initiative and I placed that before the 
House. The House may elect or may not elect. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It would be better for the conven~ 
tions of this House, to have a motion from the official bench to set 
up such a committee. Nowakind of indirect request to this 
House is made, and’ without a positive motion before this House 
to set up a committee and to elect and call for nominations and 
all that, will, it seems to me, not be regular. Whether it will be re- 
gular, in view of the standing orders and rules, is a matter which 
may be considered, 


Myr. Speaker: I have already given my views. I am sure 
that the matter will be further considered. 


GENERAL DISCUSSION OF THE BUDGET (contd). 


Mr. Speaker: We .will resume discussion. on the budget. 
Ihave to bring to the notice of the hon, Members one fact, 
that is, many Members want to take part in the discussions, and 
even though I tried my best to keep to the time-table, it has not 
been possible within the limited time to give every Member a 
chance to speak. Many Members have yet to take part in the 
discussion. Therefore, I propose to impose a time limit of ten 
minutes for every speech and I hope the House will agree to

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Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: Sir, it was the solemn 
promise made by the democratic republic Government of India 
to eradicate ignorance India has inherited as an ancient legacy, 
Tam not here to state whether all the promises made by them 
have been entirely carried out. I know some of the promises 
have been carried out. While making this promise, the Anglo- 
Indians were not forgotten by the great men of India who drafted 
and brought into law the Constitution of India. The bare fact 
that the Constitution of India contains special protections for the 
Anglo Indians clearly indicates they are a minority community 
needing protection. Such protections were not made available 
for the Jews or Parsis because the Governmet of India felt very 
confident that these two minority communities could stand on 
their own legs infuture India. May I mention what are the 
chief concessions that this minority community should have im- 
mediately. The main facility that this minority community 
should have and that too immediately is with regard to education, 
Education alone can wipe out the dark cloud of ignorance that is 
hanging over this community. Itis the duty of Government to 
have all kinds of educational concessions made available to this 
minority community. Ifthe Government does not afford or 
even order compulsory education of the Anglo-Indian youth, Iam 
afraid this community will become a liability to the future and 
prosperous India, Sir, once Government has contributed educa- 
tional concessions. I am sure, the educated man will always find 
a profession and he will make his contributions to science and 
industry, I am of the opinion that whatever concessions this Go- 
vernment may grant to this minority community ihe same may 
be confined to the “destitutes” of this minority community. 


Early in November 1951, the Director of Public Instruction 
was pleased to order that the Anglo-Indians shall have all the - 
conecssions enjoyed by the ‘backward’ communities.in India, 
Well, this is really a very generous act on the part of Govern- 
ment, But I have my own doubts as to what extent the school- 
going population of this community enjoys these concessions. I 
must admit that certain scholarships have been instituted for this 
community. As itis laid down the Anglo-Indians shall get Rs. 
19in all per month for educational purposes. What is this 
amount for a community that has 99.9 per cent of its members in 
the category destitutes. . 


Having mentioned this I should now compare these’ conces- 
sions to those now being granted to this community in the edu- 
cational institutions in the Mysore and Madras States and in the 
institutions sponsored by the Central Government. Comparison 
of concessions obtained in these States are necessary. With the 

. permission of the Chair I would read out a few figures in this 
connection. . 


In the Madras State, grant under Art. No. 156 provides a 
scholarship of a sum of Rs..18—for every Anglo-Indian boy or - 
girl. I may inform the House that there are several hundreds 
of Anglo-Indian boys and girls who are enjoying this concession 
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at present. Grant under Art. 159 provides for amounts paya- 
ble to Anglo-Indian boys and girls whose parents live in out of 
the way places where educational facilities are not available. 
There is nofixed amount.. The department decides the amount 
after going through the merits of each-case, I do know of legi- 
timate cases where the grant under this Article is as high as 
Rs. 35 per month per student. Grant under Art. 166 provides 
fees and books for the poor Anglo-Indians attending recognised 
schools. In addition to the above grants there are twenty Go- 
vernment scholarships for the Anglo-Indians of the Middle 
section and twenty forthe High School section and the rate 
of scholarship is Rs. 8 for the middle section and Rs. 12 for the 
high school section. These are the main concessions. 

ee. + 
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“” Over and above these “concessions, the Government have 
promised some more concessions to he put into force during this 
period of special protection provided for in the Constitution. Sir, 
what is the sum of Rs. 19 that we are receiving and when com- 
pared to the amount that the Madras State is giving generously 
today? Well, we shall go to another State, where there are 
hardly any Anglc-Indians. In the Mysore State today there is. a 
‘scholarship of Rs. 8 per student per month and almost all the 
Anglo-Indians who are having education there are getting this 
concession. Besides this they are also giving specialscholarships 
to Anglo-Indians. Compare these concessions to that of ours 
totalling to Rs, 19 a month for about 45,000 illiterate destitute 
Anglo-Indians of this State. Now, I would like to furnish this 
House with information regarding educational institutions 
sponsored and controlled by the Central Government. There are 
sponsored institutions in South India but unfortunately none of 
the kind exists in this State. I might, at this stage, request our 
Government to request the Central Government to sponsor at least 
one or two of our institutions, in this State as they are sponsoring 
in other States. May 7 furnish this House with details of the 
concessions available to Anglo-Indians in these institutions. 
Children born of parents having aibasic income or pay of less 
than Rs. 30 are exempted from all fees, @hildren of those who 
have a basic pay of above Rs. 80 and below Rs, 600 have to pay 
only thirteen percent of the basic pay for the education of the 
first child; for the second child, they have only to pay Rs. 3/4 less 
than what is paid for the first, and for the third child 5|4less than 
the second, and so on. Children in excess‘ of four are educated 
free of all charges. Tam mentioning these facts so that our Gov- 
ernment may open their eyes and do something for our commun- 
ity. It may not be immediately possible for this Government to 
secure funds and do things on a scale as Madras and Mysore are 
doing today ; but I humbly request in the name of all the desti- 
tutes in my community that the Government may grant educa- 
tion free of fees until such time they can provide for other 
concessions. Our Government can easily allow free of fee edu- 
cation to the poor Anglo-Indian students who are studying in the 


schools and colleges today. . 
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I wish to avail myself of this opportunity to thank the Gov- 
ernment for the Admission of an Anglo-Indian student into the 
Medical College. I hope the community will continue to receive 
‘the same concessions in future also. I fail to understand why 
there should be any difficulty about admitting Anglo-Indian 
students in the colleges here. On the 25th of this month, the 
Chief Minister of Madras, Shri Rajagopalachariar stated that he 
is reserving 25 percent of the seats in the colleges for “backward” 
communities and that the Statute permitted such reservations, If 
the Statute permits such reservations in the Madras State, our 
‘Government should alsohave the samekind of concessions to the 
backward minority communities here atleast for the duration of 
the period of protection. Promises made by the Government of 
India have also to be honoured by this Government which is a 
part and parcel of the Government of India. 


I must also avail myself of this opportunity to congratulate 
the Hon. Minister of Finance for the budget which he has 
presented. I dare say that this budget indicates an honest inten- 
tion to carry on great schemes, without waiting for minor consi- 
derations. I hope that the Hon. Minister for Finance will 
be kind enough to mention something about my request for a free 
fee education to Anglo-Indian community students, during his 
reply speech. . 
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“The budget-maker always works within a given frame; 
his efforts are circumscribed by constitutional and 
statutory provisions, and his vision is limited by. 
local traditions and policies. Several matters press 
upon him which give him little or no choice, such as 
governmental jurisdiction and scope of functions, 
departmental organisation and methods, obligatory 
expenditures (like interest, debt, retirement, pen- . 
sions, and social insurance), established forms of 
taxation, and formal methods of meeting capital or 
emergency requirements. But even so, he must 
secure some flexibility in financial planning in order 
to meet the economic, industrial, and social condi- 
tions, which are for ever changing. These vexatious 
predicaments are his Scylla and Charybdis; and it 
is often difficult for him to steer a safe course bet- 
ween financial rocks on one side, and political 
whirlpools on the other.” ~ 
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The House rose for lunch at 1 p.m. and re-assembled at 2 
p.m. with Mr. Speaker in the Chair, 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, on this occasion, I wish to refer 
first to the relations subsisting between the Government of India 
and this State. The relations existing between the Central Gov- 
ernment and our Government here are to my mind not what they 
ought to be. What I mean is this. The people of this State 
should feel satisfaction at the way in which this State and the 
Government here are treated by the Central Government. Now, 
do we feel that satisfaction ? I am raising this point not in a 
spirit of any kind of hostility or opposition. I am one of those, 
Sir, who believe in the unity of India. We, in fact, fought for it. 
And my only purpose in raising this point here is to emphasise 
the fact that the relations subsisting between the two Govern- 
ments should be such as are calculated to promote good feeling 
between the people of this State and the people in the rest of 
India. The people in the rest of India deal with us through the 
Central Government. Therefore the relation between the Gov- 
ernment and the people here and the Central Government is what 
matters. I may be excused for referring to the continuance in 
force of Article 371 of the Constitution. It may be said that it is 
after all, a stale matter. Until we get exemption from the opera- 
tion of that Article, we should be persistently fighting for that 
exemption. I think the Our Government will agree with me in 
this. Ido not know in what stage the correspondence on this 
matter between this Government and the Central Government is 
today. With the backing of all sections of the House, with the 
backing of all political parties in the land, I want the Government 
to persistently agitate on this point. 


This relation between the Central and our Government 
affects us in two ways, materially and morally. Morally, it affects 
our selfrespect. “Then it also affects our material interests, Even 
in the matter of self-respect the relation between the two Govern- 
ments is not a matter of minor importance. If we should do any- 
thing effective, we should certainly have the opportunity of 
standing erect. We should not allow to be placed in a situation 
in which we feel that we are treated as a set of inferior people 
unlike the people in the state of Mysore or Madras or Bombay. 
I was a member of the Constituent Assembly when this Article 
was enacted. Then, I specifically raised the point. Though I 
was a member of the Congress party there, I said, this'affected our 
self-respect and that this provision should not come in. Then, 

-Sirdar Patel, more or less definitely made us understand that 
States like Travancore and Cochin will be exempted from the . 
operation of the proviso which enables the President to take the 
necessary action. The President can pass an order exempting 
the state of Travancore-Cochin. Sir, how is it that it has not 
been possible for this Government to make any attempt in this 
direction ? If they have dropped the matter, it is for the people 
to agitate, And in regard to that, I. am one who believes ib 
constitutional and democratie methods, I do not agree with 
people who say that even in matters of this kind, we should 
resort to a course of action which will not be democratic or con- 
stitutional, 
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We have got a Constitution on the basis of adult franchise. 
We have got certain disabilities imposed on us. Those disabilities 
we should get over constitutionally and in a democratic manner. 
There is provision in the Constitution itself. There is also more 
or less a promise to that "effect. How is it that we are 
under the guidance and control-of the Central Government 
-unlike the States of Mysore and Bombay ? Mysore has since 
been exempted from the provision of Art. 371 of the Constitution. 
Ifeel really ashamed thatI belong toa State which is placed 
inferior to Mysore. I do not see any justification. The Ministries 
were responsible. The former Ministries wanted somehow to 
continue in power and they sold away our rights. We must 
understand that this is a matter affecting the prestige of this 
House and today we have an opposition which is not a small 
opposition as existed then. Now there isa larger and a more 
effective opposition. It is an insult so far as I can seenot only to 
the Ministry but to the opposition, and to the entire State. This 
matter should be continually agitated. I should get a categorical 
statement as to what the Ministers are doing in this respect. It 
does not matter whether we support the Budget or oppose it, 
This is a matter affecting the self respect of every citizen. There- 
fore certainly we should continually agitate. We should respect 
the Constitution as long as itis there. We can change the Cons- 
titution by democratic and constitutional means. There is pro- 
vision for that. Subject to that we must all ask for our exemption 
from that article straightaway. That is one thing. 


Then we should also make the Central Government under- 
stand that our purpose is to continue as a part of one United and 
strong India and they must also realise that they should not give 
occasion for any misgiving or any feeling of dissatisfaction on the 
part of fthe people of the State. We are all partnersin a big 
enterprise. The Government of India isa big partner and wea 
small partner. So far as our finances are concerned they ought to 
take a generous view. The former Ministry that was in power at 
the time when the’ financial integration agreement was entered 
into was to a large extent at fault. Various matters were brought 
to the notice of the House by previous speakers and I am not 
going to reiterate those points. If the Government of India had 
agreed that our losses on account of this financial agreement 
would be made good for a period of five years what would be the 
position after the five years? Of these five years two years have 
already elapsed. The items of revenues that they have taken 

-were increasing considerably after the integration, for instance 
the export duty. Why should they take all these ? We can con- 
tinue to be progressive only if we get the required revenue. It 
is only as a result of the progress that we make. in various direc-- 
tions that we get more and more revenue, We should be given 
the amount that is required to make up the loss. According to 
the financial integration agreement they have agreed to give 
certain amounts for a period of five years. What would be the 
situation after these five years I ask? The Ministers have to. 
think over that. We ought to be prepared to face the cons- 
equences. That is the position. We should not be deprived of 
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the benefits that arise from our revenues under the various items 
such as pepper duty and other excise duties. Other matters were 
also pointed out in the agreement. I hope that the Finance Com- 
mission will make a strong report. They have consulted the 
Ministry, certain sections of this House, and the people,. But 
whatever that be we must try to get as much as possible from the 
Centre. I do not forget that it is our interest to see that the 
Centre functions properly. The Centre must be given enough 
revenue. We must get adequate protection from foreign aggres- 
sion and in all these activities the Centre is interested. But that 
does not mean that our resources should be crippled. We arein 
a difficult situation and the difficulty will begin to be felt more 
seriously five years hence, I ask the Finance Minister what he 
proposes to do to make good the loss that will really occur only 
five years hence. Practically the Centre is giving an amount 
required to fill the gap. Five years hence it will be stopped. 
Probably the Ministers are now under the impression that by 
that time our period will be over. That may be the attitude. If 
there are any suggestions let the Minister come forward with 
them. The Ministers ought to have placed these matters before 
the Commission. The Finance Commission should certainly be 
made fully aware of our difficulties, our requirements, our needs 
and see how best they can help us. 


Now Sir, you have allowed me only ten minutes. I have 
already come very near to that. I wish to refer to certain other 
matters. So far as the Government are concerned very many 
points are raised here against the acceptability of the Budget. 
Now more money has been allotted for certain expenditures and 
the Budget which was formerly a surplus Budget has now been 
made a deficit Budget. Our Budget with a deficit of seven lakhs 
will result in a surplus of 14 crores. That was the experience. 
Thave got some figures relating to the previous years. 1949-50 
(74 months) which budgeted for a deficit of 34 lakhs resulted ina 
surplus of 125 Makhs. 1950-51 budgetted for a deficit of 36 lakhs; 
the result at the'end of the year was a surplus of 125 lakhs. Now 
1951-52, a deficit of 4 lakhs was budgeted for. The result was.a 
surplus of 150 lakhs, Thus our budgeting proved to be absolu- 
tely meaningless. Now during the last few years they have been 
consistently withholding the expenditure. We provide large 
sums for medical aid, irrigation works etc., and at the end of the 

. year large amounts lapse. These Ministers will reply that we un- 
expectedly got some money from the Centre by way of port 
receipts and soon. They are not unexpected. The thing is that 

. they did not include these sums in the Budget. They knew that 
these sums would come forth. They ought to have taken eredit 
for that. It has followed a timid man’s careful way of budgeting. 
Whatever may happen we must havea large surplus. That is 
their attitude. There is no meaning in the defict or surplus. We 
want lots of money. But the ‘transactions during the last three 
years have gone against it, What would the Government of India 

. Say in regard to this is that “when you budgeted for a deficit of 
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seven lakhs you get a surplus of 14 crores, why should you ask 
for more and more money.” That is the position to which—I 
may be excused in saying this—the thoughtlessness of our 
Ministry has led us. I wish that for this year at least 
Mr. Govinda Menon will see that this deficit budget will not end 
as a surplus one. Weare really starved; many of our departments 
are starving. I will give some points, What about the Education 
department ? About 300 graduates are recruited as teachers on 
Rs. 50. For the last two or three years they did not get any incre- 
ment. They are.called temporary graduate teachers. Many of 
them are married men living in places different from their homes. 
Government should see that the schools are well maintained. 
They calculate and allot large sums of money for education year 
after year. But at the end of the year the amounts lapse. This 
is how they make surpluses. The teachers should be well paid. 
Fifty rupees is nothing. The fall in prices does not affect the 
commodities that we have to purchase. It is only the rich man’s 
pepper, rice and cocoanut but not the poor man’s commodities. 
Therefore we want lots and lots of money. We should have a 
contented service. Wehear complaints from every quarter. 


It is a fact that our Public Service Commission was appointed 
without adequate reference to the high and onerous duties and 
prestige and position that go along with a Public Service 
Commission. 

Before the Constitution came into. effect, the appointments 
were made. Whatever that be, the Commissioners are there. 
They ought to function to the best of their ability. Unfortunately 
the Constitution provides that this Public Service Commission 
eannot be touched, except by a vote of the Legislature. So, this 
Public Service Commission enjoys such an exalted position and 
extraordinary exemptions from all limitations. Now, whatever 
be their position, a Commission placed in that position should 
function well. But though they have functioned for the last two 
and a half years, they have not yet framed the rules. How did 
they function without rules, I wonder. The categorical answer 
was given that the rules are with the Chief Minister today. 
After two and a half years, the rules are with him today! What 
were the Government doing all these years? No doubt, we can 
recommend the removal of the Commission, but we certainly can 
say that we are thoroughly dissatisfied with the way in.which 
the Commission has functioned. There is a provision in the Con- 
stitution that backward classes should be brought up to the level 
of the advanced classes in ten years. They have not got the list 
of the backward classes and the rules framed for them. When 
are they going to do it? JI am very sorry that the Public Service 
Commission—I do not want to-use a bad word, because they are 
placed in such a position that their dignity isso great—do not 
realise the high prestige and the extraordinary exemptions from 
limitations that they enjoy. They ought to realise that. The 
Government should make them realise that. 

In regard to the integration of Travancore and Cochin per- 
sonnel, itis another muddle. I asked the Minister, “Will you 
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please agree to appoint a Committee of this House to go into the 
matter and settle the problem?” He says we have no responsi- 
bility. The legislature is responsible. We will shoulder the 
responsibility. But they say, “No. The time has not come for 
that. We will do it”? They are doing it for the past two anda 
half years. They will doit in the next fiva years. In the mean- 
time, Travancore officers fight with Cochin officers and Cochin 
officers fight with Travancore officers. I tell all my friends, the 
members of the Travancore-Cochin service, that Travancore-- 
‘Cochin today is our State. I did not want this integration myself 
for adequate reasons, and my reasons have been justified subse- 
quently. Anyway, now that we are all one, every Cochin officer 
should realise that he is an officer of the Travancore-Cochin Gov- 
ernment and every Travancore officer should feel that he is an 
officer of the Travancore-Cochin Government. What is the inten- 
tion of the N. G. O. Association passing a resolution and issuinga 
statement that they will shed their blood to the last drop and to 
the last Cochinite ? Have Soviet Russia invaded us? There is 
nothing like that. That sort of mentality should not have been 
allowed. I say the Ministers are responsible for it. A hostility 
has been growing among the services and that is a very, very 
awkward state of affairs. This matter should be urgently looked 
into andthe problem promptly solved, so that an atmosphere 
of contentment may be created. 


Nextly, what has the Government done in regard to the land 
policy? I see from the newspapers that the Government of India 
have asked this Government not to proceed with the land policy. 
There, I think, the Government of India is wrong. That kind of 
subordination to the Government of India, we should: not allow 
ourselves to be subject to. Land isa subject—agricultural land 
particularily—falling within the State list, and therefore land in 
- our State is purely within the competence of the Legislature. 

_ ‘Why should the Government not proceed with it? Iwish to 
know from the Government benches whether they have sent up 
any report tothe Central Government. Suppose they want to 
‘be friendly—and friendliness means, so far as the Government of 
India is concerned, some kind of subordination to them, and this 
Government are not prepared to fight with the Government of 
India on the right issues~even so, have this Government sent up 
their views? Have they asked the Government of India to agree, 
‘or asked for their views or suggestions? Nothing has been done. | 
Some temporary legislation has been enacted and that has 
caused:a good. deal of hardship and difficulty in the Sarte. They 
ought to proceed with land reform. ~~ 


Sir, for the excess time allowed to me, I thank you. 
qi. Sl. om. awe’: cmd, agar aQeroauewoggs]woen’ 
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My. Speaker : Has he got to praise himself? (Laughter.) 
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Mr, Speaker: All these matters have been discussed, and 
the Member was givena preferential treatment because he be- 
longs to the backward community and therefore he would have 
something to speak on matters relating to them. 
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Mr. Speakey: There is no such prohibition. He can talk 
anything on any subject that might interest anybody, I now 
call upon the Minister for Finance to reply. _ 
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“This Legislative Assembly of the United State of 


Travancore and Cochin, by virtue of its constituent 
powers hereby resolves ; 


(1) that Travancore-Cochin State shall be one of the 
. States in the Union of States, India, that is Bharat; 


(2) that a separate constitution for the Travancore- 
Cochin State is inconsistent with the aspirations of 
the people of the State and the status of the State 
as a Unit of the Indian Union; ;

We 
must be satisfied with the resources we will have, 
and must model our administration according to the 
resources we have got. Therefore, what I feel is 
that in the conditions in which we are, we have no 
other option. We have been forced by the accident 
of history or by the impact of events that occurred 
recently all over the world to adopt ourselves to anew 
situation by which we have lost all our old resources. 
Therefore, there isno reason for arguing or thinking 
or hoping that we are going to get any special favour 
special sources of revenue as exceptions. We have 
to fall in line with the Provinces on the definite 
understanding that the provincial revenues alone are 
available to us, and that from the provincial sources 
of revenue alone we will have to meet our demands. 
Whatever might have been our past, however much 
our administration might have advanced, in future 
we have no other source but to be satisfied with the 
‘new structure which can be built up with the limited 
finances we have at our disposal. If that position is 
granted, then there is no necessity for making any 
detailed study of this Constitution.”

“Our destinies we will have to work up along with the 
others. All these safeguards, I feel, illusory. I do 
not believe, Sir, in the existing circumstances we 
will be able to get adequate financial help from the 
Centre to meet our demand.

Then he says, “If we have to accept that position, let us ac- 
cept it with goodwill and be a part of the Union in 
all respects without distinction.

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stitution are such that they will affect our indi- 
viduality, but not our prosperity, That being the 
case, I for one would say as Mr. Menon has said”— 
that is myself—“that the policy should be implicitly 
to fall in line with the Provinces.” 
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Mr. Speaker: I have repeatedly pointed out that when’‘a 
responsible Minister makes a statement, Members should not 
counter-assert, but that they will have to accept that statement 
and proceed on that basis. 
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Mr. Speaker: A point of order relates only to the procedure 


in this House. Anything at random cannot be put as a point of 
order. 
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Mr. Speaker: I did not expect such a remark from the 
Leader,of the Opposition.

Shri P, S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, when I went through the pro- 
visions of the present Bill, I was to a great extent disappointed 
at the approach of the Government in revising the Corporation 
Billand the Municipalities Bill. Though it is only a measure 
intented, as the hon’ble Member said, to have some provision to 
conduct the elections, I was disappointed because, for the last two 
years this Government was postponing the elections on the 
’ ground that they were revising the Municipal Act as a whole, 
which I now find they have not done. For that matter, they did 
not even exercise their mind on that problem. On the other hand, 
they have made some provisions to conduct the elections. After 
all, if that was the matter it was not fair to this House to intro- 
duce a Bill of this nature after so long atime. The House will 
be bound now to take into consideration only those Sections that 
are open for discussion and amendment here. On the other 
hand, if the whole Bill had been revised and introduced, we could 
have made it to suit modern conditions. 


Iwill just refer to one or two matters that are causing diffi- 
culty in the matter of Municipal administration. Under the 
Municipalities Act, there are provisions which control the actions 
of the health officers. Generally, the supervision of the health 
officers of the local authority are being vested in the Public 
Health Director by the Public Health Act. Sir, a good many 
health officers have to function under the supervision of two 
different authorities. The Executive officer of the Municipality 
will have the right, or must have the right, over the health 
officers of the municipality. But he is also bound by the Act 
andéhas to act as directed by the Public Health Director. There 
are such difficulties. These things could have been rectified. 
Some method could have been devised so that no conflict would 
arise. 


Then, as regards taxation power there are various matters 
that have to be considered and settled. Some how or other, there 
has been a tendency on the part of the Treasury Benches for 
some years now to- avoid the: problems that face them. They 
have been putting it off and on and have been asking for exten~ 
sion of time to do the onerous duty. But they have failed to | 
discharge what is essential. That is due more or less to the 
approach they take to the problem and due also to the want of a 
priority list of things that they must do. They are engaged in 
various other activities and these legislative measures are shel- 
ved. Now, in the present Bill, even in spite of the revision of

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the particular clauses under consideration,| there are certain 
factors which have escaped the attention of the Govern. 
ment. Sir, in the Indian Constitution as it is today there is no 
disqualification for being a candidate of any Legislative Assembly 
or even of the Parliament if an individual is convicted. On the 
other hand, that archaic disability is sought to be prepetuated in 
the Municipalities Bill now introduced before this House. What 
justification is there for this? If the hon’ble Member in charge 
of the Bill had exercised his mind, he would have known that he 
ig functioning in a House where that disqualification does not 
exist for members. Then, how is he justified in putting any dis- 
qualification of that kind in a Billfor a local body. I fail to 
understand the position. That must have been considered by 
the author of the Bill at avery early stage. Any further com- 
ment on the Bill as it is before the House is unnecessary. But I 
only want to say this. We have now the Public Health Bill 
introduced. I certainly hope that the Official benches which 
have thought it necessary to refer this Bill to the Select Com- 
mittee will certainly propose the Public Health Bill for a Select 
Committee. But before that it is finally passed, it will be possi- 
ble for the Government to introduce a revised Bill for the Muni- 
cipalities Act as it is today. The provisions of the two Acts may 
be compromised so that ‘there may not be any conflict. If the 
Government will introduce the Trivandrum Municipal Act 
(amendment) Bill, which would touch the whole Bill as a whole, 
then we will be able to consider it in the Select Committee along 
with the Public Health Bill which also trenches upon the Local 
authority. That is my suggestion and I place it to the considera- 
tion of the Government. With these words, I say, the Bill may. go 
to the Select Committee. 

Shri Anthonie Andrew Daniel Luiz: When this Bill is consi- 
dered by the Select Committee appointed by this House, I would 
request that a seat is given for an Anglo-Indian in Trivandrum to 
represent the minority community of Anglo-Indians here as it is 
being done at Ernakulam and Mattancheri and in the Corporation 
of Madras. They are entitled to special protection and I would 
request that this request of 'mine may be considered when they 
are dealing with the Bill.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillat: I would like to make a few ob- 
servations. One of the reasons for amending this Act is for 
providing representation to the scheduled castes and ‘Tribes. 
The other reason isto hold elections on the basis of adult fran- 
chise. There seems to bea kind of confusion of thought on the 
question of providing representation to the Scheduled castes, 
Ewould seriously ask this House to-consider whether there can 
be any schedule caste in the Christian religion. The term 
‘Scheduled castes’ has been defined and the President of India 
has enumerated the different castes to be treated as Scheduled 
Castes under the provisions of the Constitution. It was never 
envisaged that when an individual who belonged to a Scheduled - 
caste changes his religion to Christianity or to Mohammedanism 
he will still retain his distinction as a Scheduled caste. The 
caste distinction isseen only in Hinduism. He accepts a new 
religion which does not accept a caste distinction. The whole 
burden of sin which was on the man by birth as a Scheduled 
caste member is washed away by the change of religion.”

I was prompted to make these observations because my 
honourable friend Mr. Luiz said that there should be some kind 
of reservation for other minorities. That set up has gone, Sir. 

Evenifitis necessary it 
is impossible in the présent set up of India to claim minority 
representation on the basis of community or caste. That has.

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The Travancore-Cochin Irrigation Tanks 
(Preservation and Improvement) Bill. 

Chief Minister (Shri A. J. John): Sir, I beg to introduce the 
Travancore-Cochin Irrigation Tanks (Preservation and Improve 
ment) Bill. . 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I second it. 

Mr, Speaker: |The Bill stands intreduced. 
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Shri A. J. John, I accept the suggestion. 
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Shri P, S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the honourable mover has said 
that there is an Act applicable to the Chittoor Taluk inthe Cochin 
area and that there is no analogous provision in the Travancore 
area. Even apart from that, as far as the Travancore section of 
the State is concerned, this is a very new principle that is being 
enunciated. It is said that Representations have been received 
by Government that private tanks, wells, canals etc., useful for 
irrigation purposes are being levelled up and converted into wet 
lands and Parambas.. What is intended now is to give to Govern= 
ment.4 control over private tanks in possession of private indi- 
viduals. I agree with the position that tanks which are used for 
irrigation purposes should be maintained properly and irrigation 
tank beds should not be converted into ‘agricultural land or 
building site. But at the same time, Sir, if it is a private tank, 
there will be certain right for the owner in these matters. At 
the present time individual right must subserve to social rights. 
From that aspect we will be justified in enacting a measure to 
control private tanks to a certain extent; but it must be done in 
such a way as not to cause hardship to the owner. In one of the 
provisions of the Bill we find that the Collector of a District can 
‘call on the citizens of ‘that area to report the irrigation tanks 
which they own and if they do not submit a return on that 
matter, the Collector can impose a fine on the people of the area 
concerned. That I submit is a wrong method of approach. Iam 
not discussing the section as it is but to illustrate what I mean I 
will just read the wording itself. It reads: 


“The Government may for the purpose of determining the 
irrigation tanksto which this Act should be made appli- 
cable, by notification in the Gazette, require the owners 
and persons in possession. of lands to furnish to-the 
Collector within a specified period particulars, in such 

, form as may be prescribed, of the tanks, wells and 
canals, eries or other reservoirs for the storage of water 
for agricultural purposes in their lands.” 


So, by the publication of a notice in the Government Gazette 

a duty is cast on the citizens of a particular area _to 

submit a return as to whether they own or know the tank which 

could be used for agricultural purposes; it is not even for irriga- 
_ tion purposes, Again, there is another provision which says: 
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“Whoever fails to make the return mentioned in sub-section 
(1) or makes a return which is false in any material 
particular, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding one 
hundred rupees as may be fixed by the Collecto..” 


T think it will be fair for the Government, or the Revenue De- 
partment, or the Collector, or the Agricultural Department, 
or the Irrigation department, whoever it be, to notify the 
wells and tanks and canals used for irrigation purposes, and to call 
on the owners thereof to submit a return to the Collector, After 
having done so and if the owner files no opjection to that, the 
matter may be settled as provided in the bill."That will be a natu- 
ral process in this ‘matter. On the other hand, a notification is to 
be published in the Government Gazette. With the regularity with 
which it comes in these days,1 do not see any purpose served by 
it. Ido not want to go further than that. Simply a notification 
in some corner of the Gazette published in Trivandrum stating 
that the people of Thodupuzha should submit a return of tanks, 
wells and canals which are used for agricultural purposes within 
three weeks of publication and if the people do not do so, to 
subject them to a penalty of one hundred rupees, I think, is not 
just. Sir, this is a very fundamental matter. I do realise that 
as far as I have been able to understand, in the Cochin area there 
js real difficulty in this matter. As far as the Travancore area is 
concerned, with what little knowledge I know of the country, 
there are not very many private tanks and wells and canals 
‘which are used for irrigation. If there are tanks, they are all 
minor irrigation tanks maintained or controlled by Government. 
In Travancore, the principle is the other way. Wherever there 
is a tank or chanel, the adjoining owners of land trespass.on them 
and convert them as paddy or garden lands. I am speaking of 
lands not owned by the people. In the Cochin area the condition 
prevailing is different. Vast areas of lands may be in the posses- 
sion of a Jenmi who may have leased it out. Even then the right | 
over the tank may vest in the jenmi who may neglect improve- 
ments to it whereby the agricultural facilities of the tenant will 
suffer considerably. The same conditions do not exist here. 
Therefore I concede that this kind of provision is a necessity as 
far as the Cochin area is concerned whereby some control should 
vest with Government in this affair. My point is, we must frame 
the provisions in such a way as not to cause hardship to the 
owner of private tank or well. Simply to cause a liability on a 
section of the public and impose penalty therefor, will work 
hardship. Toa certain extent what the Government propose to 
do may be correct because the whole thing is being undertaken 
for a public purpose. If the tenants are made to suffer for the 
negligence of the jenmi, the Government have to step in and 
rectify the matter. So, my point is, when the cost of improve- 
ment is to be recovered, there may be certain rights also to be 
looked into. There is the tenant who-will enjoy the benefit of | 
improvements done on the land of the jenmi. Then the jenmi

will have to be compensated. These are factors for considera- 
tion. I am told by a friend“that in Cochin area there are other 
kinds of tanks maintained by private individuals and that water 
is being made available for,irrigation purposes. As a consequence 
of neglect by the. jenmies the tanks are silted up and tenants 
are made to suffer by that act. Then the tenant should not be 
made responsible for the -cost of improvement of the tank. In 
that case the owner alone must be made to pay. I am not aware 
of the exact condition prevailing there. So, these are matters 
which require serious consideration. Again, the time limit fixed 
for the select committee is so short and I do not know how. far 
itis advisable todo so. At any rate, with all earnestness I 
would request the official benches to kindly consider all these 
aspects before legislation is finally thought of in this matter. 


3e,™.] Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I wish to make one observation 
in connection with this Bill. This Bill seeks to make provision to 
see that tanks owned by private individuals or in possession of 
private individuals are kept in good repair so that our agriculture 
may not suffer. The Collector may geta private tank repaired 
and in case the owner himself does not attend to the work, re- 
cover the cost from the owner. No doubt, in suitable cases, that 
would be aegood provision of law. But then, Sir, there is a 
more serious aspect of this matter which the Government have 
failed to realise. As Mr. Nataraja’Pillai stated, there are very 
few tanks of this kind inthe Travancore area; there are some 
in Cochin. Butin Travancore, there is a very, very large 
number of tanks owned by Government. Now, my point is 
this : why not make a law making it obligatory on Government 
to maintain in good repair all the irrigation tanks inthe State 
owned by them ? Why should you restrict the scope of the Bill 
to tanks owned by private individuls? The Bill requires an 
owner, who may, after all be penniless, to improve and keep a 
tank in good repair. What about the responsibility of the Gov- 
ernment in this matter? In South Travancore, there are hundreds 
and hundreds of tanks that -have not yet been repaired, but 
have fallen into disuse due to the neglect of the Government for 
years together, nay for decades together. I fully realise the 
importance of maintaining these tanks in good condition for our 
food production purposes, but where is the responsibility of Gov- 
ernment? Why donot they take upon themselves that work, 
Task. As Mr. Kesava Pillai stated the other day when the 
budget was being discussed the two things which you must 
have, if you want to improve food production, are water and 
manure. No amount of work done, no amount of attention paid, 
in respect of these two things will be too much. The Finance 
Minister and the Chief Minister may say that the Government will 
do every thing, but Government are not doing anything. On my 
part, I would like to see that all the irrigation tanks in the 
State, both in the Travancore area and in the Cochin area, are 
improved, at the latest, within two years, You must do that, if 
really you mean business. Where is the difficulty ?1It is‘not certain- 
ly shortage of funds. We get funds from the Delhi Government, 
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‘And, after all, considering the benefits that willaccrue, the money 
that is spent will not be considerable. A few hundreds ora few 
thousands spent on the renovation of these tanks will not be sum 
mis-spent. There is a complaint, and a very legitimate compla- 
int, that very little real result is seen. Here is a line in which 
you will be able to ‘see substantial result within a very short 
time if only you spend the necessary money. 


Sir, [may be excused if I mention the fact that when I 
formed the first Congress Ministry here, my idea was to improve 
all the tanks in Travancore in two or three years. So, as soon 
as I took charge, I called the Chief Engineer and toldhim, “you 
need not wait even for Government sanction, You need not 
wait for the estimates being prepared. This is Meenom. Before 
the monsoon sets in in Edavom, you try to see that as many 
tanks as possible are repaired. It is possible that Government 
may lose a few hundreds of rupees in respect of these tanks, 
but thatis nothing when compared to the benefit that willacerue.” 
The work was started and I saw that a few tanks were taken up. 
But the ministries that -came after that, were not sufficiently 
enthusiastic. No doubt, they wanted to take up the thing some 
time afterwards, i. e., when the Government of India began to 
press them. The fact of the matter is, the work has not been 
consistently pursued. Sir, I am very serious when I insist that 
all these tanks should be taken on hand and repaired immediately 
And there must be a statute as in the case of compulsory educa- 
‘tion and prohibition and such other things. If you really wafit 
to improve our agriculture, it must be made an obligatory duty 
on the part of Government... And it is not enough merely to 
repair these tanks. Now what we do isto spend three or four 
thousand rupees, repair these tanks, and then leave them to dis- 
repair, Thisis of no use. There must bea standing agency to 
see that these tanks are continually maintained and kept in 
good order. Solwould make a suggestion that may well be © 
considered by the Select Committee, that the obligation may be 
imposed upon the Government equally as on private owners to 
maintain all the tanks in good condition and that as soon as pos- 
sible. \What is the use of taking up big projects? They begin to 
be productive only after three, four or halfa dozen years or in 
some cases, ten years. But here is a line of work which will be 
immediately productive. Whatisit that we stand in need of 
now? Officers are not lacking. The necessary funds also are not 
wanting. And the Scheme will bear fruit in 4. short time. This 
is an important suggestion which I place for the consideration of 
the committee. No doubt, it involves expenditure and technical 
difficulties may be raised. It isthe good sense of the Government 
that has to come into play in this. Otherwise there is no mean= 
ing in talking of food production. Here is a line in which we can 
do useful work, And Ido not think many crores will be neces- 
sary.. Even if it does, is it too much,I ask. On an average of 
Rs. 4,000 for a tank, with a lakh of rupees,?we!can repair 25 tanks, 
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And if about 2500 tanks can be repaired, there is plenty in the 
land. Iam mentioning about tanks alone now, because we are 
considering only irrigation tanks and canals alone. But there is 
also the other part of the work, namely liftirrigation, that must 
also be expedited. We must be in a position, in the course of two 
years, spending enough money and getting enough work done, 
‘to produce as much as we need. We must also try to procure 
manure and get it equally distributed. That is a fruitful way to 
work. I hope the Government wil! not brush aside these sugges- 
tions but will consider them seriously and take upon themselves 
this statutory responsibility. 
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Mr. Speaker: Why not makea provision that the tanks 
should be surrendered to Government? 


Shri R. Kesava Pillai: They must use the provisions of 
some other regulation for that. By resorting to the provisions 
of Land Acquisition Regulation they can acquire and keep them 
for public purposes. Why worry and harass the people like 
this? There must be a limit to all these things and I think the 
policy adopted by this Government is not congenial to the wel- 
fare of the people in the State of Travancore-Cochin. This is 
a Bill applied to a portion of the erstwhile Cochin State. It 
might have been good in those parts. Why should it be copied 
entirely to the whole Travancore-Cochin area? 
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Shxi M, M. Abdul Khader: The Government and some of 
the Members of this House appear to be under the impression 
that these tanks are mainly situated in the South Travancore 
area. ButTI can tell the Honourable House that wherever there 
is paddy cultivation, particularly I know in the Kunnathunad 
Taluk, there are very many of these tanks owned by private 
individuals. Mr. Nataraja Pillai in his speech drew the attention 
of the House to the difficulties that would entail if merely a 
notification is made in the'Government Gazette asking the 
owners to submit a return of the tanks which they own. In. 
order to obviate that difficulty, it would be proper if the Village 
Unions in the respective areas are given this authority, namely 
to ask the owners of tanks to improve the tanks, and if the owners 
prove themselves to be recalcitrant, the Village Unions may be 
empowered to report the matter to the Government, upon which 
appropriate action can be taken, Thisis particularly important 
in the new set-up when we are going to have under the new 
Panchayat elections all over the State, Panchayats as self- 
governing local units. I hope the Committee would give this 
suggestion the consideration it deserves. 


And another thing I want to bring before the House is 
that because these tanks bear such an important relation to the 
Grow More Food Schemes and the improvement of agriculture 
generally, it would be fit and proper if the Government brings 
forward an enactment to compulsorily acquire these tanks in the 
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hands of private persons such as would be useful for enhancing 
cultivation, even I would suggest, without payment of compensa- 
tion ; because itis such an important public purpose. If the 
Constitution does not allow us to do so, some nominal com- 
pensation may be paid and it would be always better if the 
Government would bring forward a Bill at least to acquire these 
tanks which are so essential for improving the cultivation and 
agriculture in this country. . 
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Mr. Speaker: The hon. Member is going far away from the 
general principles of the Bill. 
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Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, I don’t want to makea 
speech but I do wish to make some helpful suggestions. If you 
really want to introduce a piece of legislation which if intended 
to serve a definite purpose you must see that it serves that 
purpose. I come from the northern part of the State where the 
terrain is mountainous and which is a net surplus area in the 
matter of food production. The whole area is fed by natural 
springs. But the thing is, unfortunately, every one of these 
springs happens to be silted up. I should say that to a certain 
extent the Government is responsible for this. If you just probe 
deep into the matter you will see that these springs happened to 
be got silted about 5 or 6 years ago, that is, since the advent of 
the Grow More Food. Campaign. Especially, in the slopes of 
hills handed over to tapioca cultivation, you know how when 
the soil is loose and heavy inundation occur during heavy 
monsoons, it is carried away and deposited in these tanks. 
Unless the Government see that such areas-are not handed over 
to tapioca cultivation, the tanks will get silted up and it may 
affect very much the cultivation. It is only to make these helpful: 
suggestions that I-wanted to speak on this Bill, 
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Shri E. P. Varghese: Sir, there is some force in what hon. 
Member for Chadayamangalam said. Tanks are vital to the 
Grow More Food Scheme. But all tanks have been included 
within the term ‘irrigation tanks’ in this Bill. Irrigation tanks 
are meant for paddy cultivation. Now all kinds of tanks includ- 
ing the large number of tanks in cocoanut garden lands have 
also been included. Every cocoanut garden will have a number 
of tanks. They are also for irrigation purpose. There will bea 
lot of mischief done by the officers empowered under the pro- 
visions of this Bill to get these tanks repaired and maintained. 
But these are tanks which are fairly maintained once in three or 
four years. My submission is that there must be some amend¢- . 
ment made in the definition of “Irrigation Tanks”. The owners 
of the irrigation tanks which would help and serve the purpose 
of the Grow More Food Campaign may be taxed. But if it is 
going to cover all the tanks there will be a lot of hardship to the 
cultivators who own cocoanut garden lands. They may not be - 
able to keep each of those tanks in the garden lands repaired. 
It may not be necessary also to repair every iyear these tanks. 
I want to bring this to the notice of the Select Committet so that 
they may bestow sufficient attention to this aspect.

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The Travancore-Cochin Village Courts Bill. 


Minister for Home Affairs (ShyiT. M. Varghese): Sir, I beg 
to introduce the Travancore-Cochin Village Courts Bill. 

Shri A. J. John: I second it. 

Mr. Speaker : The Bill stands introduced. 
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Mr. Speaker: Have you got any names ? 
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Shri, A. J. John: I second the motion. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I would like to make one or 
two observations on-the bill. As I observed previously, even 
now the motion is to refer it to the Select Committee and to get 
the report within a week. That, lthink, is a very heavy pro- 
gramme. Whatever it may be, I would. request the hon. 
Member to think whether it would be advisable. 


Sir, as for the Village Courts Bill, it isa very debatable one 
on the face of it. Certainly, I did not seek to oppose the Bill 
even at the earlier stage, because of the question and there isa 
difference of opinion—whether in this bill the power of nomina- 
tion should be vested with the Government or whether it should 
be by election. It is a major question whether the elective prin- 
ciple should be introduced in these village judicial bodies or the 
power of nomination should be exercised by the Govern- , 
ment in this matter. That is a matter which requires serious con- 
sideration. Now, asfar as the Bill is concerned, it is based on 
the principle of nomination. In one area of Travancore-Cochin 
the elective principle was in force. I think in Cochin.... 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: No nomination. 

_ Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: At any rate, here it is only nomi- 
nation that is in force. Now. there is a View whether under the 
present set of circumstances, itis advisable or not to enforce 
election. Whether it will be advantageous, at any rate, is the 
question. Genuine doubts exist today. I do not want to commit 
myself to any view. Not thatI support the elective principle 
but atthe same time,I have great doubt whether nomination 
will also be advisable.:I am not in a position today to express a 
definite view on the consequences that may come by accepting 
nomination or by accepting elective principles . 

In the same way, there is another aspect, Is it after all 
necessary to have these village judicial bodies? Why not all 
these cases be tried by the judiciary itself? When we call ‘into 

_ existence a body like the Panchayat to settle the matter by com- 
promise, now in the bill the right is given to advocates to appear. 

. We are repeating the process of judiciary in another place. Why 
should we create that? I donot understand the reason for it, 
Here, one of the changes is that legal practitioners are allowed to 
appear before the village courts. What does it denote? All 
the devices known to the legal practitioners will be employed in 
these courts as well. Why do we think of a village court? We 
are creating village bodies to settle disputes. But here we are 
introducing the principle of allowing legal practitioners to appear 
before the village courts. That means we are creating minor: 
judicial bodies in each village. Whether it will help to decrease 
ditigation is a matter of doubt. It is a very important aspect, 
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Then, Sir, in the Civil or Criminal cases, let justice be 
administered by the judiciary. How are we helping the people 
at all by creating this body? These and other matters ought 
to be very carefully considered. I am not going into the details 
of the Bill. But I think it is for the Select Committee to delibe- 
rate over these matters, and if need be, to take evidence to, 
circulate it and get public opinion on this question. Sir, this 
was published very recently and we know that in our 
country people are not really—in spite of our having responsi- 
ble Government—very alert in looking into these things and 
expressing an opinion. It is the duty of this House to edu- 
cate the public on the measures that are before us so that we 
may reflect the genuine public opinion. Has that been done? 
After all, the various stages of the Bill—the first reading, the 
Select Commitee stage and the second reading—are there to see 
how far the public is responding to the new legislation that is 
being forged in this House. Now, whatI findis that a Bill is 
drafted in the Law Secretariat, There it is published in the 
Gazette and it comes to the House. Then we have some discus- 
sion and it goes to the Select Committee with the direction that 
the report must come within a specific period, I think if suffi- 
cient time is given and if the publie are enabled to know what 
kind of a Bill is under consideration, we can get public 
opinion reflected. I seriously doubt whether we should under- 
take a legislation of this sort now. If we come to the conclusion 
that the country wants such a legislation, then we should con- 
sider what court should be constituted—whether it is a court 
constituted by election or by nomination or appointment by the 
powers that be. Secoridly, what should be the procedure, whether 
it should be fora summary settlement of the disputes or whether 

. it should conform to the Civil and Criminal Procedure Code and 
to the general trend of judicial administration. These are major 
aspects which we must consider before we rush through the Bill. 
That is my view. I have genuine fear on this matter. On the 
one hand there is this village court existing by nomination of 
some authority or the powers that befrom time to time. On the 
other hand, if we accept the elective principle that the village 
courts may be manned by local representatives, there also I have 
my own doubts. Not doubts,I have my own fears. I may be 
accused as an alarmist. The limit fixed may be Rs. 100. But 
there is the Criminal Jurisdiction. In these circumstances, I 
think it is better in the interests of all concerned if the Bill is 
taken up later on and the Select Committee is authorised, if 
need be, to take evidence. 

Shri E. P. Varghese: Sir, this Bill contains 96 Sections and 
invests prominent people of the village with judicial powers. 
The Civil Courts Amendment Bill is also an important Bill which 
is published only on the 25th of June.

Shri M. William: Iam of opinion that there is no necessity 
of such a Bill because there area number of courts all over 
the country. There are Munsiff’s Courts within a distance 
of ten miles and there is easy access to the courts. The 
institution of village courts will only serve to increase litigation 
in the country. People even for petty matters will approach the 
courts. Now we are having Panchayat courts and experience 
shows that they are not working satisfactorily. Such will be 
the case with Village courts also. 


The poor people may not be expected to get full justice at 
these courts.

Shri E. P. Varghese: This is a Bill which affects the 
pecuniary jurisdiction of Munsiff Courts. It enhances the pecu- 
niary jurisdiction of the Munsiff Courts in order to reduce the 
number of cases in the District Courts, and generally to expedite 
the disposal of cases. My submission is that it would not in any 
way expedite the speedy disposal of cases, because Munsiff’s 
Courts everywhere are all overworked and the pendency in those 
courts is very heavy. Pendency of original suits in the District 
Courts, on the other hand, is of less duration, and the number of 
original suits filed in the District Courts, the amount of which is 
over Rs. 2,000 is small. The pendency also is less. If the pecu- 
niary jutisdiction of the Munsiff Courts is going to be.enhanced, 
as contemplated in this Bill, from Rs, 2,000 to Rs. 3,000. those 
cases which were filed in the District Courts will have to be filed 
henceforth in the Munsiff’s Courts, and the file in the Munsifi’s 
Courts will be larger. Anybody who hasan acquaintance with 
the judiciary—and the hon. Minister is one who has ample 
experience—will see that the Munsiffs are always the most over- 
worked of allthe Judicial Officers, They can hardly find time 
to finish pending cases. If their pecuniary jurisdiction is going 
to be enhanced, itis not going to help the litigant public at all. 
On the other hand, there will be greater delay. 


There is another point involved in this pecuniary jurisdiction, 
When the District and Munsiff Courts are vested with different 
pecuniary jurisdictions, the principle is that a senior and more 
experienced judicial officer must be able to dispose of cases 
involving larger pecuniary jurisdiction. Otherwise, -there is ne 
necessity to have this distinction in pecuniary jurisdiction, A 
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District judge is generally a more experienced judicial officer 
than the Munsiff. So, the District Judges are given the power 
to try and dispose of cases involving larger financial interests. 
I do not think—considering the nature of suits in our country—it 
is well to increase the pecuniary jurisdiction of the Munsiffs from 
Rs. 2,000 to Rs. 3,000. 


Similarly with regard to the appeals. Now, the appeals lie 
from the Munsifi Courts direct tothe District Courts and if 
these cases from Rs. 2,000 to Rs. 3,000 are going to be given to the 
Munsiff Courts, the appeals from those cases also will lie in the 
District Courts. According to the new Civil Courts Act, those 
eases which would have had the first appealto the High Court 
would hereafter lose a chance of getting the first appeal heard 
by the High Court. Itis well known that the second appeals 
are now very rarely admitted or, in other -words, the law has 
brought in greater restrictions about second appeals to the High 
Court. So, either from the point of view of expediting disposal 
of cases, or from the point of view of the quality of the judg- 
ments characterized bya better legal acumen, this Bill is not 
going tobe an advantage tothe litigant public. Not that the 
Munsiffs are not capable judicial officers. But they are already 
heavily burdened, and they may not have time to dispose of the 
growing number of cases which would result in greater pen- 
dency, if the provisions of this Bill are enforced. 


There is another aspect also. Our country has not many 
- gases of higher pecuniary jurisdiction, and if the pecuniary 
jurisdiction of District Munsiffs is enhanced, it won’t add to the 
quality of the judgments and will not give that satisfaction which 
the ordinary litigant could otherwise have. So, I think the hon. 
Minister for Law would bestow serious consideration—lI don’t say 
that he has not bestowed serious consideration to it—again to the 
Bill, and I would request him to reconsider this aspect and see 
whether there is any great necessity to enhance the jurisdiction 
of the Munsiits, and whether it is not enough for the time being 
that the Munsiff Courts remain with their existing pecuniary 
jurisdiction of Rs, 2,000, in which case the appeal jurisdiction of 
the High Court also may not be seriously affected, 


_It may be noted that this Bill was published on 25th June. 
We received it on the 30th. This is a Bill which affects the liti- 
gant public as well as the legal profession. The opinion of the 
members of the legal profession may also be sought before bring- 
ing a measure of this kind. It cannot be said that they cannot 
contribute anything valuable to this. If the consideraton of this 
Bill is postponed for a few months all the suits are not going to be 
filed at once in the District Courts and thereby the work of the 
District Courts going to be enhanced all of asudden. Looking at 
the work of the Munsifi Courts and of the District Courts, I think 
it ig not at all advisable at present to enhance the pecuniary juris-. 
wittion of the Munsitt Courts. You will have to increase the. 
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number of Munsiffis considerably on account of this provi- 
sion. ; 

As regards the Small Cause jurisdiction of the Munsiffs, it 
is going to be doubled; i. e, from Rs. 100 to Rs. 200. I don’t, 
however, have any serious objection to this, since the Govern- 
ment think that that would expedite the disposal of cases. But 
as far as the other two amendments are concerned, I would 
request the hon. Minister for Law to waita bit and see whether 
legal opinion andthe public are favourable to it. Itis avery 
serious matter, because this involves the rights of the citizens. 
A large number of the. suits-original suits-filed in the District 
Courts are of between Rs. 2,000 and Rs. 3,000. Ifthis is not 
taken into consideration it will seriously affect the litigant 
public. I would, therefore, request the hon. Minister for Law 
to consider this question at least; i, e., not to have this legisla- 
tion passed in this session itself. The Select Committee need 
not be hurried through; it may be allowed to have its due course 
and let us see whether any of these amendments are necessary. 
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_ Shvi M; William: Iam sure the public will welcome this 
Bill, because the litigant public will find it easy to go to the near- 
by Munsiff’s Court which is generally situated, say, within five 
miles of the taluk headquarters, instead of going to the District 
Court which, naturally, is situated far away for the litigants from 
interior parts. Besides, as my hon. Friend stated, the party has 
a right of two appeals. In the case of an adverse finding by one 
court, there is asecond appeal. So, the parties are not deprived 
of their existing benefit from this point of view also. 


Further, the question of inflation may also be considered. 
This is a time when prices are at their lowest ebb and the value 
of court fee stamps and fees, etc., is worth very little. Therefore, 
without any undue demur, the Munsiff’s pecuniary jurisdiction 
could be raised to even Rs. 5,000. 


Another important aspect to consider is the decline in prices 
and commodities. - Take, for example, Vilavancode. There are 
three Munsiff’s Courts there. The temporary court has been 
shifted to Shertallai. The same conditions arise with regard to 
Neyyattinkarai also. Of course, the Munsiffs are able to deal 
with cases, and cope up with their work but the only. question 
is their work is a drudgery, and they are underpaid. We find 
that the Munsiffs are paid just Rs. 175in Travancore areas, in 
Cochin it isRs.250. Further, they are working in offices which 
are not well-equipped, and which breed ill-health. These 
things, of course, may be remedied, but on this ground, there is 
no reason why their pecuniary jurisdiction should not be in- 
creased. If they are given more cases through the proposed en- 
hancement of their pecuniary jurisdiction, the clients will be 
feeling it as a welcome measure. I therefore urge that this Bill 

be taken up to its further stages and passed.

PROCEEDINGS. 


Reorganisation of Departments and Integration of 
Travancore-Cochin Personnel. 


Orner No. S. 5.-~18375/49/C. S. dated 279-1950. 


Introductory. 


The Government have had under consideration the question 
of how best the personnel of the Travancore and Cochin branches 
in the various departments of the State of Travancore-Cochin 
might be integrated. This problem of integration involves the 
initial allocation between the Travancore and Cochin branches of 
the posts sanctioned for each Department, the absorption. of the 
personnel of the two branches in their respective quota of posts, 
the fixation of their relative seniority in a combined seniority: 
list, the mode of selection of personnel for appointment in officiat- 
ing vacancies, the determination of the pay of the incumbents in 
the unified scales, the discharge of surplus personnel and the re- 
absorption of discharged persons. In solving this problem several 
difficulties present themselves asa result of the divergent polices 
which the two former Governments of Travancore and Cochin were 
following in regard to recruitment, determination of seniority and 
other service matters. Pests of the same or similar designation 
and more or less equal responsibilities carried different scales of 
pay in the two States ; insome cases the Travancore scales were 
higher than the Cochin scales while in others they were lower. 
The Cochin Government applied the principle of communal rota- 
tion at the time of both initial appointment and confirmation and 
appointed candidates to specified vacancies with the result that a 
candidate was ousted. when. the particular vacancy against which 
he was appointed ceased irrespective of the date of his appoint. 

-ment. Thus if A was appointed to a two months’ vacancy and B 
to afour months’ vacancy subsequently, A had to go when his 
vacancy ceased though he was appointed earlier than B. In 
Travancore the relative rank of an officer was generally decided 
with reference to the date of first appointment while in Cochin the 
date of confirmation. was the decidingfactor. In Travancore con- 
firmation was ordered with retrospective effect from the date of 
occurrence of the vacancy while in Cochin it was given effect to 
only from the date of order. though the vacancy existed from 
an earlier date.. The matter is further complicated by certain 
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acts on the part of both Governments during the period imme- 
diately preceding the integration of the two States, e. g., upgrad- 
ing of posts, conversion of temporary posts into permanent ones 
and grant of undue financial concessions. 


General Principles. 


2. Any general principles which may be laid down for pur- 
pose of integration should, as far as possible, be clear-cut, easily 
understandable and capable of application in actual practice 
without much difficulty. Keeping in view this fundamental idea 
and the differing policies of the two former Governments, the 
Government have, after a careful consideration of the problem in 
all its aspects, decided that the following principles should be 
adopted for the purpose of integrating the Travancore and 
Cochin personnel in the various Departments of the State of 
Travancore-Cochin. 


(i) Crucial Date. 


In order to eliminate the undue advantages which certain ine 
dividuals may have derived in the period immediately preceding 
the integration of the two States the date Ist January 1949 will, 
where possible be adopted as the starting point for the purpose of 
integration of the personnel of the Travancore and Cochin bran- 
ches as indicated in the following sub-paragraphs. , 


(ii) Distribution of permanent posits between the Travancore 
Branch and the Cochin Branch. 


The number of permanent posts sanctioned in the reorgani- 
sation scheme for each department in each, class or grade of 
posts will be distributed between the Travancore Branch and the 
Cochin Branch in the ratio of the number of permanent posts in 
the same or similar class:or grade, which were in existence on 
the Ist January 1949 in the respective Branch. 


For the purpose, posts of the following description will be 
regraded as belonging to the same or similar class or grade : ~ 


(a) Posts in a class bearing the same or_similar designation 
with more or less similar duties and responsibilities 
though the scales of pay in force in the two States 
are different. . 


(b) Posts ina graded system carrying more or less coms 
parable scales of pay, e. g., clerks in the grade of 
Rs. 125-165 in Travancore and those on Rs. 125-150 
in Cochin, clerks in. the grade of Rs. 80-100 and 
Rs. 100-125 in Travancore and those on Rs. 80-125 in 
Cochin; and clerks on Rs, 45-75 tin ‘Travancore and 
those on Rs. 30-75 in Cochin ; and Rs. 35-45. in Tras 
Vancore and those on Rs, 25-40 in Cochin, 
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The following examples will illustrate how the number of 
posts sanctioned for an integrated department will be distributed 
between the Travaicore Branch and the Cochin Branch.

(iii) Absorption of Travancore and Cochin personnel in their 
respective quota of permanent posts: 


On the basis of seniority among themselves the personnel 
borne on the Travancore Branch and those borne on the Cochin 
Branch will be separately absorbed in theit respective quota of 
posts as determined in accordance with the principle mentioned 
in clause (ii)above: That is, if there are-say 15 posts in a class oi 
grade assigned to the Travancore Branch, these posts will be filled 
by appointing the Travancore staff on the basis of existing seniority 
among themselves; while the Cochin staff will similarly be abso- 
thed in posts available for them. 

Note:—Where posts on the executive side and on the non-exe- 
’ cutive side are included in a common cadre, the length 
of continuous service in the cadre as a whole and not in 
a particular class of posts included in that cadre will be 
adopted as the basis of seniotity of Travancoreans as 
between themselves and of Cochinitesas between thems .

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Civ) Supernumeraries : 

Individuals who’ hold permanent posts substantively in a 
class or grade but could not be assigned against sanctioned per- 
manent posts in the same or similar class or grade of posts owing 
toreduction in the strength as fixed under the Re-organisation 
scheme for each department will continue as supernumeraries in 
that class or grade subject to the following conditions: 

(1) They should be absorbed at the earliest opportunity in 
the order of seniority in the permanent vacancies that 
may arise on or after the date of effect of the re- 
otganisation in the class or grade of posts against which 
they are declared supernumeraries. 

(2) Ifthere are temporary or leave vacancies in a class of

(v). Promotion of personsin vacancies in a higher -class ov 
grade of posts, which arise on after the date of effect of the 
Feqorganisation: 

The Government have definitely declared that all promotions 
imade on or after 1-7-1949 are provisional pending the integration 
of the Travancore and Cochin personnel and the drawing.up of a 
combined seniority list. The Government have decided that, for 
purposes of promotion to vacancies in a higher class or grade of 
posts, arising on or after the date of effect of the reorganisation, 
provisional promotions made on or after 1-7-1949 should be ° 
ignored, as alsothe promotions made between 1-1-1949 and 
30-6-1949 in order to eliminate the undue benefit which may have 
acerued due to upgrading of posts and other reasons during this 
period. In other words, a first grade clerk in the Cochin Branch 
who was appointed to officiate as a Superintendent in the Cochin 
Branch on or after 1-1-1949 will not have any preferential claim for 
promotion to the vacancy in the cadre of Superintendents on or 
after the date of re-organisation merely by reason of having 
officiated as Superintendent on or ofter 1-1-1949. For purpose of 
promotion to vacancies in a higher class or grade of posts on or 
after the date of effect of the reorganisation, promotions made 
before 1-1-1949 to such class or grade of posts willalone be 
recognised as indicated in the following clause. 

(vi) Preparation of combined seniority lists for the Trae 
vancore dnd Cochin personnel: 


The relative seniority of the Travancore and Cochin per- 
sonnel in any class or grade in the common seniority list will 
be determined with reference to the date of commencement of 
continuous service in the same or similar class or grade of posts 
subject, however, to the. condition that the seniority of the 
Travancore personnel as between themselves o of. the. Cochin 
personnel as. between themselves should not thereby be distur- 
bed.

In respect of each class or grade of posts, a separate com- 
bined seniority list will be prepared of :— 
(A) Persons who will be assigned against permanent posts 
in such class or grade. ; ; ;

(vii) In addition to persons falling under the three

(viii) Fixation of pay of individuals in the Unified Scale: 


On and from the date of effect of the re-organisation, the 
pary of every individual in respect of a post held by him will be 
regulated as follows :— 


(1) If he is a permanent incumbent of the post and if the 
old scale of pay admissible to him in respect of that post is 
higher than the unified scale fixed for it, he will have the option 
to continue on the old scale. 


(2) If he is not a permanent incumbent of the post or if he 
is a permanent incumbent and the old scale of pay admissi- 
ble to him is lower than the unified scale, he will draw pay 
in the unified scale on the following basis:— 


(a) Where the individual previously held a post in the same 
or similar class or grade. 


His initial pay in the unified scale will be fixed at the stage 
corresponding to the pay he was last drawing in such 
post, if there is sucha stage, and if there is no such 
stage, at the next lower stage plus a personal pay to 
make up the difference, the personal pay being absorbed 
in future increments. In either case, he will count for 
the next increment in the unified scale, the service he 
has already put in in such post at the stage he had 
reached therein. If the pay he was formerly drawing in 
such post is more than the maximum of the unified - 
scale, he will be given the maximum of: the unified 
scale, plus a personal pay to make up the difference. If 
his Bey in puch post was less than the minimum of the 
unified scale, his initial pay will be fix ini- 
mum of the unified scale, pay he fixed at the: ean 
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‘(b) Where the individual has not previously held ‘a post in the 
same or-similar class or grade. 


His initial pay in the unified scale will be fixed at the mini- 
mum of that scale ‘or at the stage next above his subs- 
_ tantive pay, if any, whichever is higher. 


(3) If the individual has been specially allowed to draw a 
personal scale of pay in respect of a post and if it is higher 
than the unified scale sanctioned for it he will continue to 
draw pay in his personal scale subject to such conditions as 
may have been laid down when granting the personal scale 
o him. 


(4) Dearness allowance will be ‘given to both Travancore 
and Cochin personnel on a uniform basis, viz., at the rates 
admissible under the Travancore scale, and the Town allow- 
ance which certain Cochin officials are now drawing will be 
abolished altogether... Where the aggregate of the pay and 
Dearness Allowance for which a Cochin official may become 
eligible under these orders is less than the aggregate of the 
pay, Dearness allowance and Town allowance, he was 
previously drawing in the same or similar class or grade of 
post, the Government will be prepared to consider each case 
on its merits. ; 


(5) The financial concessions given during the period from 
1-1-49 to 1-7-49 imthe shape of higher pay in a post on the 
basis of pay drawn in another. officiating appointment or in 
the shape of advance increments or in the shape of higher 
initial pay will be cancelled, and the initial pay of the indivi- 
dual concerned in the unified scale will be fixed at the stage 
for which he would have been eligible if such concession had 
not been granted. ; 


(ix) Discharge of personnel. 


Officiating or temporary ‘personnel without substantive ap- 
pointments who.are found surplus to the requirements, will be 
discharged in the order of their juniority, but members of the 
Backward Classes will be kept on on a-temporary basis without 
claim to seniority on the basis of such temporary service. The 
discharged personnel should be re-entertained in the order of 
seniority as and when future vacancies arise, before new hands 
are recruited., On re-employment, they will regain their original 

_seniority and pay. . 


3. In accordance with:the general principles enunciated in 
paragraph 2 above, each Head of Department should work out in 
respect of the department under his control, detailed proposals 
for the apportionment of the permanent posts sanctioned in 
the Re-organisation scheme between the Travancore and Cochin 
Branches and the integration of personnel of the two Branches,

(2) Astatement giving names of persons assigned to the, 
Travancore quota of permanent posts and a similar statement for 
the Cochin quota, arranged in the order of existing seniority 
lamong themselves—See instructions in para 2 (iii) above. 


(3) Statement giving the relative seniority of Travancore 
and Cochin personnel assigned against permanent posts sanc- 
tioned in the Re-organisation Scheme of the department—See 
instructions in para 2 (vi) above. ; 

(4) Statement showing the names of supernumeraries, if 
any, in each ‘class or grade in the Travancore Branch and a 
similar statement for the Cochin Branch arranged in the order 
of existing seniority. 

(5) Statement giving relative seniority of Travancore and 
Cochin personnel who are treated as supernumeraries—See 
instructions in para 2 (vi) above. { 

(6) Statement fshowing the names of persons who have 
officiated before 1-1-49 ina class or grade in the Travancore 

- Branch and a similar statement for the Cochin Branch arranged 
in the order of existing seniority--See para 2 (v above.) 

(7) Statement giving 'the relative seniority of Travancore 
and Cochin personnel who officiated before 1-1-49 in a class or 
grade. 


‘es (8) Statement showing the names of persons who were ap- 
pointed to a class or grade of posts inthe Travancore Branch 
on or after 1-1-49 and who do nothold permanent posts on a 
substantive capacity and a similar statement for the Cochin 
Branch, arranged inthe order of existing seniority. 


(9) Statement giving the relative seniority of Travancore 
and Cochin personnel who were appointed on or. after 1-1-49 
and who do not hold permanent posts substantively. 


4. Assoon'as the statements mentioned above have been 
prepared, the Head of the Department should send them to the 
Public Service Commission for its approval. After the state- 
ments have been finalised, the Head of {Department should issue 
the necessary orders giving effect to the Reorganisation Scheme 
in respect of the non-gazetted -staff and submit his proposals 
to the Government in respect of the gazetted staff. 


5.. The orders issued by the Heads of Departmenté should be 
treated as provisional for a®period of 3 months from the date of 
their effect. Ifany individual finds that his place has not been 

, correctly fixed with reference to the general principles eniin- 
ciated in paragraph 2 above, or that his name has been omitted 
it will be open tohim to make a representation to the Head of 
the Department. It should however be definitely understood 
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that no representation from any individual for a change in any 
of the basic principles adopted by the Government will be consi- 
dered under any circumstances.

In view of certain misapprehensions regarding some of the 
provisions in Government Proceedings read above regarding 
integration of services, the Government decided that the whole 
question should be referred to the Government ofIndia. The 
Government of India, after considering the whole question very 
carefully, have advised that the general principles embodied in 
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the above Government Proceedings are on the whole fair to all 
concerned and that they take into account almost all the relevant 
factors. They have, however, made the. following sugges- 
tions :— 


(1) The quota of posts for Travancore and Cochin 
Branches out of the total strength sanctioned under the Re- 
organisation Scheme should be fixed on the basis of permanent 
posts plus 50 per cent. of temporary posts on 31-12-1948 instead 
of fixing the quota on the basis of the strength of permanent 
posts alone as contemplated in Government Proceedings read 
above. 


; (2) Provision should be made for a leave reserve of 
10 per cent in eachgrade of the staff fixedin the Government 
orders sanctioning the. Reorganisation of the Department asa 
result of integration. 


The Government of India expect that with the addition of 
50 percent of the temporary posts to the permanent lists and the 
“10 per cent leave reserve, the problem of surplus permanent 
men will practically disappear. 


2. The Government have considered the suggestions of the 
Government of India and are pleased to accept the modifications 
proposed by the Government of India. 


3. Heads of Departments and Offices are requested to 
proceed with the proposalsfor the integration of the staff in the 
Departments under their control as directed in the Government 
Proceedings read above withthe modifications mentioned in 
para 1 above. The Government wish to impress on them the 
need for treating this asa matter of Top Priority. Fortnightly 
reports should be submitted to Government regarding the pro- 


gress made in the achievement of integration. .

Government have given anxious consideration to the ques- 
tion of the integration of the personnel inthe Travancore and 
Cochin branches of the various Departments in the State; they 
feelthat itis essential to effect such integration without any 
further delay. They direct therefore that the provisions of

and No. S. 5-18375/49|C. S. dated 31-8-1951 be implemented imme- 
diately as detailed below :~ 

1. The basis on which the Government Proceedings Nos, S. 5- 
18375|491C.S. dated 27-9-1950 and S.5-18375|49/C. S. dated 
31-8-1951 in regard to integration of services will be implemented 
will be the number of sanctioned permanent posts in each grade 
as on 1-1-1949. 

,2. Confirmations madein the Travancore area and in the 
Cochin area against the number of sanctioned permanent posts 
in each grade as on 1-1-1949 will not be reviewed. Confirma- 
tions made to posts that did not exist on 1-1-1949 will, however, 
be reviewed without prejudice to emoluments being drawn. 
“Hard” cases will be examined separately. If in either area 
there were sanctioned posts that existed on I-1-1949 which thave 
not been filled in permanently, they will, for the purposes of inte- 
gration, be notionally considered. as having. been filled up per- 
manently out of the personnel in each area; this does not mean 
that any one thereby gets any claim for arrears of salary ; 

3. Sub-paragraphs (1) and (2) of paragraph1 of Govern- 
ment Proceedings No. S. 5-18375/49/C. S. dated 31st August 1951 
are reaffirmed, :

4. The relative seniority between supernumeraries. if any, 
from the Travancore and Cochin areas, will be determined on 
the principles laid down in sub-para (vi) of paragraph 2 of 
Government proceedings No. S- 5-18375/49|/C. S. dated 27-9-1950. 


5. Itisseen that pay revision came into effectin the Travan-. 
core area on 1-1-1122 (M. E.) and in the Cochin area on 1-5-1122 
(M. £.). For the purpose of reckoning relative seniority between 
Travancore and Cochin personnel on the basis of continuous 
service, the pay revision in Cochin will be deemed to have come 
into effect on 1-1-1122 (M. E.) 


6, For the purposes of integration, clerks inthe grade of 
Rs. 30-75 in the Cochin branch and in the grade of Rs. 30-45 and 
Rs. 45-75 in the Travancore branch will be treated as falling in 
the same class; similarly, clerks on Rs. 25-30 in the Travancore 
branch and clerks in Cochin on Rs. 25-40 will be treated as falling 
in the same class. 


7, Government are satisfied after careful consideration that 
the two Government Proceedings cited as clarified and as ampli- 
fied in these Proceedings are “on the whole fair to all concerned”; 
they propose therefore to implement these proceedings imme- 
diately. But if any individual Government servant finds that he 
has been subjected to hardship by such implementation, he may 
submit a representation through the proper channel within three 
months from the date of implementation. Government will give 
such representation due consideration. The basic principles 
outlined herein cannot however be questioned. 


8. Any provision in Government Proceedings Nos. S. 5-18375| 
49|C. S. dated 27-9-1950 and S. 5-18375/49'C. S. dated 31-8-1951 
which is inconsistent with the provisions of these Government 
Proceedings will be deemed to have been modified to the extent 
necessary by these Government Proceedings. 


9. None of the provisions of the Government Proceedings 
cited above are of these Government Proceedings will be appli- 
cable to teachers (Primary, Middle and High schools) whose case 
is being considered separately. Separate orders will also issue 
regarding Professors, Lecturers etc., in Government Colleges in 
Cochin. : 

10. Separate-orders will also be issued, in consultation with 
the High Court, in respect of integration of Judicial Officers. 

All Departmental Heads are directed to sponsor specific 
proposals for implementation of these Government Proceedings 
on or before 10-5-1952.

It has been reported that some doubt prevails about the date 
on which the integration of the personnel is actually to be 
effected. The Government have definitely declared that all 
promotions made on or after the Ist July 1949 are provisional 
pending the integration of the Travancore and Cochin personnel 
and the drawing up a combined seniority list. Consistent with 
this declaration the Government wish to make it clear that the 
. eombined seniority lists should be prepared as on the Ist 
July 1949. For this purpose, separate seniority lists of the 
Travancore and Cochin Branches of the services will be drawn up 
as on the Ist July 1949. In preparing these lists, promotions and 
confirmations ordered against the sanctioned permanent posts 
as on the Ist January 1949 will be accepted as valid and confir- 
mations made to posts which did not exist on the Ist January 1949 
will be reviewed as already ordered in the Government Frocee- 
dings No. S. 5-18375|49|C. S. , dated the 9th April 1952. Notional 
confirmations in permanent vacancies that existed in either 
Branch up to the Ist July 1949 will also be given to the rightful 
claimants according to the seniority lists of the respective 
Branch as already ordered in the Government Proceedings 
referred to above. . 

2. Vacancies which arose on-or after the Ist July 1949 should 
then be shown as having been filled up by persons in the com- 
bined seniority lists, giving due prefrence to persons in catego- 
ries ‘B’ and ‘C’ mentioned in sub-paragraph VI asalso to those 
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mentioned in sub-paragraph VII of paragraph 2 of Governmert 
Proceedings No. S. 5-18375|/49|C. S., dated the 27th September 
1950. In: doing this, the provisional promotions or appointments 
to such vacancies on or after the 1st July 1949 should be ignored. 
The integrated list will be brought up-to-date in the manner 
indicated above. .

In paragraph 2 of the Government Proceedings referred to 
above, Government have ordered that “if-in either area (Travan- 
core or Cochin) there were sanctioned posts that existed on 
1-1-1949 which have not been filled in permanently, they will, for 
purposes of integration, be notionally considered as having been 
filled up permanently out of the personnel in each area”. In fur- 
ther clarification of this order, Government direct that the above 
principle will be followed in the case of departmental promotions 
and the filling up of the consequential permanent vacancies that 
may arise in the chain of arrangements. 

2. It has been ordered in paragraph 5 of the Government Pro- 
ceedings quoted above that for purposes of reckoning relative 
seniority between Travancore and Cochin personnel on the basis 
of continuous service, the pay revision in Cochin will be deemed 
to have come into effect on 1-1-1122 (M. E.) as in Travancore. 
The question has, however, been raised as to how the relative 
seniority is to be fixed between hands who have the same length 
of continuous service in the comparable scales. Government are 
pleased to order that in the case of persons having the same 
length of continuous service in the comparable scales, their rela- 
_ tive seniority will be decided on the basis of their seniority in 
the next lower grade.

In paragraph 2 (vi) of the Government Proceedings under 
reference regarding the preparation of combined seniority lists for 
the Travancore and Cochin personnel, it is provided that the in- 
cumbents concerned should be divided into 3 groups, of whom the 
persons in List .(C) will consist of those who have officiated in 
a class or grade before 1-1-1949. Doubts have been raised 
whether the list should include persons who had at any time acted 
in the class or grade concerned before 1-1-1949 but who did not 
continue therein till 1-1-1949, or should include only those who 
having begun to officiate before 1-1-1949 actually continued in 
their officiating appointments till 1-1-1949. 


Since List (C) forms only a link in the several steps contem- 
plated in working out the common seniority lists, and the basic 
principle for ‘deciding seniority laid down in sub-paragraph (vi) of 
paragraph 2 of the G. P. viz., “date of commencement of con- 
tinuous service” is obviously intended to apply to the rules enun- 
elated in the whole of that sub-paragraph, Government consider 
that only persons who. continued in their officiating appointments 
till 1-1-1949 have a claim to be included in List (C) of the class 
or grade of posts concerned and they order accordingly. Govern- 
ment will however be prepared to consider any case of real hard- 
ship without prejudice to.the basic principles.

GOVERNMENT OF TRAVANCORE-COCHIN. 


PRESS NOTE. 
Community Projects. 


Community Projects are schemes for regional planning to be 
worked in close co-ordination with the general development 
programmes included in the Five Year Plan. The central object 
of a Community Project is to secure the fullest development of the 
material and human resources of an area. In the rura! area, 
this ‘calls for intensive work for agricultural development, for 
social education and improvement of public health, and for 
introduction of new “skills” and new occupations. The organic 
growth of the community in all its phases, is the ultimate goal, 
and a new world will be created for them, which will satisfy to 
the utmost their needs and aspirations. 


2. The main lines of activity to be undertaken in the rural 
areas will include :— 
(a) agricultural and rural development ; 
(b) cottage and small-scale industries ; 
(ce) education, including vocational and technical train- 
Ing } 
(d) health ; 
(e) housing ; and 
(f) communications. 


‘3. According to the existing proposals, 55 community pro- 
jects will be established all over india, of which 2 will be in 
Travancore-Cochin. These have been assigned to Kunnathunad- 
Chalakudi and Neyyattinkara-Vilavancode areas. For purposes 
of initial planning, each project is assumed to comprise roughly 
about 300 villages with a total area of about 450 to 500 sq,, miles. 
As the village system does not exist in many parts of the Travan 
core-Cochin State, karas desoms or pukuthies have been 
combined into convenient units of 400 or 500 square miles in order 
to form the project area. Each project area is proposed to be 
divided into three development blocks. The development block 
is in turn divided into groups of 5 villages each, each group being 
the field of operation for a village-level worker. 


4. The Community Projects will be financed largely from the 
Indo-American Co-operation Fund contributed by the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America. Amounts allocated from 
this Fund willbe supplemented by contributions made by the 
Central and the State Governments. The contributions made by 
the Government of the United States will be in the form of 
grants-in-aid and loans, For self-financing schemes in respect 


471 


_ofa project, the necessary funds will be provided.as loans by the 
Central Government. In respect of other schemés the recurring 
and non-recurring expenditure will be shared by the Central and 
the State Governments in agreed proportions. Each project is 
expected to be completed in 3 years. After three years, the 
entire financial liability for maintaining the development 
achieved in a project area will devolve upon the State Govern. 
ments. 

5. In the first year, work will commence in one development 
block in each project. In the second year work will be started 
in the two remaining blocks. In the third year, the programmes 
will be completed in all the blocks. , 


6. Government propose to start work immediately in the 
areas selected. The first step is to conduct an intensive survey 
in order to find out the existing features, and those that willhave 
to be added so that the area may be made to conform to the 
pattern prescribed. After the survey is completed, plans will 
be drawn up covering all the amenities aimed at, and estimates 
prepared. : 

7. According to the basic plans laid out by the Government of » 
India, agriculture: will receive the first priority in the develop- 
ment schemes. Butso far as Travancore-Cochin is concerned, 
it is necessary to shift the emphasis to industrial development. 
Major industries as well as small scale and cottage industries 
have to be developed. The possibilities in this respect are being 
carefully explored, and the Government have already asked for 
the services of American technical personnel for assistance in 
the promotion of various industries for which the necessary 
raw materials exist in plenty in this State. 

8. The active participation of the people at all stages and at 
all levels is one of the distinguishing features of the Community 
Projects Scheme. The role that Government intend to play is 
only that of removing the hurdles and giving guidance and help. 
In this respect the Community Project differs from all other 
development schemes tried in the past. Government have no 
doubt that with the hearty and zealous co-operation of the 
public this new venture will be a complete success, and that it 

. will bring contentment and happiness to the people whom it is 
intended to serve. ;

LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS. — 
The Travancore Cochin High Cowt Act (Amendment) 
ill. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move that the Bill be referred 
to a Select Commiitee. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: On a point of information. 
T understood that last time leave to introduce the Bill was given. 
Tf so, I thought that the Bill has to be introduced now, if I am not 
mistaken, . 

Mr. Speaker: The motion was made and seconded and the 
Bill was introduced last time. . 

Shri P..S. Nataraja Pillai : Today’s agenda also says that the 
Bill is for consideration and further stages. 
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[Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai] 


Sir, in introducing this Bill, I was actuated by a duty which 
Tfelt asan elected Member of this House. As stated in the 
Objects and Reasons, it was to remedy a genuine hardship and 
real inconvenience to a vast section of the public that I ventured 
to introduce this Bill, Itis a well-known fact that the location 
of the High Court at Ernakulam was decided upon as a result of 
political action. When that decision was taken, the representa- 
tives of the people of the twoerstwhile States were not taken 
into confidence. Rather, it was decided on account of the poli- 
tical necessities existing then, to change the High Court from 
Trivandrum to Ernakulam. But now, at this stage, this House 

‘has to review the: position. There was a High Court at Cochin, | 
and there was a High Court at Trivandrum. The people of the 
Trivandrum area were getting the benefit of the existence of a 
Court in their area and the people of Cochin had also a similar 
benefit. Now, by an integration of the two States, the High 
Court has been locatedin one centre, and by that the people 
here, who were getting the conveniences, have lost them; not 
only the convenience, but a great hardship has also been cast on 


them. 

When you look into this question, you have to consider it 
from the position of public interest. For an institution, whatever 
it may be—whether it be a court of justice or any other public 
institution, the location of it must be suchas to give the maxj- 
mum benefit to the people, and. at.the same time, it should not 
cause real hardship or deprive the conveniences which a certain 
section of the people was getting on. that account, From the 
point of view of that convenience, it will be relevant to take into 
consideration thé amount of work thatis being attended to by 
the High:Court now, thatis,the work that comesto the High 
Court from the areas in which it is located at present. A study 
of comparative.-statistics of the cases filed inthe High Court 
will show, beyond a shadow of doubt, that 50 per cent. -of the 
cases filed in the High Court are from the area of jurisdiction of 
the four District Courts of Nagercoil, Trivandrum, Quilon and 
Mavelikara. Itisareal difficulty for the people of this area 
who are parties to more than 50 per cent. of the total number of 
cases filed in the High Court. All along, they have been enjoying 
the benefit of the High Court within their, own area, and now, 
they have to travel an additional distance of more than 50 to 
100 miles to get justice. That is a fact which this House has to 
take into eqnsideration. 

Sir, it is not a matter fox emotional approach. It is rather 
a matter for logical deduction and reasonable appreciation. 
When 50.per cent. of the cases involved come from a particular 
area, the people coming from thatarea are deprived of the 
conveniences which they were enjoying so long, and when they 
are asked-to suffer greater hardship by the location of the Court 
elsewhere, is it not’ the duty of the people of this State as re- 
presented by this House to remedy that? That I think is a duty 
which this House has to do. Se 


«“ 
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Sir, in giving the figures, I wish to say that I have tried to 
collect as far as Ihave been able to do. Perhaps, they may be a 
bit inaccurate, because I could do it only in my non-official capa- 
city, The number of cases, as itis, from the districts of Nager- 
coil, Trivandrum, Quilon and Mavelikara, appeal suits in 1950-51, 
was 465. From the other five District Courts the number was 
only 514. From the two District Courts of Anjukaimal and 
Trichur, the cases were only 127 which is included in the number 
514. Sir, during 1951-52, the No, of cases from the four District 
Courts Nagercoil, Trivandrum, Quilon and Mavelikara—was 
400, while for the other five districts, it was 553. From this 
fact, it will be clear that at least half of the work done in the High 
Court is from the area comprised within the jurisdiction of 
the four District Courts—Nagercoil, Trivandrum, Quilon and 
Mavelikara. 

Thus, it willbe seen that there is a real difficulty for the 
people of this area.

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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: In 1950-51, Parur District had 

- 116 cases and in 1951-52, 184 cases. That isincluded in the cases 
which J quoted for the five districts. There seers to be a kind 
of feeling or desire in the minds of certain sections of the people, 
that it isa matter of very great importance to have the head- 
quarters of the High Court at Ernakulam. It is very often said 
thatin the terms of the Covenant which was entered into by 
the two erstwhile States to unite and integrate their territories 
into a single State with a single Executive, Legislature and 
Judiciary, the shifting of the High Court from Trivandrum to 
Ernakulam was included as one of its conditions. I beg to re- 
mind this House that the covenant as such does not containa 
provision of this kind. As a matter of fact, there is no covenant 
in which this isa provision. As a result of the covenant, an 
ordinance—Ordinance II of 1124—was promulgated by the 
Rajpramukh, and under that Ordinance, the High Court was 
shifted to Ernakulam. Thus, Sir, itis not the result of the co- 
venant. The Covenant therefore had no part to play in this 
matter, nor should we think that there was an agreement to this 
effect. No, there was none. For administrative convenience, the 
Rajpramukh, under the advice that was tendered to him by the 
Ministry, shifted the High Court from Trivandrum to Ernakulam. 
As a matter of fact, when you look at this question, Sir, in the 
light of precedents, itis more or less a custom that when two 
High Courts are combined into one, it is generally the court that 
is situated at the place where ithada longer standing that re- 
“mains to continue at that place as a combined court. Moreover, 
it isa principle that is generally. accepted, and under that prin- 
ciple, if you look. at it, you will find that in Travancore it was a 
High Court and in Cochin it was only a Chief Court. The 
‘amalgamation should have gone on other lines. That apart, Sir, 
I do not think that at this stage, when we are citizens of a single 
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State, weshould differentiate between two units and claim 
particular privileges for people inhabiting a particular area. I 
for one am prepared totake the view, orrather, Ifeel Iam 
bound, in duty, totake the view, that the Stateis an integral - 
unit, and that we have to look only to the necessities and con- 
veniences of the general public. Itis with that. objective alone, 
Sir, I have ventured to place this Bill for the “ consideration of 
this House.” 

When I introduced the Bill I was convinced that it will be 
an unjust.act to deprive Cochin area of the facilities of the High 
Court nearby and to shift it wholly to Trivandrum. Thatto my 
mind appeared to be unreasonable. Therefore, I have provided 
in the Bill, as I framed it then, for the location of a Division 
Bench at least at Ernakulam. The real object, rather the real 
principle with which I have introduced the Bill to the House is, 
the bifurcation of the High Court, the location of the court in 
two different places. The question then arises how the bifurca- 
tion is to be effected. That is a legitimate matter coming within 
the purview of the Select Committee which I propose to set up. 
The Select Committee will have the right of going into the matter 
and decide where the principal seat of the High Court is-to be 
and where the other Bench should be located. That proposition 
isnot a novel one. Sometimes itis being said thatthe High 
Court should be located only in one place and should not be set 
up in more than one locality. On that matterI would only 
invite the attention of the House to the fact that in Ujtar 
Pradesh, there is one High Court at Allahabad and another at 
Lucknow. Asa’ matter of fact they are very very old insti-’ 
tutions. Allahabad though not capital of the State is a seat of 

- the High court and Lucknow which is the Capital has a branch 
of the Court sitting there. That is in existence for a long number 
of years. To meet particular demands it might have been done. 
We will take the case of B Scheduled States. We know that in 
1948-49, during the period of transition, a new state of affairs 
was brought nto existence. That was a period of integration; 
that was a period of dismemberment; that was a period when 
new States came into existence. We know in that particular set 
up small States and big States which had High Courts were 
merged with other States. Take the case of Madhya Bharat. 
There is a High Court at Gwalior, and Indore. Why? When 
integration was effected there, people who were responsible for 
integration designed itin the interest of the country,in the 
interest of the well being of the people, in the interest of the 
harmonious development of political gonsciousness of the people 
as citizens of a single State, and not‘to cause hardship to different 
sections of the people. So Sir, they decided to have a High 
Court at Gwalior and one at Indore. Not.only that. Take the 
ease of Rajasthan another B scheduled State, which comprises 
of Jeypore and Jodhpur. Two High Courts have been brought 
into existence in recent years in those places to satisfy the 
demands of the people, to see to the convenience of the public. 
Therefore these precedents gave us the idea to frame. this bill. 
The proposition I place before the House is not a novel-one.. 
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The High Court at Allahabad is a long standing one and a 
Division Bench is located at Lucknow. In B Scheduled States 
also similar conditions exist. In States such as Madhya Baharat 
and Rajasthan, High Courts are located in two different places. 
Tf I am not mis-informed, in the Province of Orissa, Government . 
are contemplating .to bring into existence—I am saying that 
from newspaper report—one High Court at Cuttack and another 
at Mahableswar. So, the principle which I advocate in my bill 
is not a novel, or extraordinary or unreasonable one. When in 
different areas, different States of the Indian Union, High Courts 
function in two different places, what is wrong I ask if I make a 
provision for two High Courts here also, one in the north another 
in*the south. To allow the High Court to function in two 
different places or areas, giving convenience to the people of the 
locality, is what is aimed at by the Bill. In these circumstances 
I think it is the duty of every citizen, who wants the harmonious 
development of social and political consciousness in the country, 
to remove the causés of heart-burn and injury that may exist. 


-Again, Sir, I repeat, this isnot a mew or novel proposition. 
I have illustrated how High Courts are established in more than 
one place and function advantageously to the people there. I 
may refer to one more fact. The question of bifurcation of the 
Travancore-Cochin High Court is not new. At the time of 
integration, if 1am not misinformed, the High Court of Travan- 
core was consulted. The-opinion of High Court then was for a 
bifurcation, one branch to sit at Ernakulam and the other to con- 
tinue at Trivandrum. Iam informed this information is very 
reliable. So at the time of integration, the Travancore High 
Court was of the opinion that the High Court may be bifurcated 
and allowed to function, one at Ernakulam and the other at 
Trivandrum. Somehow or other, by the necessity of political 
exigencies of the time, it was decided to shift or re-locate the 
Trivandurm High Court at Cochin to be .called Travancore- 
Cochin High Court. AsI pointed out, that has caused much hard- 
ship and given a lot of inconvenience to the people of the 
country. There are other aspects as well to be considered. The 
advantages that will arise from the High Court being located at 
the Capital or seat of Government are not negligible. That isa 
real factor that has to be taken note of. At any rate I am not 
pressing that aspect for consideration now. I feel that it is the 
duty of every citizen at this transitional stage not todo anything 
by word or by action, to embitter the cordial relationship that 
should exist between different parts of the country. As a 
question of prestige or even of feeling, Iam prepared to concede 
to this extent, that if the select committee comes toa decision 
that the seat of the High Court should be at Ernakulam, that has 
tobe accepted. I would appeal to my friends in the other area 
to accept that because after all, what do we want. Sir, we want 
only convenience and the removal of hardship. We are not 
standing on the question of prestige. Itis a real inconvenience 
and a genuine difficulty that we feel. AsIsaid, we are bound to 
remove that difficulty. Ihave only to make an appeal to the 
hon, Members of the House to view the question not ina spirit 
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of rivalry or any other motive. I may repeat that I have not 
introduced this Bill with any base motive. Asa citizen of the 
State I feel, that to allow the people of this area to have in their 
minds a feeling of being subjected to hardship and to allow that 
feeling to continue and to nourish it as grievance is not in the 
long run, in the interest of the State asa whole. I emphasise 
. this point. In spite of three or four years’ existence as a united 
or a single integrated State, we have not been able to remove the 
rivalry of the two sections of State service servants, who claim 
privileges and conveniences on the basis of their previous servite 
conditions. Even Government servants have not begun to feal 
that their own interests are one, their future is bound up irrévo+ 
cably into one and their rights should be viewed from a common 
standpoint. Separatist tendency is still in Government service 
and that feeling is being given expression to in this country by 
their organisations. In our country; when people here were 
habituated to a kind of convenience and facility for a number of 
years and which has run for centuries, l ask why deprive them 
of it? Why the status quo could not be maintained? After 
allthat convenience was deprived one fine morning by an edict, 
by an executive decision. That I should say is bound to cause 
rancour, illfeeling and real grievance to the people. In the 
interests of the State we want a contented people. To give the 
people of the country contentment, a feeling that their interests 
are equally cared forby Government*it is the duty of this 
Assembly to remove this hardship as early as possible. So I 
appeal to my brother members of this House to consider. the 
question froma higher standpoint, not from a restricted view 
point, and to go to the extent of removing this genuine hardship 
of the. people of this area. The people of this area should get 
back the convenience they were enjoying sofar. To that extent 
this House is bound to accept my proposition. I hope this Hotise © 
will unanimously refer my bill to a select committee. Sir, may 
Inow mention the select committee personnel or am I to dé it 
at the end of the debate ? 

Mr. Speaker: If the names are ready, jhe Member may be 
pleased to give them.

Mr. Speaker: May I request the Member to state what the 
duration of the period for the submission of the Select Commit- 
tee Report and the quorum of the Committee should be? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The quorum shall be four and 
the report shall be submitted within ten days. 


Shri A. J. John: I beg to oppose the motion to refer the bill 
to a Select Committee; and in this connection, I beg permission 
from the Speaker to make the following statement. 


' The decision to locate the seat of the High Court of the 
United State of Travancore and Cochin at Ernakulam was taken 
by the Government of the two States and of the United State at 
the time of integration. This is referred to in the report of the 
Integration Committee, i. e., the Buch Committee. The Govern- 
ment of India also has concurred in this decision. 

This Bill to change the seat of the High Court so soon as the 
decision was taken is one which the Government cannot accept. 
Government therefore are opposing the Bill. 

Government however have noted the strong feeling amongst 
the people of the southern parts of the State to have at least a 
Division Bench and Single Bench of the High Court in Trivan- 
drum. In deference to this feeling, Government intends intro- 
ducing a Bill to amend the High Court Act in the next session of 
this Assembly so as to,enable the constitution of a Bench with 
another single Judge at Trivandrum. They propose to take the 
necessary steps for the purpose immediately. As tothe consti- 
tution of the Bench and its personnel, the Chief Justice will have 
to be invested with authority. In the light of the statement I 
hope that the. mover will withdraw the bill. 
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Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: May Iassure the hon, 
Member that the Centre has not interfered in this matter? 
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Shri M. M. Abdul Khadey: The High Court happened to be 
constituted at Ernakulam because of certain political arrange- 
ments entered into between the two Governments. at the time of 
integration, and now, Sir, to upset that arnangement, even 
though it would not have founda. place in the Covenant, I 
submit, would amount to political dishonesty. But at the same 
time. if there is a growing volume of opinion in this part of the 
country that. there should be a Bench sitting at Trivandrum, of 
course, lam prepared to.respect the popular opinion in this 
regard. In this context we must also consider the set up of 
things that we are wishing for. With the formation of the linguistic 
provinces, the Tamil areas would soon be going away from the 
Travancore-Cochin State and we aspire that Malabar should 
join us. When such a political set up in this country 
takes shape, it would be most convenient to ‘have the High Court 
at Ernakulam. 


The House rose for lunch at 1 p. m. and re-assembled 
at 2 p.m. with Mf. Speaker in the Chair. 


Shri M. M. Abdu! Khader (contd.) :—~Mr. Speaker, I was 
telling that in the set up of linguistic provinces which we 
are. envisaging irrespective of party relations, the proper place 
for the High Court would certainly be Ernakulam. 


Another point which I would like to stress is that when 
eventually the linguistic provinces are formed and when the 
Tamil Nad gets itself dismembered from this State, the High 
Court will have no jurisdiction over the southern part of the 
State beyond Trivandrum. From the point of view of convenience 
the mover of the Bill has been stating that the situation of the 
High Court at Ernakulam would entail @ great deal of incon- 
venience to people over here. I would remind the hon. Member 
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that already for long years we, in the northern part of Travan- 
core, have been putting up with this inconvenience. He has 
been citing in the House instances in which some of the courts 
in the Indian Union were split up. But there are, at the 
same time, instances, for example, of the Madras High Court to 
where people from Mangalore, and Vizag and Malabar have to 
resort to traversing four and five hundred miles to get justice. 
Similar is the position in Bombay. Here for the people to go to 
Ernakulam, the maximum distance they will have to travel 
would be not more than about 150 miles. This is not a serious 
inconvenience for the people to put up with when greater in- 
conveniences aad greater difficulties are being experienced by 
people in other States. 


It was stressed at the outset by the hon. Mover thai the shift- 
ing of the High Court to Ernakulam was a humanneed. ButI 
will inform the House that besides having had a High Court at 
Ernakulam in the past,a number of Government offices were 
also situated there. Now those offices have been transferred to 
Trivandrum. -Are we not, Sir, entitled to claim on the point of 
convenience which has been now put forward for the bifurcation 
of the High Court, that we should have a certain number of 
Departmental Headquarters transferred to Ernakulam? Even 
though itis absurd that a portion of all departments should be 
located at Ernakulam it is no use stretching it to such an extent. 
So far as I dm concerned I would oppose this Bill in tote. If the 
Government had come forward opposing the Bill, Ifor one would 
have certainly supported the Government. But here the Govern 
ment appears to accept—accordiny to a statement read out by 
the Leader of the House--the principle of the bifurcation of the 
High Court. There is, of course, that technical and nice question 
whether a Select Committee could amend the principle of the 
Bill. But-it would also appear that the principle in regard to the 
Bill is bifurcation of the High Court and not exactly the point 
that the High Court should be situated at Trivandrum. So that, 
that principle regarding the bifurcation of the Figh Court having 
been accepted by the Government and since that point constitutes 
the basis on which the mover of the Bill takes his stand, I 
cannot understand what reason has prompted Government itself 
to consent to bringing forward a Government Bill for this purpose 
rather than according support to this Billin the Select Committee 
This can be only, as the Leader of the Opposition stated an 
instance of the dilatory tactics which we have been observing in 
the policies of the Congress. When itis a question of land re- 
form they bring forward the Basic Tax Bill. When the issue is 
permanan:y of tenure to be accorded to the tenants” they bring 
forward the Stay of Execution of Holdings -Bill. They show by 
these their policy of evading the issue. This ishow they manage 
to divert popular opinion.. This has been the general policy 
followed by government. Therefore, I do not find any harm in 
- this Bill being referred toa Select Committee on the definite 
understanding that the seat of the High Court shall be at Erna- 
kulam and only a single Division Bench is situated at Trivan- 
drum. On'fihis definite principle I find myself in agreement 
_ with the-hon. Mover of the motion. oe

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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, the Congress Party members seem- 
ed to be unwilling to let us know what exactly’ are the reasons 
that led their party leader to make sucha statement this morning. 
Sir, we are dealing with a human problem. There is abso ute. y 
no meaning in trying to seek shelter behind airy, hazy, incon 
prehensible technicalities. What is it, Sir, that we are Ow eal 7" 

‘ng with? Is this problem handled by the Treasury Benches in. 
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way in which they ought to handle a. human problem con- 
he way the State? Thatis the question that I wish to raise 
before the House. Let us deal with facts. Let us be reasonable. 
Let us understand each other. Let us exchange our views and 
our difficulties and come to a settlement of the matter. 


Sir, this Bill has been brought forward with the best of 
intentions. Nobody can deny that. It is brought forward to 
meet the real difficulty that the people of the State, at any rate, 
the people of a large part of the State really feel. Now various 
arguments may be advanced. I can understand the argument 
that in a comparatively small State like Travancore-Cochin 
should there be two places for the High Court. Even in Madras 
there is only one High Court. Should there be any need for 
bifurcation? If people from Tinnevelley can travel far to 
Madras why not people from Aruvamozhitravel to Ernakulam ? 
These are all arguments. Similarly, there are equally cogent 
counter-arguments.. People are accustomed to a certain set of 

_cireumstances. If itis reasonably possible to give the people 
more convenience than they have under the existing set of 
circumstances, if we can do it consistently with principles, why 
not we doit? Now there is no use in arguing on that.and the 
Chief Minister’s statement this morning has removed the major 
part of almost all the difficulties arising from such considerations 
because he has today agreed that on consideration of all the facts 
the Cabinet has come to the conclusion that what this Bill asks 
for is legitimate and has to be considered. So there is that 
admission and whatever my friend, the Member for Amballoor 
has to say I have only to say ‘let us give up all such occasions 
that create unnecessary heat’. There is nothing of that kind 
required. Let us not raise questions of hostility between the 
north and the south. No such necessity arises or exists. Let 
us all feel, as I have said a day or two ago, that we are all people 
of the same State. It is not a question of prestige or preferen- 
tial treatment or special advantages. Now the people in the 
southern half of the State at any rate feel the difficulty, in not 
having the High Court situated nearer. Let us tackle that pro- 
blem. It is agreed by the Cabinet and I am relieved to find that 
the Treasury Benches do not raise any objection in fact to what 
the Bill seeks to achieve. Now let us proceed from that. Why 
should we go behind and create unnecessary heat? I would 
humbly request:all sections of this House to proceed from that 
basis. At any rate there is a situation in which more facilities 
should be given to the litigants. by making the services of the 
High Court available at Trivandrum. Details remain. Sir, at 
the same time I on my own behalf and on behalf of the party I 
represent including Mr. Nataraja Pillai should like to make it 
very clear that so far as we are concerned there is absolutely no : 
partiality to the south. The member who comes from the 
extreme north of our State is as much a citizen of my State as I 
am a citizen of my State and his State which is the same State, 
So let us not raise these questions at all. : 
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Sir, when Mr. Nataraja Pillai introduced the Bill he said let 
the seat of the High Court be at Trivandrum. He had no terri- 
torial consideration in view. He said it because he felt that it 
would be better to have the High Court and the seat of Govern- 
ment at one-place. We find the Advocate General here. He 
has to be present here during Assembly time. I still think and 
will always think that it isin the interest of Government to 
have the Chief Justice and the main part of the High Court here. 
But the Government do not want it. This is one thing. Nat 
only that. Somehow our brothers and sisters in the Cochin area 
feel that they should have the Headquarters of the High Court 
at Ernakulam. We can understand that. There may be a good 
deal of sentiment. As I have said in the beginning we are deal 
ing with a human problem. Sentiment plays greater or lesser 
part in our thoughis, deeds and actions, in everything. I and 
my party fully respect the sentiments of the people of the north, 
I mean the erstwhile Cochin area as wellas the adjoining areas 
who naturally have a_ tendency to feel that Ernakulam may 
remain the seat of the High Court. I distinctly assert on behalf of 
my party that we areprepared to accept any arrangement which 
only secures greater facilities for litigation to the people in the 
southern part also. Let the headquarters be at Ernakulam; we 
have no objection to that. Only we should have facilities here. 
Our High Court is to be managed by eight judges. At present 
we are only having six. I understand Sir, there is a lot of 
arrears of work accumulating in the High Court. Let us have 
the full number, four judges here and the rest four judges there 
with the Chief Justice. If on further consideration by the Select 
Committee or by the High Court ‘itself a conclusion is reached 
that there naed be only three judges at Trivandrum I would not 
raise my voice against it. But as things stand, I would like to 
have four here and four there with the Chief Justice. That is 
my personal view subject to examination and change. This is 
all we want. The Advocate General may be there or he may 
spend his time here. There is no quarrel, Sir, in regard to these 
matters. That is the real position and I am glad to find the 
United Front League is fully in agreement with my party on 
all these issues. There is absolutely no difference. Of course 
Mr. CG. Chandrasekhara Pillai and Mr. Velayudhan Nair, proba- 
bly Mr. Kesavan Nair and other members of the Congress Party 
naturally want to support the attitude taken by their party as 

‘ yaasonable members of the Legislature. They have got t cir 
own difficulty. Ican appreciate that also. Any way to star 
with, Sir, let there be no misunderstandings. There is no 
issue. between Travancore and Cochin. Itis not an issue 
between the northern part and the southern part. It is an issue

in regard to the stand taken by 
‘of in Mouse with all my experience as a member of the Travan- 
core Legislature and the Travancore-Cochin Legislature and for 
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some time as a member of the constituent Assembly I am really 
at a loss to see why he has taken up that stand. I was anxiously 
listening to him. What is it that he said ? 


He said the present arrangement was made sometime ago. 
“Tt is only a short while ago, and we should not make any change 
so soon.” That is how I heard him say. Iam notsure whether 
I did not clearly hear him, or 1 was mistaken. He said the | 
Cabinet, the Congress party, are convinced of the justice of the 
demand made in the Bill, ‘So, that demand will be met but not 
by allowing this Bill to be proceeded with. We will ourselves 
introduce the Bill, and that, at the next session.” Why all this 
bother, Sir, I cannot understand. My friend Mr. T. V. Thomas 
said, knowing the past of the Congress leadership in this House, 
that he could only attribute an attempt to shelve the matter that 
is behind this move. He said so from his knowledge of things 
that have taken place here as an outsider to the Legislature so 
far, but Sir, if we are to judge things from our experience of the 
past, I have had greater opportunities than Mr. Thomas to come 
toa conclusion in regard to such matters. Ofcourse, the Con- 
gress Ministers have putting off things that way. The notorious 
way in which they have dealt with the eviction affair—how long 
is it, Sir? You remember those days when you sat by my side 
when they passed ordinances against eviction and brought in 
Bills. Of course with the greatest anxiety to observe the -rules, 
we had often to violate those rules by talking to each other about 
the absolutely unjustifiable attitude of the Government ‘benches 
in regard to legislation in that. regard. How many times did 
they promise us ?‘ ‘We will bring in the Bill before we meet here 
next time.’ Mr. Chidambaranatha Nadar, though sitting in 
another party now, was always fully with us in our views and 
attitude in regard to these activities of the Congress party. But 
today, luckily for him (laughter), Ido not know whether it is 
lucky for the State—let him make it lucky for the State—he is 
obliged to take a different view, Iam not joking Sir. Of course - 
changes must come, and I may be-pardoned if I say even this 
attitude of the Chief Minister today must have been to a large 
extent influenced by the change of seat of Mr, Chidambaranatha 
_Nadar in this House. Otherwise, we could have expected a 
definite ‘No’ from the Congress benches, but Shri Chidambara- 
natha Nadar’s entry into the congressfold must have had_ its 
influence in making it obligatory on the Congress party to take 
this stand. But we are here in July, and the next meeting may 
be six months hence, and what willhappen during that time, 
how the Congress may find it possible to evade the grip of 
circumstances now holding them in the meanwhile, we cannot 
say. Any way,I don’t attribute—I am far from attributing 
today—any ‘kind of dishonest motives so far as Ministers are 
concerned. [don’t goto thesame extent as my friend Mr, 
T. V. Thomas. He said this is all to hoodwink us. This is all to ° 
evade and shelve and put off the issue and not to grip them. I 
am a much older man. And Mr. Thomas will take many more 
years before he begins to view things from the angle from which 
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Tam viewing things today. So he will excuse me if I tell the. 
House that I don’t go to the sane extent. I dm prepared to accept 
what Mr. John was telling us this morning—that it is their idea 
to bring ina Bill. Let us accept that, but why not proceed with 
this Bill? What is the objection? Sir, I listened to him care- 
fully. He did not tellus anything. I waited and wanted to 
know if the Treasury Benches would give us some reasons. 
There is the Law Minister. There is the Minister who 
more often than the others speaks on behalf of the Government 
nowadays (laughter). There is the Minister who voted with us 
last time but who was satisfied with only explaining the thing 
by way of a personal explanation, as if he has nothing more to do 
with the contents of the Bill. He has only to justify his personal 
relationship and doings and thoughts and ideas. There is Mr. 
Chidambaranatha Nadar himself who took a distinct view with 
us last time and who could very well be expected to continue it 
in this matter. He too hadnothing to tell us. Nor have the 
other two Ministers, Sir, given us anything. I waited to speak 
at the close of the debate, so that if they raised any real points, 
I could try to answer them, but there is nothing for me to 
answer. TI wonder if any of them will speak out towards the_ 
close. 

I may in passing make an observation with regard to the 
way the Government benches make speeches of course, not in the 
order in which they avail themselves of the opportunities you 
afford them. On this side of the House, not only my party—I 
think my friends of the United Front party will not quarrel with, 
me if I represent them also in this statement — that we would 
like to have Government views sufficiently early in any debate 
so that we may be in a position to answer.. To allow to the very 
last speaker and try, not deliberately, but in effect to confuse the 
House with a lot of facts and statements and views and obje- 
ctions, — that is not the proper way of conducting a debate. It 
is time they deviated from it, but nobody has done itso far. 
There is nothing--no answer —except what may be collected 
from stray statements by some Members of the Congress party. 
‘One objection raised is that this is a Bill which says that the 
High Court should be at Trivandrum. “There is no agreement. in 
regard to that. Thatis the principle of the Bill, and so, we 
cannot settle it.” Sir, Imay be excused ifI say that we forgot we 
are dealing withthe human problem. ‘To take shelter under 
subterfuge, I may say, is not worthy of a House of this kind. I 
do not want to direct my charge against individual Members. 
But the House, asa whole, has acertain level tokeep up. Are 
we keeping up that level when individual Members rise up and 
say “the other party says that the High Court be situated at 
Trivandrum? That we cannot agree to”. Is it an honest way of 
dealing with a problem of this kind? Is it the way in which 
weshould tackle our problems? They want our co-operation. 
You will have realized, Sir, that on‘this side of the House at any 
rate — my party has been consisiently trying to be helpful 
to the Government asfar as possible and we want them 
toagree to this Bill. But if we deviate from that, of course 
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not in material things, but in broad matters of policy, it 
will not take us any further. Here is anew set of Ministers, 
even though some of them are old (laughter). Anyway, on the 
whole, it isa new set of Ministers. We want to be helpful to 
them as much as possible, consistently with the real interests of 
the State, and the self-respect or responsibillity attaching to a 
political party. I may ‘honestly, frankly say that considering the 
attitude of the Chief Minster today and the Congress party today 
on this important Bill, Sir, it will be very difficult for us to with- 
draw the Bill. They talk of co-operation ; but when that co-oper- 
ation is given, they will not have it on reasonable terms. They 
will have it on their own terms. They cannot expect other 
political parties to co-operate with them on their own (Congress’) 
terms. Of course, we will co-operate with them. We will help 
them on their own terms, provided the terms are reasonable and 
honourale, reasonable in themselves and honourable to them and 
to others. But, ifthis is the kind of attitude they take, what right 
havethey toseek cooperation? How can any political party help 
the party in power in the circumstances obtaining now? These are 
notempty words. Is there any substantial difference between what 
we want and what the Congress party wants today? If he is 
really prepared to concede, to work for and to bring in a Bill for 
this purpose, why should he say: ‘“‘Let this be withdrawn. We 
will bring in another.” Whatisthe point of view? We say we 
would be satisfied with a section of the High Court sitting here. 
More than that we donot want. Mr. Nataraja Pillai said he — 
would leave it to the Select Committee. I go further and say 
and I undertake on behalf of any party that the location of the 
High Court, withthe Chief Justice, be at Ernakulam. The United 
Front wants it. There is no difference. That is all that the 
Congress wants. There is no difference. Then Mr, John says: 
“Arrangements will have to be left to the Chief Justice.” That is 
a minor detail. That arrangement, and even the further details 
can be gone into by the Select Committee. Nobody can have any 
serious objection to the arrangements and the other details being 
left to the Chief Justice,so longas we have constituted the 
High Court and have made a local gentleman the Chief Justice 
of our State, these matters can very well be left to the discretion 
of the High Court and the Chief Justice. Then, what is the 
difference? Why should this Bill be withdrawn and why should 
they bring forward another Bill? Sothe only consideration that re- 
miains Sir, is the kind of false prestige which at my age and those 
of my age and experience in this House cannot put up with. I too 
have enough ideas about prestige. Almost all our lives, in the 
Legislature, Sir, we have spent together. You know how previous 
Goverament stood on prestige and lost prestige. They wanted 
to gain an ounce of prestige and they lost tons of prestige. 
That is the way of all Governments and that is exactly what this 
Government also wanttodo now. What else is there? They 
imagine: “‘Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai brought this Bill. The 
Socialist Party brought this Bill. The United Front supported it, 
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That became law. The people were benefited. No. We should 
not allow the people to be benefited this way. This is seemingly 
at the instance of the other parties. If anything is to be done, we 
must doit.” This, Sir, seems to be the only explanation for the 
Minister’s stand. Thisis a very, very dangerous attitude, in 
democracy. What then is the meaning of co-operation, from the 
opposition? We sit together. Wetalk together. Our views are 
exchanged. When one party is returned inlarge numbers, that 
party comes into power. That is one thing. But then, it does 
not mean that whatever is done by the other party, then it is not 
‘ worthy of adoption. If it is imagined that whatever is done by 
the party in power only, should be adopted, it has no meaning. 
Then there is.no democracy. There isno meaning in opposition. 
That means a tendency to make infructuous the functioning of 
democracy. If by democracy, as we understand it, as the 
Congress friends and myself and my party understand it though 
my United Front Members may have some difference — then the 
stand taken by the Government now is absolutely indefensible. 
We may bring forward a measure tomorrow or the United Front 
party may do so. If sucha measure is advantageous in the 
interest of the State and if there is no objection but if this Gov- 
ernment is not prepared to do that piece of good to the people, by 
Government’s action we will make ourselves responsible for such 
a State of affairs. I say there is no functioning of democracy. Let 
us not stultify ourselves that way. Let us not nullify the good 
things. That is what I] want to urge on the Congress Ministers 
at this moment. Weare prepared to accept everything they 
want so far asthis Bill is concerned. Then I ask, where is the 
need for another Bill. Are we to take our stand on this excuse? 
The Government have comeforward with a statement in regard 
to this matter. I do not know whether I can use the expression 
‘silly, which’ I am afraid will be ruled as unparliamentary.

Mr. Speaker: Yes, it is. . 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Then it is absolutely ameaningless, un- 
reasonable stand that Government have taken. Why should that 
be? My view is, let us proceed with this Bill. One of my 
friends raised the question whether you will rule out this Bill or 
the principle of the Billitself. After all, the principle is bifur- 
cation of the High Court. One part of the High Court is to re- 
main here and another at Ernakulam. Of course, you said “‘I do 
not want to-commit myself.” Sir, you know, that is the principle 
of the Bill. From the general concensus of opinion in the House 
it can be gathered that bifurcation of the High Court is the prin- 
ciple. The principle of the bill stands agreedto. According to 
that view, the High Court will be separated, a part of it will re- 
main here and the other part at Ernakulam. Sir, you may even 
go further and say, the main seat of the High Court will be at 
Ernakulam and a bench of it may be set up here and that the Bill 
may be proceeded with. 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Where is that said ?

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Where is that Bill? 


Shy: A. Thanu Pillai: The Minister may read the Bill for 
himself. Let us not take shelter in meaningless arguments. For - 
the information of the Member I will read what the Bill states. 

“ The Act provides that High Court shall be at Ernakulam. It has 
caused hardship and inconvenience to a vast majority of the 
people of the State, Therefore it is provided that the High Court 
shall be.at Teivandrum and a Division Bench and a single Judge 
shall sit at Ernakulam,’ ; 


This is what the Statement of Objects and Reasons states. We 
have said about the inconvenience caused on account of the loca- 
tion of the High Court at Ernakulam. We have very often heard 
here about that aspect. The main ground urged is, the location 
has caused hardship and inconvenience to the vast majority of the 
people. This stand has been accepted by Government. Now I 
say if this is the stand they take, why do they want to narrow 
down things and take shelter in meaningless technicalities. I do 
not see the need for such a stand, Government should not stultify 
like this. The principle of the Bill has been made very clear. So 
far as the principle of the Bill is concerned all parties are una 
nimous, The United Front Party, the Independent Party and my 
party are agreed for the bifurcation of the High Court so as to, 
give greater facilities to the Southern Districts. Every detail is 
still left to the Select Committee to solve. I do not want to take 
more time of the House on this question, So I very strongly 
support the motion that the Bill be referred to the Select Com- 
mittee. . 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Sir, to me it appears that 
‘ there is not much room for a controversy on this subject. Weare 
‘all agreed that there should be bifurcation of the High Court. The 
circumstances under which the Bill was presented in July this 
year has been ignored by the hon. Member for Trivandrum while 
he was speaking on this subject. My revered friend Sri Thanu 
Pillai would remember that there were several of us who sup- 
ported the introduction of the Bill and there was no arrangement 
even in our party. When objection was taken to the introduction 
of the Bill by an hon. Member, I mean Shri Panampilli Govinda - 
Menon, on the ground that it being a money Bill, sanction of the 
Rajpramukh was necessary, it was I who opposed Mr. Menon and 
said that sanction was not necessary for the introduction of the 
Bill and that such sanction was necessary only for consideration 
of the Bill. It was under those circumstances that the Bill was 
allowed to be introduced. That stage is now gone and now we 
are nearing a stage when the Bill is to be “considered” when. 
the Rajpramukh’s sanction becomes necessary under Art. 207 of 
the Constitution. That above allis the main reason that led the. 
Congress Party Leader to make an announcement. That was 
made out of his respect to the sentiments expressed by several 
Members cf the House-incliding Members of our party. He says- 
that he is prepared to see that early measures are taken for the 
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passing of the Bill in the next session of the Legislature. There 
should be a limit to one being unfair to another. When the 
Leader of a party makes an announcement in unmistakable terms 
on the floor of the House, common courtesy requires that it has to 
be accepted. He has made it clear that because of the strong 
prevalence of public opinion, Government are prepared to accept 
it. That is to be taken in its face value and more than that ‘he 
has stated the circumstances under which the announcement is 
made. “There are certain considerations which must weigh with 
him before he introduces the Bill. If sanction of the Raypramukh 
is a condition precedent to the consideration of the Bill, is it not 
a circumstance to be considered ? Supposing it isa matter for 
which sanction of the Centre is to be obtained. This is nota 
State subject. -It might be a Union subject or a concurrent sub- 
ject. Since this is included in the Union List sanction of the 
Centre has tobe obtained. Supposing we pass this Bill, it would 
be wrong to say that the Bill becomes law without the sanction of 
the Centre. If the object of the hon. Members is to afford con- 
venience and interest toall the sections of people in the State, 
I submit that a Bill of this kind has to be passed. Let us not stand 
on technicalities. There are difficulties and there is also another 
change of circumstance which has not been noted by the hon. 
Members of the House. 


The original understanding when Shri Nataraja Pillai intro- 
duced the Bill was that the High Court shall be located at Tri- 
vandrum which was.supported by one and all of us. Some of the 
Members of the Congress Party supported that move, Subse- 
quently I found an amendment from Mr. Gopalakrishna Menon 
that the High Court shall be located at Ernakulam. That is. the 
latest change of front taken by the hon. Members of the United 
Front Party. It need hardly be said that that was not the original 
understanding. While the Leader of the opposition Mr. T. V. 
Thomas was speaking I asked him what his attitude in respect of 
the Headquarters was, because I found the latest amendment 
here. We started with the understanding that the seat of the 
High Court shall be at Trivandrum. When we found an amend- 
ment from one Member that it shall be at Ernakulam, necessarily 
this position requires clarification and in fairness to me Shri _ 
Thomas should have answered my specific question then, more so 
in view of the inconsistent attitude taken by his party. I may 
incidentally repeat the assurance that I gave the other _day 
namely that we are prepared to agree on legitimate thin gs 
of course barring all subversive activities. Let us be fair-to each 
other and let us not attribute motives. I am thankful to Mr. 
Thomas for his sympathy though that was not expected of him. 

Coming to the question at issue, there is no doubt that the 
High Court should be bifurcated. It has to be admitted:that 
every one is to be thankfubto Mr. Nataraja Pillaifor having. set 
the ball in motion. I endorse the sentiments.expressed by Shri 
Pattom Thanu Pillai that it was with the:best of intentions, that 
a veteran Parliamentarian like Mr. Nataraja Pillai has introduced: 
the Bill: for which one and all of us have to.be thankful. He does 
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not stand to gain. He is not an Advocate. But it was in the 
best interests of the country that Mr. Nataraja Pillai brought 
this Bill and Iam sure that Mr. Nataraja Pillaiis going to achieve 
his object. Let us face the facts. There are certain difficulties 
that stand in our way at present. Those difficulties have to be 
got through. For shifting the High Court the party in power 
must necessarily approach the Centre. We could not do this all 
on a sudden and ignoring these fundamental things say that 
tomorrow the Bill will be passed, as long as the Constitution is 
there. That Trivandrum is the place that is best suited for the 
High Court admits of nodoubt. Because of the strong public 
opinion that is prevalent in the House the principle of the Bill 
stands accepted. In this connection I should like tomake one 
or two corrections to certain statements made by certain Members 
of the House, regarding the statistics and the report made by the 
Buch Committee. So far as the report made by the Buch Com- 
mittee is concerned, it admits of no doubt. The Buch Committee 
was definitely of opinion that Trivandrum was best suited for the 
location of the High Court than Ernakulam. The statistics taken 
by themis so astounding. The abnormal difference in the num- 
ber of cases could be noted in that. They have given figures 
which were prevalent on the 10th of September 1949. We can 
see how Trivandrum is moresuited to Cochin on a reading 
of the figures.

Tn view of this astounding disparity andin view of the defi- 
nite findings of the Buch Committee, after considering the repre- 
sentations from both sides, there can be no escape from the con- 
clusion that Trivandrum is the place that is most suited for locat- 
ing the High Court. There seems to bea difference of opinion, on 
the statement of facts regarding the opinions expressed by the 
Commitiee. The arguments of the Committee conclusively show . 
that they were definitely in favour of locating the High Court at 
Trivandrum. They would say that the High Court building at 
Trivandrum is definitely the better building. They would also 
say that the facilities for accommodation in Ernakulam are 


* 
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absolutely inadequate. They would say that a change of the 
High Court to Ernakulam would bring about a dislocation of the 
legal profession. They would also say that Trivandrum being a 
bigger town, Trivandrum is more suitable for the High Court. 
After having said all these things, the Committee, instead of 
arriving at the natural conclusion, which should succeed their 
reasoning, would hold that the High Court has to be located at 
Ernakulam, because we have to “respect the sentiments of the 
Cochinites.” They say that Cochin has lost all her major insti- 
tutions and as such it is in the fairness of things, that at least the 
High Court should be given to her and that the location of the 
High Court at Ernakulam would bring about a better union 
between the people of Travancore and Cochin that Ernakulam is 
a commercial centre. Atl these arguments do not stand scrutiny 
for one moment. The equities, as I represented at the very out- 
set, are in favour of the High Court being housed in Trivandrum. 
Shri Nataraja. Pillai’s Bill and Shri Gopalakrishna Menon’s 
amendment read together make it impossible for anyone to have 
all the benches of the High Court ata particular place. This 
change of front which the Members of the United Front‘have 
taken is further embarrassing. Incidentally I heard Shri Thanu 
Pillai say that Shri Chidambaranatha Nadar’s place there makes 
our position unique. I may at once dispel that doubt. No one’s 
position&is going to embarrass anybody in the Congress. .Myself 
and other Members cling up to our original position even now. 
I submit that the assurance given by the Leader stands to reason 
because if we want to change the High Court, we want the per- 
mission of the Centre. If we want the permission of the Centre, 
we cannnot simply go and tell them “Look here, we have passed 
a bill. So let us have the High Court.” The Leader has stated 
that we respect the Member’s wishes that a Bench should be 
given to Trivandrum and that he will obtain the permission of 
the Centre. Here is a case where our Leader has given an assu- 
rance. Mr. Thomas who can see nothing good in us, would 
brush it aside. Shri Thanu Pillai has taken it in the proper 
perspective, and personally speaking, I am grateful to him for 
that. I should also dispel the impression that anybody’s presence 
here has given us a change of opinion. To say so is eminently 
unfair to the Members of this Legislature. In fact, when it was 
found that the majority of opinion was in favour of the introduc- 
tion of the Bill and when it was found that it had to be respected, 
and when the difficulties that might possibly beset us at the 
consideration of the Bill, were being considered, we thought that 
this was the best thing that could be done in the circumstances. 
IT have nothing more toadd. I would once again express my 
appreciation of the strong sense of duty that must have impelled 
the honourable Mr. Nataraja Pillai in bringing a Bill and seeking 
permission to introduce it. We have all been feeling its necessity. 
Under these circumstances, and in view of the assurance that has 
been given by the Leader of the House, I would request Shri 
Nataraja Pillai to withdraw the Bill. ; \ 
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Shri J.T. Moraes: AsI_ was listening to the speeches made 
by the hon. Members of the Opposition, I felt that they were 
standing on prestige. I know the hon. Member Mr. Nataraja 
Pillai very well and I know the motives that impelled him to 
bring this Bill) He was quite sincere. He felt that there was a 
real necessity for bringing this Bill. He felt there was a large 
section of public opinion behind it. If some of us had belonged 
to the opposition party, perhaps some. of us here would have 
brought forward this Bill. The fact is, it is a real necessity and 
we should not stand on prestige. That necessity has been accep- 
ted, on all sides.of the House, the Opposition as well as the Con- 
gress. We have agreed,in effect, to bifurcate the High Court. 
_ When the Bill and the amendment and the assurance of the 
Leader of the House are all taken into consideration, this House 
has, in effect, agreed to bifurcate the High Court, to allow or to 
make an enactment so as to havea division Bench and a single 
judge in Trivandrum. The whole question is, how to do it. The 
whole question is whether the Bill as it stands now, with the 
amendment, can do that. The Treasury Benches feel that there 
are. some difficulties. Why should it be said that they are standing 
on false prestige or that the Bill isnot going to be passed or that 
itis not allowed to be referred toa Select Committee, because 
Government members feel that the Bill has not been brought by 
them? It is not right. There is no standing on prestige, here. 
Ifitis prestige the hon. mover of this Bill, has that prestige of 
bringing .the Bill first and there isthe prestige of the party to 
which he belongs. The real fact is this. After the Bill was 
brought, Government felt certain difficulties. Government 

accept thé principles of the Bill and they are prepared to bring 
forward a Bill after removing certain technical difficulties, which 
they feel they will have to meet. What is the difficulty, therefore, 
in withdrawing the Bill for the present? After all, the same 
thing is going to come. Thereis the assurance of the Leader of 
the House. Nobody is prepared to dishelieve the assurance, . 
except a few Members belonging to the party of the United Front. 
Even the leader of the Socialist Party is not prepared to disbelieve 
that assurance. Only the leader of the United Front Party is not 
ready to believe the assurance. He believes there is some trick 
behind it. Anyhow the Congress Party fully believes in its 
leader. The Socialist Party believes in the assurance of the 
Leader of the House. Therefore what is wrong in withdrawing 
this Bill? There are certain genuine difficulties which the 
Government have. Otherwise they would not have given this 
assurance andasked for the withdrawal of the Bill. I do not 
want to expatiate too long upon this matter. Much has been 
spoken ; much light has been shed and perhaps some warmth also. 
So I would request Mr. Nataraja Pillai to withdraw the Bill and 
allow the Government to bring another Bill in the next ses- 
sion, 
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Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, may I make one or two 
observations ? 


Mr, Speaker: If the object is to withdraw the motion, I will 
permit. ° ; 

Shri P, S, Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I should like to make my 
position— 


Mr. Speaker: The Speaker has been a little bit over- 
indulgent with regard to the discussion. Since an opportunity 
has arisen I will read S. O. 31 which is relevant to this issue. 


Standing Order 31 says: 


(1) On the day on which any such motion is made, or 
on any subsequent day to which the discussion 
thereof is postponed, the principle of the Bill 
and its general provisions may be discussed, but 
the details of the Bill must not be discussed 
further than is necessary to explain its principles.” 


Now, theJmotion before the House is that the Bill be referred 
to a Select Committee the names of the Members of which have 
already been announced by the Member in charge. 


The motion was put to vote and declared lost.

There is absolutely no doubt that the subject-matter of this 
resolution is now under adjudication by a Court of Law. There- 
fore, according to this Rule this resolution is out of order, and, I 
rule it out of order.

against the police officer who is alleged to have shot down the 
workers.

Mr. Speaker: Ihave appreciated every point before giving 
the ruling, I cannot reduce myself tothe position of allowing © 
the ruling of the Chair to be disscussed.

Conference—Recommendations of the Sub-Committee, —

Order LS. 3230/51) EHLSG. dated 1st November 1951, 


The Travancore-Cochin Trade Unions of Municipal 
workers presented a memorandum to the Government contain- 
ing certain demands for the improvement -of the conditions of 
service of the employees under the Municipalities in the State. 
A Tripartite Conference of representatives of the Municipal 
Councils, Workers and the Government was held on 16-4-1951 to 
consider the demands. The grievances of the Municipal Workers 
were classified into three categories viz., ; 

1. Wages and allowances. 
2. Leave facilities. 


3. Welfare amenities. 


1, Wages and. allowances, 


Government have already issued orders in official memo- 
yandum LS. 3-230|51JEHLSG. dated 16th July 1951 that those 
Municipal Councils which are agreeable, are free to raise the 
minimum wage to Rs. 20-+ 20 per mensem in the case of 
scavengers as recommended by the Conference. 

Regarding the fixing of the minimum -basic pay for all 
Municipal Workers, orders have been issued for the constitution 
of.a Wage Board under section 5 (1) (a) of the minimum Wages 
Act. XI of 1948. The Members of the Wage Board will be the 
same as those who represented the parties in the Sub-Committee 
constituted by the Tripartite Conference to consider questions 
relating to leave and welfare amenities. They aret— 

1. Sri P. K. Padmanabhan, President, Alleppey Mu- 
nicipal Workers Union. 

2. Sri K. Ramakrishna Pillai, President,iCity Corpora- 
tion Workers Union. : 
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8. The Chairman, Municipal Council, Quilon. 
4. The Commissioner, Corporation of Trivandrum. 
5. The Examiner of Local Fund Accounts, (Chairman 
of the Board). 
6. The Labour Commissioner. (Convener of the .- 
Board) 
The Board will submit their recommendations to Govern- 
ment before 31st March 1952. 
The recommendations: of the Sub-Committee regarding 
leave facilities and welfare amenities are as follows :—~ 


Leave 


1. Leave on full pay and allowances should be granted for 
15 daysinayear. This leave privilege will lapse by the end 
of the year. 


(ii) Leave on half pay and allowances should be granted 
for a period not exceeding one-month, subject to the production 
of a certificate granted by the medical attendant of the employee. 
The above leave will be granted for one month for a completed 
active service of elevenmonths. In the case of employees with 
less than 11 months’ service, proportionatef leave should be 
granted. The sick leave will lapse at the close of the 
year. ; 

(iii) Women employees shall be granted maternity leave 
on full pay and allowances for a period not exceeding two months 
in respect of each confinement. 

(iv) Any leave privilege now existing in the Municipali- 
ties in excess of what is specified above should continue. 

Government have accepted the above recommendations 
subject to the general principle enunciated in Article 137 (a), 
Travancore Service Regulations, that leave of absence cannot 
be claimed as of right and the authorities concerned have power 
to refuse or revoke leave of absence at any time according to the 
exigencies of service. 


Welfare -Amenities. 


1. Provident Fund, The Sub Committee recommended 
that instructions may be given to the Municipalities to give 
effect to the provident Fund Scheme in respect of the contin- 
gent employees also. 

2. Gratuity. The Sub Committee recommerided that 
the contingent employees in the Municipalities who have put 
in a minimum of three years’ continuous service should be paid 
gratuity equal to one month’s pay for each completed year of 
service subject to a maximum of 12 months’ pay. Gratuity 
should be paid only on retirement, death or retrenchment. In 
the case of persons dying while in-service, the benefit of the 
gratuity will be extended to the members of the family of the 
employee as defined in Appendix XII ofthe T. S. R. 
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Government have accepted the above recommendations 
regarding Provident Fund and Gratuity. 


3. Housing: The Committee has recommended that Govern- 
‘ment may instruct the Municipal Councils to ear-mark a reason- 
able percentage of not less than ten percent of their allotments 
for public works for construction of quarters for municipal con- 
tingent employees. Besides the funds available by setting apart 
sums from the Municipal budgets as recommended{ above, funds 
from the Government Industrial Housing Scheme also be made 
available to the municipalities and the Trivandrum.Corporation 
so as to complete the housing programme within a time-limit of 
5 years. Government have accepted the above recommendation 
with the modification that the share of the allotment for Publie 
Works in the budget of the Municipal Councils to be set apart 
for this purpose is fixed as not exceeding 10%. 


4. Uniform for Workers: The Committee has recommended 
that a uniform consisting of two half shirts and two sets of shorts 
should be supplied annually to the workers in the nightsoil 
’ depots, nightsoillorries and mosquito control work. One set 
of shorts anda half shirt should be provided annually to all 
scavengers and cart-menin the major municipalities and the 
Trivandrum City Corporation. The women employees of the 
above category should be given suitable alternate dress. Govern 
ment have approved the above proposals, ; 


5. -Implements for Work: The Committee has recommended 
that the workers should be provided with implements for work. 
The scavengers should be supplied with buckets and mammatties 
and sweepers with brooms. The number and nature of the 
implements to be supplied will be decided by each municipality. 
Government have approved the above recommendations. 


6. Washing facilities: The Committee has recommended that 
the scavengers and workers working in the nightsoil depots and 
nightsoil lorries and cart-men should be supplied with half a 
bottle of lotion and four ounces of washing soap per month. The 
workers engaged in the mosquito control work should be given 
3 Qzs. of cocoanut oil and 4 Ozs. of washing soap per month. 
Government have approved the recommendation. 


7, Medical aid and Educational concessions: Government 
accept the recommendation of the Committee that the munici- 
palities should pay adequate attention for giving medical aid te 
the municipal employees: and that ihe municipalities as far as 
their finances permit, should extend all support to such endea- 
vours initiated by Trade Unions and other Organisations, for 
the promotion of culturaljand educational standards of municipal 
employees. _ : 


Government trust that the Municipal Councils will be 
able to implement the above proposals which will go a long way 
to redress the grievances of the municipal workers anid to create 
a contented and efficient municipal service in the State. They 
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however wish to make it clear that any additional expenditure 
which may have to be incurred for implementing the above. 
recommendations will be borne by the municipalities themselves 
and that Government will not bear any financial responsibility 
on this account.
